Be it enacted by tfie Senate and House of Rcpresentatu 
United States of America in Congress assembled^ That from x 
the passage of this act, the annual pay of the officers of the Na 
United States shall be as follows:

Officers temporarily performing the duties belonging to those of a 
higher gradci shall receive the compensation allowed to such higher grade, 
while actually so employed. 

No officer shall be put on furlough, but at hit own request, and all 
oificers so furloughed »hall receive one half only of the pay to which they 
would have been entitled if on leave of absence. 

If any assistant surgeon shall have been absent from the United States, 
on duty, at the time others of his date were examined, be shall, if not 
rejected at a subsequent examination, be entitled to the same rank with 
them ; and if from any cause, his relative rank cannot be assigned to him, 
he will retain his original position on the register. 

One ration per day, only shall be allowed to all officers when attached 
to vessels for sea service 

Sec 2, ^nd be it further enacted. That no allowance shall hereafter 
be made to any officer, in the naval service of the United States, for 
drawing bills, for receiving or disbursing money, or transacting any 
business for the Government of the United States, nor shall he be allowed 
servants, or pay forservants, clothing or rations for them, or pay for the 
same, nor shall any allowance be made to him for rent of quarters, or to 
pay rent for furniture, or for lights or fuel, or transporting^ baggage. It 
is hereby expressly declared that the yearly allowance provided in this 
act is all the pay, compensation, and .allowance, that shall be received 
under any circumstances whatever, by any such officer or person, except 
for travelling expenses when under orders, for which ten cents per mile 
shall be allowed. [jipprovedf March 3, 1835.] 
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PRBSIDKHT OT THE VITITKD STATES. 

ANDREW JACKSON, of Tennessee, ^25,000 per annum. 

The President must be tbirty-five years of age, fourteen years a resi- 
dent of the Lfoited States, and a natural born citizen, or a citizen at the 
time of the adoption of the Constitution* In case of his removal, death, 
or resignation, or inability, the duties of his office devolve on the Vice 
President: and, by act of Ut March, 1792, in case of removal, death, or 
resignation, or inability both of President and Vice President, the Presi** 
dent of the Senate pro tempore, and in case there shall be no President 
of the Senate, then the Speaker of the House of Representatives, for ths 
time being is to act as President. The legal tiile of this officer is The 
Pretideni of the United States; and he if, by the Constitution, Comman- 
der in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States, and of the 
Militia of the several States, when called into the service of the United 
States. He rdceives ambassadors and other public ministers; and it is 
his duty to take care that the laws are faithfully executed. He is em- 
powered, with the advice and consent of two thirds of the Senators pre- 
sent, to make treaties} and, by and with the advice of a majority of the 
Senate, he appoints ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, 
judges of the Supreme Court, and all other officers established by law, 
whose appointments aie not otherwise provided for in the Constitution, 
and the appointment of whom, when of an inferior nature, is not vested 
by Congress in the President alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads 
of Departments. He commissions all officers of the United States; and 
may grant reprieves and pardons, except in cases of impeachment. The 
compensation of the President is 25,000 dollars per annunv which cannot 
be increased or diminished during the term for which he is elected. His 
salary was fixed by act of 18th February, 1793. H<», as well as the 
Vice President, is elected by Electors, in the respective State?, who are 
chosen as the Legislatures of the several Stat«*s may provide. 

According to an Act of Congress, of the Ist of March, 1792, the 
choice of these Electors must be made within thirty-four days preceding 
the first Wednesday of December, of the year in which an election oi 
President and Vice President takes place: and they must *'beeqUal to 
the number of Senators and Representatives to which the several States 
may by law, be entitled at the time when the President and Vice Presi* 
deot thus to be chosen shall come into office. Provided alvxqfs^ That 
where no apportionment of* Representatives shall have been made after 
any enumeration, at the time of choosing elector?, then the number of 
Electors shall be according^ to the existing Apportionment of Senators 
and Representatives.'' No Senator or Representative, or ptrson holding 
an office of trust or pro^t under the United States, can be appointed an, 
Elector. The votes for President and Vice President are given by the 
Electors on the first Wednesday of December, lo W9ty fourth yeair^ 
throughout the Union. 

The Electors meet in their respactive States and vote by ballot for 
the President and Vice preaidenf,. one of ji^ioin, At l«&«tt »)^U not be a]» 
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iDhabitant of the •am* State with tbemtelTes They Tote for Pratident 
and Vice President teparately, bj dittinet ballota. They make littt of 
the number of yotea given, and of the pereona voted for : which they 
transmit sealed to the seat of the General GoTernmeot directed to tftta 
President of the Senate, who« in presence of the Senate and Uooso of 
Repretentatives, opens all the certificates, and the votes are counted. The 
person havings the greatest number of votes for President is duly elected 
if such number be a majority, of all the Electors appointed. 

If no person have such majority, then from the persons having the 
highest numbers, not f xceeding three, in the list of those voted for as Pre- 
sident, the House of Reptesentattves shall choose, immediately, by hallot, 
the President. But in choosing the President the votes are talien by States, 
the Representetion from each having OVB vote: a quorum for this purpose 
consists of a member or members from two thirds of the States, and a 
majority of all the States is necessary to a choice. 

If the House of Representatives shall not choose a President when- 
ever the right of choice devolves upon them, before the fourth of March 
next following, then the Vice President shall act as President, as in the 
ease of the death or other constitutional disability of the President. 

The period of service Is four years, but there is no restriction as to re- 
election. If the offices of President and Vice President should both be- 
come vacant, it then becomes the duty of the Secretary of State to com- 
municate inforiiaiion thereof to the Executive of each State, and to cause 
the same to be published in at least one newspaper in every State, giving 
two months previous notice that Electors of President shall be appointed 
or chosen in the s^ive al State^^ vkithin thirty-four days next preceding the 
first Wednesday in December ensuing, \vhen the choice of President must 
proceed as usual. Tbri twelfth Presidential term commenced with the 
twenty-third Congress, on the fourth of March, 1633, and will terminate 
with the twenty-fourth Congress, on the fourth of March, 1837. 



TJCB-PRRSIDXIIT OF TBK V9ITBD STATKl. 

MARTIN VAN BUREN, of New York, ^5,000 pcrnnntim. 

The Vice President is, ex-officio. President of the Senate ; and as Pre- 
sident of the Senate, in virtue of an act of the 8th of May, 1793, one of 
the Comrrfissioners of the Sinking Fund. His salary of 5,000 dollars per 
annum, is fixed by the act of 18th February, 1793. The Vice Presi- 
dent is DOt a member of the Cabtnet. The ordinary duties of this oflker 
is, to preside in the Senate of the United States. When he does not offi- 
ciate in that station his place is supplied by a Piesident of the Senate 
pro tempore, who is chosen from the body of Senators by ballot, and re- 
ceives additional compensation for his services. 

The Vice President is elected In the same manner, at the same time, 
for the same term, and by the aame Electors as the President. But if no 
person has a majority of the whole number of Electors, then from the twc 
highest numbers in the livt, the Senate chooses the Vice President ; a 
quorum for this purpose consists of tworthirds of the whole number ol 
Senators, and a majority of the whole is necessary to a choice* 

No person, constitutionally ineligible to the office of President, is el' 
gible to that of Vieo President of the United States.

AVD OF THE HOVSB OF RePRBSSITTATIVES : 

I9 performing my duty at the opening of your preient tession, it giTOt 
me pleasure to congratulate you again upon the protperout condition of 
our beloved country. Divine Providence has favored ut with gerferalj 
health, with rich rewarde in the fields of agriculture and in every braucbi 
of labor, and with peace to cultivate and extend the various resources 
which employ the virtue and enterprise of our citisens. Let us trust 
that, in surveying a scene so flattering to our free institutions, our joint 
deliberations to preserve them may be crowned with success. 

Our Foreign RELATioa^s continue, with but few exceptioosy to 
maintain the favorable aspect which they bore in my last annual mes- 
sage, and promise to extend those advantages which the principles that 
regulate our intercourse with other nations are so well calculated to 
secure. 

The question of the northeastern boundary is still pending with OresU 
Britiain, and the proposition made in accordance with the resolmion of 
th« Senate, for the establishment of a line according to the treaty of 
1783, has not been accepted by that government. Believing that every 
disposition Is felt on both sides to adjust this perplexing question to the 
satisfaction of all the parties Interested In it, the hope u yet Indulged 
that it may be eifected on the basis of that proposition. 

With the Governments of Austria^ Russia, Prussia^ HoUand, Sweden^ 
and Denmarkj the best understanding exists. Commerce, with all, is 
fostered and protected by reciprocal good will, under the sanction of 
liberal conventional or legal provisions. 

In the midst of her internal difl&culties, the Queen of Spain has rati- 
fied the ConveoUon for the payment of the claims of our citisens arising 
since 1819. It is in the course of execution on her part, andcia copy of 
it is now laid before you for such legislation as may be found necessary 
to enable those interested to derive the benefits of it* 

Yielding to the force of circumstances, and to the wise coonsels of 
time and experience, that power has finally resolved no longer to occupy 
the unnatural position in which she stood to the new governments esta- 
blished in this hemisphere. I have the great satisfaction of stating to 
you that iu preparing tba way for the restoration of harmony between 
those who have sprung from the same ancestors, who are allied by com- 
mon interests, profess the same religion, and speak the same language, 
the United States have been actively instrumental. Our efforts to effect 
this good worli will be persevered in while they are deemed useful to the 
parties, and our entire disinterestedness continues to be felt and under- 
stood. The act of Congress to^ countervail the digcriminating duties, 
levied to the prejudice of our navigation, in Cuba and Porto Rico, has 
been transmitted to the Minister of the United States at Madrid, to be 
communicated to the Government of the Queen. IMo intelligence of its 
receipt has yet reached the Department of State. If the Qce«^«x ^^^^v\^ 
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tion of the country permit* the GoTernment to umke a careful and 
enlarged examination of the true Inleretie of tbeee inporiant portioat 
of itfl dominioof, no doubt li entertained that tbeir fatur» intercourae 
with the United Statee will be placed upon a more juit and liberal baeit. 
The Florida arcbives have not yet been lelected and deliTerad. 
Recent orders bayc been tent to the agent of the United Statee at 
Havana, to return with all that he can obtain, so that they may bo In 
Washiugtoo before the session of the Supreme Court, to be used In tho 
legal questions there pending, to which the Goyernment is a party. 

Internal tranquillity is happily restored to PorlugaL Tho diftraeted 
state of the country rendered unavoidable the postponement of a final 
payment of the just claims of our citisen*. Our diplomatic relatione 
will be soon resumed, and the long subsisting friendship with that Power 
affords the strongest guarantee that the balance due will receifo prompt 
attention. 

The first instalment due under the convention of indemnity with the 
King of the Two SieUiUt has been duly received ; and an offer has been 
made to extinguish the whole by a prompt payment — an offisr I did not 
consider myself authorised to accept, as the Indemnification provided le 
the exclusive property of individual citixens of the United State*. The 
original adjustment of our claims, and the anxiety displayed to fulfil at 
once the stipulations made for the payment of them, are highly honorable 
to the Government of the Two Sicilies. When it is recollected that they 
were the result of the injustice of an intrusive power, temporarily domi- 
nant in its territory, a repugnance to acknowledge and to pay which 
'would have been neither unnatural nor unexpected, the circumstances 
cannot fail to exalt its character for justice and good faith in the eyet 
bf all nations. 

The Treaty of Amity and Commerce between the United States and 
Belgium^ brought to your notice in my last annual message, as sanction* 
ed by the Senate, but the ratifications of which had not been exchanged, 
owing to a delay in its reception at Brussels,, and a subsequent absence 
of the Belgian Minister ol Foreign Affairs, has been, after mature de- 
liberation, finally disavowed by that Government as inconsistent with 
the powers and instructious given to their Minister who negotiated it. 
This disavowal was entirely unexpected, as the liberal principles embo- 
died in the convention, and which form the ground-work of the objections 
to it, were perfectly satisfactory to the Belgian representative, and Were 
supposed to be not only within the powers granted, but expressly con- 
formable to the instructions given to him. An ofier, not yet accepted, 
has been made by Belgium to renew negotiations for n treaty less liberal 
in its provisions, on questions of general maritime law. 

Our newly established relations with the Sublime Porte promise to be 
useful to our commerce, and satisfactory in every respect to this Go- 
vernment. 

Our intercourse with the Barbary Powen continues without important 
change, except that the present political state of Algiers has induced me 
to terminate the residence there cf a salaried consul, and to substitute 
an ordinary consulate, to remain bo long as the place continues in the 
possession of France. Our first treaty with one of these powers — the 
Emperor of Morocco — was formed in 1786, and was limited to fifty 
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years. That period has almost expired- I tlitU take measures to 
renew it with the greater satisfaction, as its stipulations are just and 
liberal, and have been, with mutual fidelity and reciprocal advantage, 
scrupulously fulfilled. 

lutestine dissensions have too frequently occurred to mar the prosperi- 
ty, interrupt the commerce, and distract the governments of most of the 
nations of this htmisphtre^ which have separated themselves from Spain» 
When a firm and permanent understanding with the parent rounfry shall 
have produced a formal acknowledgement of their independence, and the 
idea of danger from that quarter can be no longer entertained, the 
friends of freedom expect that those countries, so favored by nature, will 
be distinguished for their love of justice and their devotion to those 
peaceful arts, the assiduous cultivation of which confers honor upon 
nations and gives value to human life. In the mean time I confidently 
hope, that the apprehensions entertained, that some of the people of 
these luxuriant regions may be tempted, in a moment of unworthy dis- 
trust of their own capacity for the enjoyment of liberty, to commit the 
too common error of purchasing present repose by bestowing on some 
favorite leaders the fatal gift of irresponsible power, — will not be rea- 
lized. With all these Governments, and with that of Brazil, no unex- 
pected changes in our relations have occurred during the present year. 
Frequent causes of just complaint have arisen upon the part of the 
citizens of the United States, — sometimes firom the irregular action of 
the constituted subordinate authorities of the maritime regions, and 
sometimes from the leaders or partisans of those in arms against the 
established Governments. In all cases, representations have been, or 
will be made, and as soon as their political affairs are in a settled 
position, it is expected that our friendly remonstrances will be followed 
by adequate redress. 

The Government of Mexico made known in December last, the ap- 
pointment of Commissiouers and a Surveyor, on Us part, to run, in 
conjunction with ours, the boundary line between its territories and the 
United States, and excused the delay for the reasons anticipated — the 
prevalence of civil war* The Commissioners and Surveyors not having 
met within the time stipulated by the treaty, a new arrangement became 
necessary, and. our Cbarg^ d* Affaires was instructed, in January last, 
to negotiate, in Mexico, an article additional to the pre-existing treaty 
This instruction was acknowledged, and no difficulty was apprehended 
in the accomplishment of that object. By information just received, 
that additional article to the treaty will be obtained, and transmitted to 
this country, as soon as it can receive the ratification of the Mexican 
Congress. 

The re-union of the three States of Xew Granada, VentMuela^ and 
Equadofj forming the Republic of Colombia, seems every day to become 
more improhablp* The Commissioneis of the two firfit are understood t<r 
be now negotiating a just division of the obligations contracted by them 
wh<>n united under one Government. The civil war in Equador, it is 
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meree of that counCK]% the United States, and the large claims of rur 
citizens upon the GiiTernment, arising before and since the division of 
Colombia« rendering it, in my judgment, improper longer to delay tlie 
step. 

Our reprtMutatiTes to Central America^ Penh tod BragU, are either 
4t, or on their way to, their res|)ective posts. 

From the ArgenHnt RepMiCt from wbich a Minister was eipected to 
this Government, nothing further has been heard. Occasion has beea 
(alien, on the departure of a new Consul to Buenos Ayres, to remind 
that Government, that it* long delayed Minister, whose appointment had 
been made known to us, bad not arrived. 

It becomes my unpleasant duty to inform you that this pacific and 
highly gratifying picture of our foreign relations doe? not include those 
with France, at this time. It is not possible that any Government and 
People coulrl be more sincerely desirous of conciliating a just and friendly 
intercourse with another nation, than are those of the United States with 
their ancient ally and friend. This disposition is founded, as well on the 
most grateful and honorable recollections associated with our struggle 
for independence, as upon a well grounded conviction that it is conso- 
nant with the true policy of both. The People of the United States 
could not, therefore, see without the deepest regret, even a temporary 
int(>rruption of the friendly relations between the two countries — a regret 
which would, I am sure, be g^reatly aggravated, if there should turn out 
to he any reasonable ground for attributing such a result to any art of 
omis:iion or commission on our part. I derive, therefore, the highest 
satisfaction from being able to assure you, that the whole course of this 
Government has been characterized by a spirit so conciliatory and for- 
bearing, as to malie it impossible that our justice and moderation should 
be questioned, whatever may be the consequences of a longer persever- 
ance, on the part of the French Government, in her omission to satisfy 
the conceded claims of our cilisens. 

The history of the accumulated and unprovoked aggressions upon our] 
commerce, committed by authority of the existing Governments of 
France, between the years 1800 and 1817, has been rendered too pain 
fully familiar to Americans to make its repetition either necessary or d' 
sirable. It will be sufficient heie to remark, that there has, for man 
years, been scarcely a single administration of the French Governmei 
by whom the justice and legality of the claims of our citizens to indem 
nity, were not, to a very considerable extent, admitted ; and yet near 
quarter of a century has been wasted in ineffectual negotiations to f 
care it. 

Deeply sensible of the injurious effects resulting; from this stat 
thingH upon the interests and character of both nations, 1 regarded 
among my first duties to cause one more effort to be made to s 
France, that a just and liberal settlement of our claims was as wel 
to her own honor as to their incontestible validity. The negotiatl< 
this purpose was commenced with the late Government of France 
was iKOsecuted with such success, as to leave no reasonable gror 
doubt, that a settlement of a character quite as liberal as that whi 
sutwequently made, would have been effected, had not the revolu 
which the negotiation was cut off, taken place. The discussir 
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resumed with the present GoTernment, and tbiJ^i^StfiUt shoived, thtit'we 
were not wrong lA supposing, that an event by Wbich the two Govern 
nients were made to approach each other so much nearer inltbeir poUti 
cal principles, and by which the motives ibr the most liberal and fiiend- 
ly intercourse were so greatly multiplied, could exercise qp other than a 
salutary influence upon the negoiiation. After the most aeliberate and 
thorough examination of the whole subject, a treaty iHstween the two 
Governments was concluded aiid signed at Paris on the 4th of July, 1831, 
by which it was stipulated that '*the French Government, in order to 
liberate itself from all the reclamations preferred against it by citizens of 
the United States, for unlawful seizure^ captures, sequestrations, confis- 
cations, or destruction of their vessels, cargoes, ovother property, engages 
to pay a sum of twenty- five millions of francs to the United States, who 
shall distribute it among those entitled, in the manner and according to 
the rules it shall determinei^^ and it was also stipulated on the part of 
the French Government, that this twenty-five millions of francs should 
'*be paid at Paris in six annual instalments of four millions one hun- 
dred and sixty-six thousand six hundred and sixty-six francs and sixty- 
six centimes each, into the hands of such person or persons as shall be 
authorized by the Government of the United States to receive it. The 
first instalment to be paid '* at the expiration of one year next follow, 
ing the exchange of the ratifications of this convention, and the others 
at successive intervals of a year, one after another, till the whole shall 
be paid. To the amount of each of the said instalments shall be added 
interest at four per centum thereupon, as upon the other instalments 
then remaining unpaid, the said interest to be computed from the day of 
the exchange of the present convention.'' 

It was also stipulated, on the part of the United States, for the pur- 
pose of being completely liberated from all the reclamations presented 
by France on behalf of its citizens, that the sum of one million five hun- 
dred thousand francs should be paid to the Government of France, in six 
annual instalments, to be deducted out of the annual sums which France 
had agreed to pay, Interest thereupon being in like manner compulcid 
from the day of the exchange of the ratifications. In addition to this 
stipulation, important advantages were secured to France by the follow 
ing article, viz: ** The wines of France, from and after the exchange of 
the ratifications of the present Convention, shall he admitted to consump- 
tion in the States of the Union, at duties which shall not exceed the fol- 
lowing rates by the gallon, (such as it is used at present for wines in the 
United States,) to wit: six cents for red wines in casks i ten cents for 
white wines in casks; and twenty-two cents for w:ne8 of all sorts in 
bottles. The proportions existing between the duties on French wines 
thus reduced, and the general rates of the tariff which went into opitra- 
tion on the first January, 1829, shall be maintained, in case the Govern 
ment of the United States should think proper to diminish those general 
rates in a new taiiff. 

In consideration of this stipulation, which shall be binding on tb* 
United States for ten years, the French Government abandons Uie re- 
clamations which it had formed in relation to the 8th artirle of th« flreaty 
of cession of Louisiana. It engages, moreover, to esiahlUtv <iVk.>^^\««v^ 
#ld^ cottons of the Uaited States, inVivctk^ %\Vfti V>a* ^vOwwisiji vji >^<^ ^^"\ 
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tificatiODs of the pres«ttt Convention, shall be brought directly thence to 
France by the veieels of the United States, or by'Freocli vessels, the 
same duties as on thori staple cottons.*' 

This treaty was duly ratified in the manner prescribed by the consti- 
tutions of both countries, and the ratifications was exchanged at tbe 
City of Washington on the 2d of February, 1832. On account of its 
commercial sti(iurations it was, in five days thereafter^ laid before the 
Congress of the United States, which proceeded to enact such laws fa- 
vorable to the commerce of France as were necessary to carry it into 
full execution ; and France has, from that period to the present, been in 
the unrestricted eujo>ment of the valuable privileges that were thus se- 
cured to her. The faith of the French nation having been thus soleninly 
pledged, through its constitutional organ, for the liquidation and ultimate 
pay.-nent of the long deferred claims of our citizens, as also for the ad- 
justment of other points of great and reciprocal benefits to both couotriesy 
and the United States having with a fidelity and promptitude by which 
their conduct will, I tiust, be always characterized, done every thing 
that wab necessary to carry the treaty into full and fair effect on their 
part, counted, with the most perfect confidence, on equal fidelity and 
promptitude on the part of the French Government. In this reasonable 
expectation we have been, I regret to inform you, wholly disappointed. 
No legislative provision has been made by France for the execution of 
the treaty, either as it respects the indemnity to be paid, or the commer 
cial benefits to be secured to the United States, and the relations between 
the United States and that power, in consequence thereof, are placed in 
in a situation threatening to interrupt the good understanding which has 
so long and so happily existed between the two nations. 

I^ot only has the French Government been thus wanting in the per- 
formance of the stipulations it has so solemnly entered into with the 
United States, but its omissions have been marked by circumstances 
which would seem to leave us without satisfactory evidenres, that such 
performance will certainly take place at a future period. Advice of the 
exchange of ratific»#on8 reached Paris prior to the 8th April, 1832. The 
French Chambers ware then sitting, and continued in session until the 
2l8t of that month, and although one instalment of the indemnity was 
payable ou the 2d of February, 1833, one year after the exchange of ra- 
tifications, no application was made to the Chambers for the required 
appropriation, and in consequence of no appropriation havii^g then been 
made, the draft of the United States Government for that instalment, 
was dishonored by the Minister of Finance, and the United Stales 
therebv involved in much controversy. The next session of the Cham 
here commenced on the 19th November, 18S2, and continued ^ntil the 
25th April, 1833. Notwithstanding the omission to pay tne first instal- 
ment, bad been made the subject of earnest remonstrance on our part, 
the treaty with the United States, and a bill making the necessary ap- 
propriations to execute it, were not laid before the Chamber of Deputies 
itntir the 6th of April, nearly five months after its meeting, and only!

on the lltb of June, but nothing important was done in relation to it 
during the session. In the month of April* 1834, nearly three years af- 
ter the signature of the treaty, the final action of the French Chambers 
upon the bill to carry the treaty into effect, was obtained, and resulted 
in a refusal of the necessary appropriations. The avowed grounds upon 
which the billVwas rejected, are to be found in the published debates of 
that body, and no observations of mine can be necessary to satisfy Con- 
gress of their utter insufficiency. Although the gross amount of tlie 
claims of our citizens is probably greater than will be ultimately allow* 
ed by the Commissioners, sufficient is, nevertheless, shown, to render it 
absolutely certain that the indemnity fulls far short of the actual amount 
of our just claims, independently of the question of damages and inter- 
est for the detention. That the settlement involved a sacrifice in this 
respect was well known at the time — a sacrifice which was cheerfully 
acquiesced in by the different branches of the Federal Government, 
whose action upon the treaty was required, from a sincere desire to 
avoid further collision upon this old and disturbing subject, and in the 
confident expectation thai the general relations between the two couo* 
Ctiea would be improved thvreby 

The refusal to vote the appropriation, the news of which was received 
from our Minister in Paris about the 15tb day of May last, might have 
hm^n <»nncii/ta«.^fi >Ka flwoi /i»tarri|| p atinn o f thg Frg^^^h Government not to 



execute the stipulations of the treaty, and wouhTITave JuiUfi^d ah im« 
mediate communication of the facts to Congress, with a recommenda- 
tion of such ultimate measures as the interest and honor of the United 
States might seem to require* But with the news of the refusal of the 
Chambers to malie the appropriation, were conveyed the regrets of the 
liing, and a declaration that a national vessel should be forthwith sent 
out, with instructions to the French Minister to give the most ample ex- 
planations of the past, and the strongest assurances for the future. Af- 
ter a long passage the promised despatch vessel arrived. The pledges 
given by the French Minister, upon the receipt of bis Instructions, were, 
that as soon after the election of the new members arthe charter would 
permit, the legislative Chambers of France should .be called together, 
and the proposition for an appropriation laid before them ; that all the 
constitutional powers of the King and his Cabinet should be exerted to 
accomplish the object ; and tluit the result should be made known early 
enough to be communicated to Congress at the commencement of the 
present session. Relying upon these pledges, and not doubting that the 
acknowledged justice of our claims, the promised exertions of the King 
and his Cabinet, and above all, that sacred regard for the national faith 
and honor for which the French character has been so distinguished, 
would secure an early execution of the treaty in all its parts, I did not 
deem it necessary to call the atlention of Congress to the subject at the 
last session. 

I regret to say that the pledges made through the Minister of France 
have not been redeemed. The new Chambers met on the 3Ut July 
last, and although the subject of fulfilling treaties was alluded to in 
the speech from the throne, no attempt was made by the King or his Ca-f 
billet to procure an appropriation to carry it into execution. T^^^ \^^>> 
sons given for this omission, although the^ n\\^\\>« t<iv»si\^«v^^ vaSSx^sK^ 
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in aa ordinarj caae, are not contisteot with tha axpactationt fouodad 
upon tha aMurancaa KWea liaray for tkara la no comtitutioaal obatacla to 
enuring into lagialativa buiiiiaas at Iba first naaetiof of tba Chambart. 
This point, bowavar, might bava baao oTarlooliad» bad not tha Cham- 
bars, instead of being oalled to meet at so eariy a daj that tba result of 
their deliberations might be communicated to roe« before tba meeting of 
Congress, been prorogued to tha 39th of tba present mootb-^a period «o 
late that their dacision.can scarcely be made knowa to tba present Con- 
gress prior to its dissoliitioo. To avoid this dela j, our Ministar in Paris, 
in virtue of the assurance given by tha French Ministar in tha United 
States, strongly urged the convocation of the Chambers at an earlier 
day, but without success It is proper to remark, however, that this re- 
fusal has bean accompanied with tbe most positive assurancas, on tba 
pa It of tbe Esecutive Government of France, of their iotaotion to press 
the appropriation at the ensuing seeaion of the Chambers. 

The executive branch of this Government has, as matters stand, ax 
bausled ail tbe authority upon the subject with whicb it is invested, and 
which it bad any reason to believe could be beneficially employed. 

The idea of acouiesciog in tbe refusal to aaaeuu tha traaty will not, I 
am rnrfident, be tor a moment entertained by any brancb of this Govam- 
ment; and further negntiation is equally out of tbe queitioo. 

If it shall be the pleasure of Congress to await tbe further action of tbe

fessloo, probably be required at your bands. But, if, from tbe original 
delay in asking for au appropriation, from tbe refusal of the Chambers 
to grant it when asked, from the omission to bring tha subject before tbe 
Chambers at their last session, from the fact that, including that saisioni 
there have been five difierent occasions when the eppropriatioo might 
have been made, and from tbe delay in convoking the Cbambers until 
some weeks after tba meeting of Congress, when it was well known that 
a communication of the whole subject to Congress at tbe last session, 
was prevented by assurances that it should be disposed of before its pre- 
sent meeting, you should feel yourselves constrained to doubt whether it 
be the intention of the French Government in all iu branches to carry 
tbe treaty into effect, end think that such measures as tbe occasion may 
be deemed to call for, should be now adopted, tbe important question 
arises what those measures shall be. 

Our institutions are essentially pacific. Peace and friendly intercourse 
with all nations, are as much the desire of our Government as they ere 
the interest of our People. But these objects are not to be permanently 
secured, by surrendering the rights of our citixens, or permitting solemn 
treaties for their indemnity in cases of flagrant wrong, to be abrogated or 
set aside. 

It is undoubtedly in tbe power of Congress seriously to affect the agri- 
cultural and manufacturing interests of France, by the passage of laws 
relating to her trade with tbe the United States. Her products, maou 
fHctures, and tonnage, may be subjected to heavy duties in our ports, or 
jII commercial intercourse with her may be suspended. But there are 
poweiful, ani% to my mind, conclusive objections to this mode of proceed* 
int;. We cantiQi emb«rias8 or cut off the trade oi Fiance, without, %i 
the same time, in some degree, embarrassing or cutting off our own trade. 
' * ' ' ' ' I n I t il - I i^-T!r~t^ " 
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The Injury of such a warfare must fa)!, though unequally, upon our own 
citisenst and could not but impair the nieans of the Government, and 
wealien that united sentiment in support of the rights and honor of the 
nation which roust now perrade every bosom. Nor is it impossible that 
such a course of legislation would introduce once more into our national 
councils, those disturbing questions in relation to the tariff of duties 
v»hich have been so recently put to rest. Besides, by eveiy measure 
adopted by the Government of the United States with the view of injur* 
ing France, the clear perception^ of right which will induce our own peo- 
ple, and the rulers and people of all other nations, even of France herself, 
to pronounce our quarrel just, will be obscured, and the support rendered 
to us in a final resort to more decisive measures, will be more limited 
and equivocal. There is but one point in the controversy, and upon 
that the whole^ civilised world must pronounce France to be in the wrong. 
We insist that she shall pay us a sum of money, which ihe has acknowl- 
edged to be due; and of the justice of this demand, there can be but one 
opinion among mankind. True policy would seem to dictate that the 
question at issue should be kept thus disencumbered, and that not the 
slightest pretence should be given to France to persist in her refusal to 
make payment, by any act on our part affecting the interests of her peo 
pie. The question should be left as it is now, in such an attitude that 
when France fulfils her treaty stipulations, all controversy will be at an 
end. 

It is my conviction, that the United States ought to insist on a prompt 
execution of the treaty, and in case it be refused, or longer delayed, take 
redress into their own bands. After the delay on the part of France qf 
a quarter of a century in acknowledging these claims by treaty, it is not 
to be tolerated that another quarter of a century is to be wasted in nego- 
tiating about the payment. The laws of nations provide a remedy for 
such occasions. It is a well settled principle of the international code, 
that where one nation owes another a liquidated debt, which it refuses 
or neglects to pay, the aggrieved party may seise on the property be- 
longing to the other, its citizens or subjectn, sufficient to pay the debt, 
without giving just causa of war. This remedy has been repeatedly re- 
sorted to, and recently by France herself, towards Portugali under cir 
cumstances less unquestionable. 

The time at which resort should be had to this, or any other mode of 
redress, is a point to be decided by Congress. If an appropriation shall 
not be made by the French Chambers at their next session, it may justly 
t>e concluded that the Government of France has finally determined to 
disregard its own solemn undertaking, and refuia to pay an acknowledg- 
ed debt, in that event, every day's delay on our part will be a stain 
upon our national honor, as well a a denial of justice to our injured citi- 
sens. Prompt measures, when the refusal of France shall t>e complete, 
will not only be most honorable and just, but will have the best effect 
upon our national character. 

Since France, in violation of the pledges given through her Minister 
here, has delayed her final action so long^ that her decision will not pro- 
bably be known, in time to be communicated to this Congress, 1 recnm- 
roeod that a law ba passed, authorizing reprisals upon French property, 
in case provision shall £ot be made for the payment of the debt^ a<. v^%* 
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apptoachmf gession of the French Cbamberi. Such a meat 
to be considered by France as a menace. Her pride and p 
well known to expect anything from her feats, and preclude 
of a declaration that nothing partaking of the character of 
is intended by us. She ought to look upon it as the eviden< 
inflexible determination on the part of the United States, to i 
rights. That GoTernmeut, by doing only what it has iiself a 
to be just, will t>e able to spare the United States the necesi 
redress into thrir own bands, and save the property of Fi 
from that seisure and sequestration which American citizen 
dured without retaliation or redress. If she should conti 
that act of acknowledged justice, and in Tiolation of the la 
make reprisals on our part the occasion of hostilities again 
States, she would but add violence to injustice, end could o 
pose herself to the just censure of civilised nations and toth 
judgments of Heaven. 

Collision with France is the more to be regretted, on ac 
position she occupies in Europe in relation to liberal instit 
in maintaining our national rights and honor, all Governme 
to us. If by a collision with France, in a case where the

Having submitted these considerations, it belonfLS to Cn 
cide, whether, after what has taken place, it will still awa 
action of the French Chambers, or now adopt ruch provision 
as it may deem necessary and best adapted to protect tb 
maintain 4he honor of the country. Whatever that decisio 
will be faithfully enforced by the Executive, as far as be 
so to do. 

According to the estimate of the TrkAburt Depaktmi

In Che Tieasury an effiBctive balance of about four hundred and fortf 
thousand dollars. I'hat such should be the aspect of our finances is 
bighly flattenng to the industry and entRrprise of our population, a«d 
auspicHus of tbe wealth and prosperity which await the future cultiva- 
tioo of their growing resources. It is not deemed prudent, however, to 
recommend any change for the present in our impost rate«, the effect of 
tbe gradual reduction n&w in progress in many of them, not being suffi- 
ciently tested, to guide us in determining^ the precise amount of revenue 
which they will produce. ' 

Free from public debt, at peace with all the world, and with no com- 
plicated interests to consult in our intercourse with foreign powers, the 
present maybe hailed as that epoch in our history the most favoiable for 
the settlement of those principles in our doniestic policy, which shall be 
best calculated to give stability to our Republic, and secure the blestsings 
of freedom to our citizens. Among these principles, from our past expe 
rience. it cannot be doubted, thai simplicity in the character of the Fed*?- 
ral Government, and a rigid economy in its administration, fihould be 
regarded as fundamental and sacred. All must be sensible that ihe'ex 
isteiice of the public debt, by rendering taxation necessary for its ex- 
tinguishment, has increased the difficulties which are inseparable from 
every exercise of the taxing power ; and that ir wa?, in this- inspect, a 
remote agent in producing those disturbing questions which grew out of 
the discussions relating to the tariff. If such has been the tendency of aj 
jdebt incurred in the acqtiisition and maintenance of our national rights 
and liberties, the obligations of which all portions of the Union cheerfully 
acknowledged, it must be obvious, that whatever is calculated to inciease 
the burdens of Government without necessity, must be fatal to all our 
hopesof preserving its true character. While we are felicitating ourselves, 
therefore, upon the extinguishment of the national debt, and the pros- 
perous state of our finances, let us not be tempted to depart from those 
souud maxims of public policy, which enjonajust adaptation of the 
revenue to the expenditures that are consistent with a rigid economy, aud 
an entire abstinance fiom all topics of legislation that ars not clearly, 
within the constitutional powers of tbe Government, and sugrgested by 
the wants of the country Properly regarded, under such a policy, every 
diminution of the public burdens arising from taxation, gives to individual 
enterprise increased power, and furnishes to all tbe menibeis of our happy 
Confederacy, new motives for patriotic affection and support. But above 
all, its most important effect will be found in its influence upon the cha 
racter of the Government, by confining its action to those objects which 
will be sure to secure to it tbe attachment and support of our fellowciti- 
zens. 

Circumstances make it my duty to call the attention of Cnng^ress to tbi* 
Bank of (he United States Created for the convenience of the Gtivern 
nient, that institution has become the scourge of the People ItM inter 
ference to postpone the payment of a portion of the national debt, that it 
might retain the public money appropriated for that purpose, to strength- 
en it in a political contest — the extraordinary extension aud contraction 
of its accommodations to the community— its corrupt and partisan 
loans-*its exdesion of the public directors from a knowledge of its most 
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important proceedings — the unlimited authority conferred on the PrM 
dent to expend its funds in hiring writers, and procuring the execution 
printing, and the use made of that authority. — the ret«'n8lonr»f thi* pensic 
money and books after the selection of new agents— the groundless clni 
to heavy damages, in consequence of the protest of the bill drawn on tl 
French Government, have| through various channels, been laid befo 
Congress. Immediately after the close of the Ust session, the Ban 
through its President, announced its ability and readiness to abandc 
the system of unparalleled curtailment, and the Interruption of domest 
exchanges, which it had practised upon from the 1st of August, 1833, 
the 30th of June 1834, and to extend its accommodations to the commun 
ty. The grounds assumed in this annunciation, amounted to an a 
kriowledgement that the curtailment, in the extent to which it had bei 
carried, was not necesf^ary to the safety of the Bank, and had been pe 
sisted in merely to induce Congress to grant the prayer of the Bank in I 
memorial relative to the removal of the deposites, and to give it a ne 
charter. They weie substantially a confession that all the real distie*» 
which individuals and the country had endured for the preceding vix ( 
eight months, had been needlessly produced by it, with the view ol nffec 
ing. through the sufferings of the People, the legislative action of Congrei 
It is a subiect of congratulation th<it Congress and the country had tl 
virtue anaffl'mness tu bear the inflictiun; that the energies of our Peop 
soon found relief from this wanton tyranny, in vast im|)ortntK#n9 of i| 
precious metals from almost every part of the world ; and that at il 
close of this tremendous effort to control our Government, the Bank foui 
itself powerless, and no longer able to loan out its surplus means. Tl 
community had learned to manage its affairs without its assistance, ai 
trade had already found new auxiliaries; so that on the first of Ocmt 
last, the extraordinary spectacle was presented of a National Bar 
more than onehalf of whose capital was either lying unproductive in 
vaults, or in the bonds of foreign bankers. 

To the needless distresses broiif^ht on the country during the la^t r 
sion of 1 Congress, h<ts since been added the open seizure of the divide 
on tiie public stork, to the amount of one hundred and seventy thouf 
and foity-one dollar?, under pretence of paying damages, cost, and 
rest, upon the protested French bill. This sum constituted a pnrtii 
the estimated levenues for the year 1834, upon which the approprin 
made by CoogreES were based. It would as soon have been expecte' 
our collectors would seize on the cuftoms, or the receivers of ou 
offices on the moneys arising from the sale of nublic lands, unr^ 
tences of claims against the United States, as that the Bank wo* 
retained the dividends. Indeed, if the principle be establ.shed 
one who choo.ves to set up a claim against the United States, tr 
out authority of law, seize on the public property nr money 
he can find it, to pay the claim, there will remain no assutanci 
revetine will reach the Treasury, or that it will be applied 
appropriation to the purposes designated in the law. The pay 
our a* my,. and the pur«iprs of out navy, may, unf'er like prete 
to their own use moneys appropriated to set in motion the ' 
and ut *ftne of war leave the country without defence. Thir 
sorted lo by tne Bunk it> disorganizing and revolutionary, ar 
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resorted to by private citizens in like cases, would fill the land with 
anarchy and violence. 

It is a constitutional provision, (hat '*oo money shall be drawn from 
the Treasury but in consequence of appropriations made by law.** The^ 
palpable object of this provision is to prevent the expenditure of the pub- 
lic money, for any purpose whatsoever, which ahall not have been first ap- 
proved by the Representatives of the People and the States in Congress 
assembled. It vests the power of declarinn; for what purposes the public 
money shall be expended, in the Legislative Department of the Govern- 
ment, to the exclusion of the Executive and Judicial, aj>d it is not within 
the coniititutional authority of either of those Departraentf, to pay it away 
without law, or to sauctfon its payment. According to this plain consti- 
tutional provision the claim of the Bank can never be paid without an 
appropriation by act of Congress. But the Bank has never asked for an 
appropriation. It attempts to defeat the provision of the constitution, and 
obtain payment without an act of Congress. Instead of awaiting an ap- 
propriation passed by both Houses, and approved by the President, it 
makes an appropriation for itself, and invites an appeal to the Judiciary 
to sanction it. That the money had not technically been paid into the 
Treasury, does not afiect the principle intended to be established by the 
constitution. The Executive and Judiciary have as little rig^|^^ appro- 
priate and expend the public money without authority of law, before it 
is placed to the credit of the Treasurer, as to take it from the Treasury. 
In the annual report of the Secretary of the Treasury, and in his corres- 
pondence with the President of the Bank, and the opinions of the Attor- 
ney General accompanying it, you will find a further exAmination of the 
claims of the Bank, and the course it has pursued. ^ 

It seems due to the safety of the public funds remaining in that Bank| 
^nd tn the honor of the American People, that me<«sures be taken to sepa- 
rate the Government entirely from an institution so mischievous to ibe 
public prottperity, and so regardless of the constitution and laws. By 
transferring the ^public depnsites, by appointing other Pension Agents, as 
far as it had the power, by ordering the discontinuance of the receipt of 
Bank checks iu payment of the public dues, after the fiist day of January 
next, the Executive hai^ exerted all it^ lawful autfority to sevui the con 
oexion between the Governm^snt and this laithless corporation. 

The high-handed career of this institution imposes udou the constitu* 
tional functionaries of this Government, duties of the gravest and most 
imperative character-duties whirh they cannot avoid, and from which 
I trust Iher** will be no inclmatinn on the part ot any of them to shrink. 
My own sense of them is most ciear^ as is also my readiness to disrhaige 
those which may rightfully fall on me. To continue any business rela- 
tions with the Bank ui the United States that may be avoided without a 
violation of the national faith, after that institution has set at open de- 
fiance the conceried right of the Government to examine its affairs; 
after it has done all in its power to deride the public authority in other 
respects, and to bting^ it into disrepute at home and abroad ; after it has 
attempted to defeat the clearly expressed will of the people by turning 
agaiuKt them the immense power intrusted to its hands, and by involving 
a country otherwise peaceful, flourishing, and happy, in dissension, em-J 
barrassment, and distress-r-wopld make the nation itself a party to the 
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degredatioD so seduoutly prepared for itt public agentt— cod do maeh I 
destroy the confidence of mankind in popular (OTernmeotiy and tobria^ 
into contempt their authority and efficiency. In guarding against anayll 
of such magnitude, cousiderations of temporary convenience should h% 
thrown out of the questiou, and we should be influenced by such motives 
only as looli to the honor and preservation of the republican lystem. 
Deeply and solemnly impressed with the justice of tiese views, I feel it 
to be my duty to recommend to you, that a law be parsed authorising the 
sale of public stoclL ; that the provision of the charter requiring the re- 
ceipt of notes of the Ba.nk in payment of public dues, shall, in accordance 
with the power reserved to Congress in the I4tb section of the charter, be 
suspended until the Bank pays to the Treasury the dividends withheld ; 
and that all laws connecting the Government or itsoflicers with the Bank, 
directly or indirectly, be repealed; and that the institution be left here- 
after to its own resources and means. 

Events have satisfied my mind, and I think the minds of the American 
People, that the mischiefs and dangers which flow from a ff ational Bank 
far over balance all Its advantages. The bold effort the present Bank 
has made to control the Government, the distresses it has wantonly pro- 
duced, the violence of which it has been the occasion in one of our cities 
famed for its observance of law and order, nre but premonitions of the 
fate which awaits the American People should they be deluded into a 
perpetuation of this institution, or the establishment of another like it. 
It is fervently hoped, that, thus admonished, those who have heretofore 
favored the establishment of a substitute for the present Bank, will be in- 
duced to abandon it, as it is evidently better to incur any inconvenience 
that may be reasonably expected, than to concentrate the whole money- 
ed power of the Republic in any form whatsoever, or under any restric- 
tions. 

Happily it is already illustrated that the agency of such an institutif 
is not necessary to the fiscal operations of the Government. The ^t 
Banks are found fully adequate to the performance of all services wf 
wpr*' required of the Bank of the United States, quUe as promptly, 
with the same cheapness. They have maintained themselves, aor 
charged all theie duties, while the Bank of the United States w 
powerful, and in the field as an open enemy ; and it is not por 
'conceive that they will find greater difficulties in their operation 
thHt ^nemy shall cease to exist. 

The attention of Congress is earnestly invited to the re^ulati 
deposites in the Hiate Bankt, by law. Although the power now 
by the Execu ive Department in this behalf, is only such as wai 
ly exerted M r «':h every A«fmini8trailon from tlie origin of th 
roent up to the «*t>tabli-hment of the present Bank, yet, i* is on' 
Euscpptibie of regulation by law, and, tbert^fore, ought so to bt 
The power of Congress to direct in what places the Treasure 
rh*) moneys in the Trea^yryy and to impose restrictions upo' 
tivp authority, in relation to their custody and removal, iso 
i«> exercise will rather he courted than discouraged by thr 

t R and agents on whom rests the responsibility for thei 
desirable fhat as little power as possible should be left to 
Ibecretary of the Treasury over those institutioiis^'W^ 
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fkeed from Executive influence, and without a common bead to direct 
fbeir operations, would have neither the temptation nor the ability to In 
terfere in the political conflicts of the country. Not deriving their char* 
ters from the national authorities, they would never have those induce* 
ments to meddle in general elections, which have led the Bank of tlie 
United States to agitate and convulse the country for upwards of two yean. 

The progress of our Qold Coinage, is creditable to the officers of the 
minty and promises in a short period to furnish the country with a sound 
and portable currency which will much diminish the inconvenience to 
travellers of the want of a general paper currency, should the Utait 
Bank* be incapable of furnishing it. Those Institutioua have alreaHy 
shown themselves competent to purchase and furnish domestic exchange 
for the convenience of trade, at reasonable rates, and not a doubt is en- 
tertained that, in a short period, all the wants of the country in Bank ac-, 
commodations and exchange, will be supplied as promptly and cheaply 
as they have heretofore been by the Bank of the United States. If the 
several States shall be induced gradually to reform their banking systems, 
and prohibit the issue of all small notes, we shall^ in a few years, have a 
currency as sound, and as little liable to fluctuations, as any other corn- 
mercial country. 

The Report of the Secretary of War, together with the aceom* 
panying documents from the several Bureaux of that Department, will 
exhibit the situation of the various objects committed to its administration. 

No event has occurred since your last session rendering necesssary 
any movements of the Army, with the exception of the expedition of the 
regiment of dragoons into the territory of the wandering and predatory 
tribes, inhabiting the western frontier and living adjacent to the Mexican 
boundary. These tribes have been heretofore known to us^ principally 
by their attacks upon our own citizens and upon other Indians, entitled 
to the protection of the United States. It became necessary for the 
peace of the frontiers to check tyese habitual inroads, and I am happy 
to inform you that the object has been effected without the commission 
of any act of hostility. Col. Dodge, and the troops un'ler his command, 
have acted with eqnal firmness and humanity, and an arrangement has 
been made with those Indians, which it is hoped will assure their perma 
oent pacific relations with tha United States and the other tribes of 
Indians upon that border. It is to be regretted that the prevalence of 
8ickne«>8 in that quarter has deprived the country of a number of valua- 
ble live^, aud particularly that Gene'ral Leaven worthy an officer well 
known and esteemed for his gallant services in the late war, and for 
his subsequent good conduct, has fallen a victim to his zeal and exer- 
tions in the discharge of his duty. 

The Army is in a high state of discipline. Its moral condition, so far 
as that IS known here, is good, and the various branches of the publie 
service, are carefullv attended to. It is amp'y sufficient, under its pre- 
s<*nt <-rgaiiization, for providing the necessary garrisons for the seaboard 
and for the defence of the internal frontier, and also for preserving the 
elements of military knowledge, and for keeping pace with those im- 
provements vihich modern experience is continually making And these 
objects appear to me 'o embrace all the legitimate purposes for which a 
permanent military force should be maintained in our country. The

And thara 
it reason to baliava that tbair oparatiou will ba salutary^ and that tha 
coloniaation of tha ladians on the wastbrn frontit r« together with a judi- 
cious syaiaai of administration, will atill further radoca the axpansaa of 
this branch of tha public aar?ice» and at tba aama tlota promote ita uav 
fulnekS and aflkeiancy 

Ciicuniatancaa hava bean recently developed, shewing tba aiistence 
axtensiva fiauda under tha various laws granting Pciu&fu and Orai 
hu for RavolutloiMry sarvicea. It is impossible to estimate the amo« 
which may hava bafn thus fraudulently obtained from tha natiot 
treasury. I an aailsied, however, it has baan such as to ju«tify a i 
Examination of tha ay«>tam« and tba adoption af tha nacaasary cha< 
n Its administration. All will agree, that the services aiMl suiferingr 
be remnant of our Revolutionary band, should be folly compaoM 
ut while this is done* every proper precaution should t>a taken to pro 
tha adroiation of fabricated and fraudulent claima. In tba preaent n 
of prnceeding, the attestations and certificates of judical officers of 
riirioas States, form a considarahia portion of the cbacka which ara 
iposad against tha eonmiaalon of frauda. These, liowevery bava b 
nd may be, fabncatad, and in such a way as to elude detection a 
xamining offieea. And independently of this practical difficulty, 
•certained that thaaa documents are often loosely granted; soar 
ven blank, aartiiicatea hava haaa laauad ( aonatimaa prapatad « 
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bavp be«n signed without inquiry; anH, in one tnstance at least, Um 
seal of tbe court has been within reach of a person most Interested 
in its iipproper application It iis obvious that, under such circum 
stances^ lio severity of administration can cb«ck the abuse of the 
law : and information has, from time to time, been communicated to 
the Pension Office, questioning or denying the tight of persona placed 
upr>n the pension listt to the bounty of the country. -Such cautiors are 
always attended to, and examined. Bu' a far more general iovesttga* 
tion is called for. And I thert^fore recommend, in conformity wHh the 
suggestions of the Secretary of War« that an actual inspection should ba 
rnarfe^ in each 8tate, into (be circumstances and claims of every person 
now dfawing a pension. The honest veteran has -nothing to fear fiom 
such a scrutftnyy while the fraudulent claimant will be detected, and the' 
public treasury relieved to an amount, I have reason to believe, far 
greHter than has heretofore bet* n suspected. The details of such a plan, 
could be so regulated as to interpose the necessary checks, without any bur- 
thensome operation upon the pensioners. The object should be tvo fold ; 

l.'Tolook into the original justice of the claims, so far as this can be 
done under a proper system of regulations, by an examination of the 
claimants themselves, and by inquiring, in the vicinity of their residence, 
into their history, and into the opinion entertained of their revolutionary 
services. 

2. To ascertain, in all cases, whether the original claimant is living, 
and this by actual personal inspection. 

This measure will, if adopted, be productive, I think, of the desired 
results, and I therefore recommend it to your consideration, with the 
(bfllKtr suggestion, that all payments should be suspended till the neces 
saiy reports are received. 

It will be seen by a tabular statement annexed to the documents 
transmitted to Congress, that the appropriations fot objeeU connected wtth 
the War Departments made at the last session, for the rervire of the 
year 1834, excluding the permanent appropriation for the payment of 
mlitary gratuities, under the act of June 7, 1832, the appropriation of 
two hundred thousaud dollars for arming and equipping the militia, and 
the appropriation of ten thousand dollars for the civilization of the In- 
dianfi, which nre not annually renewed, amounted to the sum of nine 
millions three thousand two hundred and sixty-one dollars, and that the 
estimates of appropriations necessary for tbe same branches of service 
for the year 1835, amount to the sum of five millions seven hundred 
and seventy-eight thousand nine hundred and sixty four dollars, making 
a difference in the appropriations of the current year over the estimntes 
of appropriations for the next, of three millions two hundred and twenty- 
four thousand two hundred and ninety-seven dollars. 

The principal cau8ei> which have operated at this time to produce this 
great difference, are shown in the reports and documents, end In the 
detailed estimate's. Some of these causes are accidental and temporary, 
while others are permanent, and, aided by a just course of adminifitra- 
tioii, ro'ty continue to operate beueficialiy upon the public expenditures. 

A just economy, expending where the public service requires, and 
withholding where it does not, is among the indispensable duties of the 
Government 
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1 refer you to the accompanyiog report ot the ^bcrbtart or thb 
Navt, aoH to the documents with it, for a full view of the operations ol 
that important branrh of our aervlce, during the present year. It will 
be seen that the wisdom and liberality with which Congress have pro- 
vided for the gradual increase of our navy materinl, have been seconded 
by a corresponding seal and fidelity on the pait of those to wnom has 
been confided the execution of the ]aws on the subjert, and that but 
short peiiod woulM be now required to put in commis)>ion a force large 
enough for any exigency into which the country may be thrown 1 

When we reflect upon our position in i elation to other nations, il 
[must be appaient, thst in the event of conflicts with thf'm, we inu»t 
look chinfly to oui Navy for the protection of our national rights. TIm 
wide sens which si parate uf from other governments, must of necessity 
be the theatre on which an enemy will aicn to assail us, and unless we 
arc prepared to meet him on this elemesl^ wa cannot be said to possesi 
the power requisite to repel or prevent aggressions. We cannot, there< 
fore, watch with too much attention thiti arm of our defence, or cherish 
with too much care the means by which it can possess the necessary 
efficiency and extension. To this end our policy has been heretofore 
wisely directed to the constant employment ol a force sufficient to guard 
our commerce, and to the rapid acrumulatioD of the materials, which 
are necessary to repair our vessels, and construct with ease such neif 
ones as may be required in a state of war. 

Ill accordance with this policy, I recommend to your consideration the 
erection of the additionnl Dr^f Dock described by the Secretary of the 
^avy, and also the construction of the Steam Batteries to which he hai 
referred, for the purpose of test ng their efficacy as auxiliaries to thr 
system of defence now in use. 

The report of the Postmaster Gbhbral, herewith submitted, ei 
hibits the condition and prospects of that Department. From that docu 
ment it appears that theie was a deficit in the funds of the Departroen 
at the commencemeiM of the present year, beyond its available mean 
of three hundred and fifteen thousand five hundred and ninety-n' 
dollars and ninety-eight cents, which, on the fiist of July fast, had b 
rerluced to two hundred and sixty-eight thousand ninety two dollars 
seventy-four cents. It appears, also, that the revenues lor the co 
year will exceed the expenditures about tvio hundred and seventy 
sand dollars, which, with the excess of revenue which will result 
the operations of the current half yea r^ may be expected, independ 
of any increase In the gross amount of postages, to supply the entire d 
before the end of 1835. But as thi» calculation is based on the 
amount of postages which had accrued within the period embra 
the times of striking the balances, it is obvious that without a prof 
Increase in the amount of postages the existing retrenchments r 
persevered in through the year 1836, that the Department may r 
late a surplus fund sufficient to place it in a condition of perf^c 

It will be observed that the revenues of the Post Office De 
though they have increased, and their amount is above that o 
mer year, have yet fallen short ot the estimates more than 
thousand dollars. This is attributed in a great degree to tl 
01 free letters, growing out of the extension and abuse of tl 
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pri?ilege. There haa been a gradual Increase in the number of execu- 
tive nffieet to which it has been granted; and by an act passed in March, 
1833, it was extended to Members of Gongress throughout the whole 
year. It is belieyed that a revision of the Jaws relative to the franlting 
privilege, with soma enactments to enforce more rigidly the restrictions 
under which it is granted, would operate beneficially to the r.ountiy, by 
enabling the Department at an earlier period to restore the mail facili- 
ties that have been withdrawn, and to extend them more widely as the 
growing settlements of the country may require. 

To a meaeura so important to the Governmeiit, and so just to our 
constituents, who ask no excluiiive privileges for themselves, and are not 
willing to concede them to others, I earnestly recommend the serious 
attention of Congress. 

The importance of the Post Office Department, and the magnitude to 
which it has grown, tratb in ita>iavenues and its operations, seem to de- 
mand its reorganisation by law. The whole of its receipts and dis- 
bursements have hitherto been left entirely to Executive coutiol, and in- 
dividual discretion. The principle is as sound in relation to this as to 
any other Department of the Government, that as little discretion should 
be confided to the Executive officer who controls it, as is compatible with 
its efficiency. It is therefore earnestly recommended that it be organized 
with an Auditor and Treasurer of its own, appointed by the President 
and Senate, who shall be branches of the Treasury Department. 

Your attention is again respectfuljy invited to the defect which exists 
in the Judicial 8tst£M of the United States. Nothing can be more 
desirable than the uniform operation of the Federal Judinary ihiougb« 
out the several States, all of which, standing on the same footing as 
membei*s of the Uiiion^ have equal rights to tine advantages and benefits 
resulting from its lawa. This object is not attained by the judicial acts 
now in force, because they leave one-foirrth of the States without Cir- 
cuit Courts. 

It is undoubtedly the duty of Congress to place all the States on the 
same footing in this respect, either by the creation of an additional num 
ber of associate judges, or by an enlargement of the circuits assigned to 
those already appointed, so as to include the new States. Whatever 
may be the difficulty in a proper organization of the judicial syi^tem, so 
as to secure its efficiency and uniformity in all parts of the Union, and 
at the same time to avoid such an increase of judges as would encum- 
ber the supreme appellate tribunal, it should not he allowed to weigh 
againvt the great injustice which the present operation of the system pro- 
duces. 

I trust thatl may also be pardoned for renewing the recomroeodatioo 
i have so often submitted to your attention, in regard to the mode of 
•letting Prtiidiniand Ftee Frendenl of the United States. All the 
reflection 1 have been able to bestow upon the subject, increases my con 
iviction that the best interests of the country will be promoted by the 
^adoption of some plan which will secure, in all contingencies, that im- 
portant right of sovereignty to the direct control of the People. Could 
thif k>e > ttain^d, and the terms of those offi<*ers be limited to a single pe- 
riod of eittier four or mix years, 1 think our litifrties would possese an ad- 
ditional safeguard. 
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At your last senion I called the attention of Confreta to the detuue- 
iipnr of the public butldtng oeeuptei 6y Me TVesniry Departmeni. At 
the public interest require! that another building thoald be erected, with- 
as little delay at possible, it is hoped that the means will be teatonably 
provided, and that they will be ample enough to authorise tuch an en- 
largement and improveoient in the plan of the building at will more ef , 
fectunliy accommodate>the public officert, and tecure the public doca- 
mrnts deposited in it from the casuHltiet of fire. 

I have not been able to satisfy myself that the bill entitled **Anaei 
to improve the navigation of the Waltath rtfer,'* which wat tent to me at 
the close of your last session, ought to pas*, and I have therefore with- 
held from it my approval, and now return it to the Senate, the body in 
which it originated. 

There can be no question connected with the administration of pub- 
lic affair^', more impoitant or more diffiruk to be satitfactoiily deilt with, 
than that which relates to the rightful authority and proper action of 
the Federal Government upon the subject of fntemat ImprovementM. To 
inherent embttrrassmentc have bef-n added others resulting from the 
couise of our legislation concerning it. 

I have heretofore commuiacated freely with Congress upon thit tub* 
je^.t, and in adverting^ to it again, I cannot refrain from eapressing my 
increased conviction of its extreme importance, as well in regard to itt 
bearing upon the m.iintenBnce of the Constitution and the prudent man- 
agement of the public revenue, as on account oi itt disturbing effect 
upon the haimooy of the Union 

We are in no danger from violations of the Conslilution by which en- 
cronchments are made upon the personal rights of the citizen. The see* 
tence of condemnation long since pronounced by the American People 
upon acts of that character, will. I doubt not, continue to prove as salu-. 
tary in its effects as it is irreversible in its nature. But against the dan- 
gers of unconstitutional Hcts which instead of nieaacing the vengeance of 
offended authority, proffer local advantages, and bring in their train the 
patronage of tne Government, we are, I fear, not so safe. To suppose 
thut because our Government has been instituted f *r the benefit of the 
Peiiple, It must therefore have the puwer to do whatever may seem to 
ronr^uce to the public good, is an error, into which even honest minds 
aie too <tpt to fall. In yieHing themselves to this fallacy, they overlook 
the great considerations iri which the Federal Constitution was founded- 
They forget that in consequence of the conceded diversitie*! in the inte' 
ent and condition of the different States, it was foreseen, at the period 
ii8 adoption, that although a particular measure of the Goverum 
midht he beneficial and (>roper in one State, it might be the rever* 
M iiother-^that it was for thip reason the States wtuM not confiei 
• -ake a grant to the Fe«<eral Government of the general and usual | 
ers of Government, but of such only as were specifically enumerfl 
ant the probe hie effects of which they eoul'\ as they thought, s 
anticipate: and they forget also the paramount obligation upon 
abide by the compact, then so solemnly, and, as it was hoped, so 
e.ttabiished. In additum to the dangers to the Constitution sp 
from the sources I have stated, there haN aeen one which was p 
greater than all. I allude to the m iterials which this subject has 
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•d for sinister appeals to selfish feelings, an<1 the opinion heretofore so 
exten8i?ely entertained of its adaptation to the purposes of pergonal BrtH 
bition. With such stimulants it is not surprising ihat the >ict8 and pre- 
tensions of the Federal Qovernmerit in thi»-- beiuilf should sometimes have 
been carried to an alarming extent. The quefiticns which have aosen 
upon this 8ubj< ct hare related — 

1st* To the power of mak>Dg internal improvements within the limits 
of a State, with the rights of territorial jurisdiction, stifficient at least 
for their preservation and use 

2d. To the ri^ht of appropriating money in aid of snch works when 
carried on by a State or by a company in virtue of State authority, sur- 
rendering the claim of jurisdirtion ; and 

3d. To the propriety of appropriation for improvements of a partiru- 
Inr class, viz. fur light-houf^es, beacons, buoys, public piers, and foi the 
removal of sand bars, sawyers, and other temporary and partial impedi- 
ments in oar navigable rivers and harbors 

The claims of power for the General Government upon each of these 
points certainly present matter of the deepe^t interest The first is, how- 
ever, of much the greatest importance, inasmuch as, in addition to the 
dangers of unequal and improvident expenHitures of public moneys, 
common to all, there is superadded to that the ronfllRtlng* jurisdirtions 
of th ■ respective GovtTnments. Federal jurisdiction, at least to the ex- 
tent I have stated, has been justly regarded by ith advocates us ntfces- 
sarily appurtenant to the power in question, if that exists by the con- 
stitution. That the most injurious conflicts would unavoidably arise 
between the respective jurisdictions of the State and Federal Govern- 
menti in the absence of a cun!»titutional pfovision marking out their re 
spertive boundaries, cannot be doubted. The local advantages to be 
obtained would induce the States to overlook in the beginning the dan- 
gers and difficulties to which they mi^ht ultimately be exposed. The 
powers exercised by the Federal Goveinment would soon be regarded 
with jealous^ by the State authorities, and originating as they must, 
from implication or assumption, it would be impoFsible to uflix to them 
certain and safe limits. Opportunities and temptations to the assump- 
tion of power incompatible with State sovereignty, ucMild be increased, 
and those barriers wlii'^h resist the tendency of our s>stem towards con* 
solidation greatly weakened The officers and agents of the General 
Government might not always havt the discretion to abstain from inter- 
meddling with State cmcerns ; and if they did, they would not always 
escape the suspicion of having done so* Collisions, and consequent ir-' 
f itatinns would spring up — that harmony which should ever exist between 
the General GovernnieiU and each member of the Confederacy, would 
be fiequently interrupted — a spirit of contention would be engendered — 
and the dangers of division greatly multiplied 

Yet we all know, that notwithstanding these graire objections, this 
dangerous doctrine was at one time apparently proreeding to its final 
establishment with fe rful rapidity. The desire to embark the Federal 
Government in works of iuternal improvement, prevailed in the highest 
degree, during the fiist session of the first Congress that I had the honor 
to meet in my present situation. When the bill authorizing a subscrip- 
tion on the part of the United States foi stock in the Mnysville and LevA 
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ingtoii Turnpike Companies patted the two HoHtes» tliere had been re* 
ported, by the CofnnilU(>et of Internal Impro?ementiy bills oontalniof ap- 
propriatiom for euch objects eiclusive of tboee for the Camberlaod roadf 
and for harbors and light-housety to the amount of about one hundradj 
and six iniUions of dollars. In this amount was included autboilty to 
the Secretary of the Treasury- to subscribe for the suick of diffaraot com* 
panies to a great extenti and the residue was priucipally for the direct 
construction of roads by this Government. In addition to these pro- 
jects, which had been presrnted to the two Hruses, under the sanctioa 
and recommendation of their respective Committees on Internal Im- 
provenK'uts, there were then still pending before the committee*, and in 
memorials to Congress, presented, but not referred, different projects for 
works of a similar chnrncter, the expense of which cannot be estimated 
with certHinty, but mast have exceeded one hundred millions of dollara. 

Reg.arding the bill authorising a subscription to tbe stock of the.Wa|yi« 
ville and Lexington TSimpike Company as the entering wedge of a sjri- 
fern, which however weak at first, might soon become strong enough to 
rive the bands of the Union asunder, and believing that if its passage 
was arquiefced in by the Executive and the People, there would no lon- 
ger be any limitation upon the authority of the General Government io 
respect to the approprintion of money lor such objects, 1 deemed it an im* 
perattve duty to withhold from it the Esecutive approval. Althongh, 
from the obviously local character of that work, I might well have con- 
tented myself with a refusal to approve the bill upon that ground, yat, 
srnfcible of the vital importance of the subject, and anxious that my 
views and opinions in regard to the whole matter, should be fully under* 
stood by Congress, and by my constituents, I felt it my duty to go fur- 
ther. I therefore embraced that early occasion to apprise Congress, 
that, in my opinion, the Constitution did not confer upon it tbe power to 
authorise tbe construction of ordinary roads and canals within the limila 
of a State, and to say respectfully, that no bill admitting such a power 
could receive my official sanction, I did so in the confident expectatioD 
that the speedy settlement of the public mind upon the whole subject 
would be greatly facilitated by the difference between the two Houses 
and myself, and that the harmonious action of the several departmaDts 
of the Federal Government in regard to it, would be ultimately seemed. 

So far at least as it regards this branch of the subject, my best hopes 
have heeu realized. Nearly four years have elapsed, and several ses- 
sions of Congress have intervened, and no attempt, within my recollec- 
tion, has been made to induce Congress to exercise this power. Tbe 
applications for the construction of roads and canals, which were for- 
merly multiplied upon your files, are no Xonger presented ; and we have 
good reason to infer that the current of public sentiment has become so 
decided against the pretension as effectually to discourage its re-asser* 
tlon. So thinking, 1 derive the g^reatest satisfaction from the conviction, 
that thus much at least has been secured upon this important and em- 
barrassing subject. 

From attempts to appropriate the national funds to objecU which are 
confessedly of a local character, we CHunot« I trust, have any thing far 
ther to apprehend. My views in regard to the expediency of saaking 
appropriations for works which are claimed to be of a national cliarae* 
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ter, •m) inroieeutet] unHer State authority, assuming that Congress have 
a right to do so, were Mated in my annua] message to ConKtess in 183U, 
and elfto in that feontaioing my objections to the Maysville Road Bill. 

So thoroughly conviDced am I, that no such appropriations ought to be 
made by Congress, until a suitable constitutional provision is made upnn 
the subject, and so essential do I regard the point to the highest interests 
ol our country, that I could not consider myself as discharging my duty 
to my constituents in giring the Executive sanction to any bill contain- 
ing such an appropriation. If the people of the United States desire that 
the Public Treasury shall be re^rted to for the m«>ans to prosecute such 
works, they will concur m an amendment of the constitution, prcMcribing; a 
rule by which the national character of the works is to be tested, an<i by 
which the greatest practicable equality of benefits may be secured to each 
member of the coufederacy. The effects of such a regulation would be most 
salutary in preventing unprofitable expenditures, in securing our legisla- 
tion from the pernicious consequences of a scramble for the favors ol Go 
vernment, and in repressing the spiiit of discontent which must inevitably 
arise from an unequal distribution of tieasures which belong alike to all. 

There is another class of appropriations for what may be called, with- 
out impropriety, internal improvemtnts, which have always been regard- 
ed as standing upon different grounds fiom those to which I have referred. 
I allude' to such as have for their object the improvement of our harbon^ 
the removat of partial and temporary obstruetiont in our navigable rivere, 
for the facility and security of our foreign commerce. The grounds upon 
which I distmguisbed appropriations of this character from others, have 
already been stated to Congress. I will now only add that at the first 
segsion of Congress under the new constitution, It was provided by law, 
that all expenses which should accrue fiora and after the 15th day of 
August, 1789, in the necessary support and maintenance and repairs of 
all light houses, beacons, buoyn, and public piers, erected, placed, or 
sunk before the passage of the act, within any hay, inlet, harbor or port 
of the United States, for renderin^ the navigation thereof easy and safe, 
should be defrayed out of the Treasury of the United States ; and fur- 
ther, that it shonld be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to provide 
by contracts, with the approbation of the President* for rebuilding when 
necessary, and keeping in good repair tiie light houses, beacons, buoys, 
and public piers in the several States, and for furnishing them with 
supplies. Appropriations for similar objects have been continued from 
that time to the present without interruption or dispute. As a natural 
consequence of the increase and extension of our foreign commerce, 
ports of entry and delivery have been multiplied and established, not 
only upon our sea-board, but in the interior of the country, upon our 
lakes and navigable rivers. The convenience and safety of this com- 
merce have led to the gradual evtension of these expenditures; to the 
erection of light bouses, the placing, planting, and sinking of buoys, bea- 
cons and piers, and to the removal of partial and temporary obfvtructions 
in our navigable rivers, and in the harbors upon our great lakes, as well 
as on the sea-board. 

Although I have expressed to Congress my i^pprebension that these ex- 
penditures have sometimes been extravagant and disproportionate to the 
advantages to be derived from them, I have not felt It to bemydotytcd 
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refuse my assent to bills containing them, and hwnt contanted myself to 
follow in this respect in the footsteps of all my predecessors. Seosible, 
however, from experience and observatioo« of the great abuses to which 
the unrestricted exercise of this authority by Congress was exposed, I have 
prescribed a limitation for the government of my own conduct, by which 
expenditures of this character are confined to places below the ports of 
entry or deliveiy established by law. 

I am very sensible that this restriction Is not as satisfactory as could 
be desired, and that much embarrassment may be caused to the Execu 
tive Department in its execution, by appropriations for remote, and not 
well understood objects. But as neither my own reflections, nor the 
lighis which I may properly derive from other sources, have supplied me 
with a better, I shall continue to apply my best exertions to a faithful 
application of the rule upon which it is founded. I sincerely regret that 
I could not give my assent to the bill entitl«*d ** an Act to improve the 
navigation of the Wabash river;*' but 1 could not have done so without 
receding from the ground which I have, upon the fullest consideration, 
taken upon this sul^ect, and of which Cong^ress has been herrtotore ap- 
prized, and without throwing the subject again open to abuses which no 
good citizen, entertaining my opinions, could desire. 

I rely upon the intelligence and candor of my fellow citizens, in wbos« 
liberal indulgence I have already so largely participated for a correct 
appreciation of my motives in interposing, as I have done, on this, and 
other occasions, checks to a course of legislation whiih, witbouti in the 
slightest dearee, calling in question the motives of others, T consider as 
sanctioning improper and unconstitutional expenditures of public treasure. 

I am not hostile to internal improvements, and wibh to see them ex- 
tended to every part of the country. But lam fully persuaded, if they 
are not commenced in a proper manner, confined to proper objects, and 
conducted under an authority generHlly conceded to be rightful, that a 
successful prosecution of them cannot be reasonably expected. The at- 
tempt will meet with resistance where it might otherwise receive support, 
and instead of strengthening the bonds of our confederacy, it will only 
multiply nnd aggravate the causes of disunion

THE CONGRESS. 

The Congress of the United Stales consists of the Senate and Housr 
Representatives ; the former composed of forty-eight in number, the 
ter of two hundred and forty three, of whom three are delegates- 
There are two Senatorsfrom each State. They were originally d' 
into three classes, and one third of them are chosen every serond yi 
the term of six years. They are chosen by the Legislatures of the ^ 
The Senate have upon all nominations by the President of the I 
States, a voice of advice and consent, or otherwise ; in which casr 
with closed doors. I'he journal of lis proceedings is then secret. 
have also a vote in the ratification of treaties; in which case it ' 
pensable that two-thirds of them should consent. The Senate i 
court for the trljRl of high crimes and misdemeanors, upon &mpe« 
by the House of Representatives. 
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The Vice Piesident of the United States is, hy the constitution, the 
President of the Senate, in which body he has only a casting vote, which 
is given in case of an equal division ot the votes of the Senators. The 
Vice President of the United Spates, when he acts as President of the 
Senate, receives no addition to his pay as Vice President, which is ^5,000 
per annum. Inhisabsence a President ;7ro tempore^ tschosen, who, during 
the period of his services, receives $\6 per diein for every day he attends. 

The House of Representatives is composed of members chosen every 
Jsecond year l>y the People of the several States; and the electors in each 
State must have the quHlifirations requisite for electors of the roost nu- 
merous branch of the State Legislature. ' 

Representatives are apportioned among the several States according to! 
their respective numbers, which are detei'mined by adding to the whole 
number of free persons, including those bound to service for a term of 
yeHrs, and excluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons. 
An enumeration of the inhabitants of th4 United States mu»t be made 
eyery ten years. The first enumeration was made in 1790, the fifth in 1830. 

The Speaker of the House of Representatives is chosen by a majority 
of the members of the House, for the term of the (Congress to which he 
belongs av a member of the House* His privileges are the same as those 
of any other member ; and his compensation is j^l6 per diem. 

The Congress must assemble, at least once in every year on the first 
Monday in December, if not otherwise provided by law. The President 
of the United States may convene them at any time upon giving forty 
days notice. Neither House can adjourn for more than three days, with- 
out the consent of the other, nor to any other place than that in which 
the two Houses shall be sitting. In case of disagreement about the time, 
the President of the United States may adjourn them to such time as he 
thinks proper. The Senate and House each form their own rules, and are, 
respectively, judges of their own election. 

Senators, when elected, must be thirty years of age; and Representa- 
tives twenty-five years ; and each Senator and Representative, must, when 
elected, be an inhabitant of the State in which he shall be chosen. 
' The times, places, and manner of holding elections for Senators and 
Representatives, is prescribed in each State by the Legislature thereof;! 
but the Congress may, at any time by law, make or alter such regula* 
tions, except as to the places of choosing Senators. 

Both Senators and Representatives are, in all cases except treason, 
felony, and breach of the peace, privileged from arrest during their atten- 
dance at the session of their respective Houses, and in going to, or return- 
ing from, the same ; and for any speech or debate in either House, they 
cannot be questioned in any other place. Bills for raising revenue must 
originate in the House ; and the House solely has the power of impeach- 
ment. 

No Member of Congress, can, during the time for which he was elected, 
be appointed to any civil oiBce under the authority of the United States, 
whicb shall have been created, or the emoluments whereof shall have 
been ipcreased, during surh time ; and no person holding any office under 
the iJniied States, can be a member of either House during his continu- 
ance in office ; nor cajn he be concerned either directly or indirectly, in 
whole, or in part, in any contract, &c. witti the Uniteid S.tfttes. .

JOHN FORSYTH, of Georgia, Secretary, gfiOOO pcrannam. 
The Department of State wras created by the act of 15tb September, 
1789. Previous to that period, by act of 27th July, 1789, it was de 
nominated the Department of Foreign Affairs. The Secretary i^, ex- 
officio a Commissioner of the Sinking Fund, and, by usage, a member 
of the cabinet. He conducts the negotiation of all treaties between Ihe 
United States and foreign powers; and correspond)>| ••ffioialh. M>th the 
public ministers of the United States at foreign courts, and with the 
ministers of foreign powers resident in the United States. He performs 
also the main duties of what, in other governments, is railed the Hnme 
Department. He has the charge of the seal of the United Slates, but 
cannot affix it to any commission until signed by the Piesi'ieni, nor to 
any other instrument or act, without the special authority of the Presi- 
dent. He is, by law, entiusted with the publication and distribution of 
all the acts and resolutions of Congress ; and all treaties with foreign 
nations and Indian tribes He preserves, also the original ol' all laws 
and treaties and of public correspondence growing out of the intercourse 
between the United States and foreign nations ; and is required to procure 
and preserve copies of the stHtutes of the several States. He grants pass- 
ports.-^' American citizens visiting foreign countries; preserves the tvi- 
dencedf copy rights, and h is control of the office which issues pttentb 
for useful inventions. He holds his office at the will of the President

An Act supplementary to the aef to amend the teneral aeti retpeeting 

^opy riehtt.^ 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Hotue or Repreeentatives of the Uni 
ted States of America^ in Congress cusembledt That all deeds oi insiru- 
in» nts in writini^, foi the t^an^fer or assignment of ropy rights, being 
proved or acknowledged in such manner as deeds for the conTeyance of 
lan'i are required b^ law to be proved or acknowledged in the same 
State or district, sh>«ll and may be recorded in the office where the origi- 
nal copy-right is deposited and mrorded ; and every such deed or instru- 
ment that 9hall in any time hereafter, be made and eiecuted. and which 
shHll not be proved or acknowledged and recorded as aforesaid, within 
sixty days after its execution, shall be judged fraudulent and void 
against any subsequent purchaser or mortgagee for valuable considera- 
tion w'thout notice. 

Sbc. 2. And be it further^ That the Clerk of the District Court shall 
be entitled to such fees for performing the services herein authorised and 
required, as he is entitled to for performing like services under existing 
laws of the United Slates. [Approved June 30» 1834.]

Office. 
Dbpartmrht of Statb, Sept, 30, 1834 

The Acts of Congress^ of a general nature, which relute to patents fur 
inventions and improvements in the useful arts, nre those of Pebruiry 
21, t793; Apiil 17, 1800; February 15, 1819; July 3, and July 13,1832. 

Patents are gr ante** lor ^* any uew and useiul art, machine, manufac- 
ture, or composition of mntter, or any uew and useful improvement on 
any a.t, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, not known or 
used befDte the application '' [Act of 1793, see, l.J 

The term for tohieh a Patent is granted is fourteen years. * A patent 
cannot be prolonged or renewed beyond that term, except by a special 
act of Congress 

Pd tents may be granted to citiaens of tl|p United States [Act of 1793, 
sec 1j to aliens who shall have resided therein for two yeais, [Aet of 
1800, sec. 1,] aud to aliens ** who, at the time of petitioning for a patent, 
shnll be resident in the United Statctfi, and shall have declared their in- 
tention, according to law, to become citizens thereof." [Aet of July 13, 
1832, sw. I.] 

A patent granted to an alien of the description last mentioned, will be 
voifl, il the invention is not introduced into public use in the United 
States within one years or if, for any ]ieriod of six months, after such 
imroriuction, it shall not continue to be publicly used and applied in the 
United States; or if the inventor shall fail to become a citizen of the 
United States at the earliest period at which ho may t>e entitled. [Aet 
of 1 3th July (\QS2.] 

Joint inveiitors are entitled to a joint patent: but neither can claim 
one separately. 

A patent ohtained surreptitiously, or upon false suggestion, will be let 
aside upon application to the proper court. [Aet of 1793, see, 10.] 
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In cftse of the decease of an inventor, before he hag obtained a patent 
lor his iDV«*ntion, ** the rfgbt of applying for and obtaining such a pat^^nt, 
siiall devolve on the legal r«>presentative8'bf such person* in trust for the 
heirs at law of the deceaned, if he shall have died intestate; but it other- 
wise, Uien in trust for his devisees, in as full and ample manner, an<< 
under the same conditions, limitations, and restrictions, as the same was 
held, or might have been claimed or enjoyed, by such person in his or 
her life time; and when app1ic:ition for a patent shall be made by «uch 
legal repesentHtives, the oath or affirmation shall be so varied at* to be 
applicable to them ^' [Act of 1800. *te, 2 ] 

** It shall be In wfu I for any inventor, his execut'.r or administrator, 
to assign the title and iiiteret<t in the said invention, at any time ; and the 
assignee having recorded the said assignment, in the office of the Secre- 
Itary of State, shall thereafter stand in the plare of the original inventor, 
both as to right and .esponsibility ; and so the assignees of assigns to 
any degree »* [Jlet of 1793 see, 4 ] 

OR THB APPLICATION FOR A PATBNT. 

The application for a patent must he made by petition to the Secreta- 
ry of *3tate, signifying a desire of obtaining an exclusive property in the 
invention, and praying that a patent may be granted thereforj [Act of 
1793, sec 1«] which petition may be in the following form: 
*♦ To the Secretary of State of the Vniied JStates: 

Thf petition of , in the County of , and State of — ^ — , 

respectfully repreM»nt6: — 

That your Petitioner has invented a new and useful improvement in 

whif h has not heretofore been known or used ; the 



advantages of which he is desirous of securing to himself and his legal 
repre(>entative!i> ; he therefore prnys that letters patent of the United 
States may be isdued, granting unto your petitioner, his heirs, adminis- 
trators, or assigns, the full and exclusive right of making, constructing, 
using, and vending to others to be used, his siid invention, [improvetneittt 
artt maehtnet mnnufaeture, or other eomposition of mattfT, as the cate 
may be,\ agreeably to the acts of Congtess, in J-uch case made and pro 
vided ; your petitioner having paid thirty dollars into the Treasury u{ 
the United Statetf, and complied with the other provisions of the said 
Acts." [The name of the petitioner to be rubscribeH.] 

THE DRSCRIPTIoJf OR SPECIFICATION 

Before the petitioner can receive a patent "he sh'tll deliver a written 
description of his invenfibn, and of his manner of using, (<r piocess of 
compounding the same, in such full, clear, and exa'ct terms, as to distin- 
guish the same from all other things before known; and to enable any 
person skilled in the art oi science of which it is a branch, or with whi< h 
it is most nearly connected, to make, compound, and use the same. 
And in the case of any machine, he shall fully explain the principle, and 
the several modes in which he has contemplated the application of that 
principle, or character by which it may be distinguished from other in- 
ventions [Act of n93t see, 3,] 

The following form may be used for the preamble of the description 
or specification : 

7b all to whom these presents shall come : Be it kyiovm. That /, 
o f %n the county o f , and State of 
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teuted a new and weful ■ , and that the foUomng it a full 

(in<* extict description thereuf: [Here follows a dfscriptiou of the ** art, 
niarhinr, manufnrture, oi composition of matter.''] 

In diRwing up the sperificatioiit particular attentioD must be paid to 
the requirements of the law The following general dirertionv upoo tbil 
subject embrace those points which appear to be most important >— 

It the specification does not contain the whole truth lelative to the 
discovery, or if it contains more than is necessary to produce the desired 
effect, and if such concealment, or addition, shall fully appear to have 
been made for the purpose of deceiving the public, the patent will be 
void. 

No more must be claimed in the specification than is the invention, or 
discovery, of the applicant. Many patents have t>een vacated in conse- 
quence of inattention to this last rule. In many ra^es it may be proper 
for the applicant to deFCribe a whole machine in the specification, although 
parts of it may not have been invented or dibcovered by him, or may 
hrive been previously known ; as li might, otherwise, be difficult to make 
knnvin the improvements: but after doing this, he should distinctly set 
forih uhat he cUims as not previously patented This may l>e done 
best in a separate paragiaph, at the end of the specification, as Allows: 

'^ H hat I claim as my own invention, and nut previously ibiovvn, in the 
above describe" machine, u, See. Sec " 

This is iiecessHry to a compliance with the 3d section of the act of 
1793, which requires the inventor to distinguish his invention fiom all 
olhci things before known. 

In regard to improvements, the second section of the act of 1793 pro- 
vi.les that '* any person who shall have discovered an improvement in the 
piinciple of any machine, or in the proce»Bof any composition of matter, 
which 6hall have been patented, and »hall have obtained a patent for 
such improvenient, shall not be at liberty to make, use, or vend, the ori- 
gihal discoveiy:'' and that *^the fiist inventor shall not be at liberty to 
use the improvement ;'* and the snme section declares, *' that simply 
changing the form or proportions o( any -machine, or composition of mat- 
ter, in any degree, sh>til net be deemed a discovery '' The 3d section 
requires thnt the specification or description shoulrl be signed by the ap- 
plicant, ann attested by two witnesses, and that It should be filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State 

A defective description or specification may be amended, or it may be 
withdrawn, and another ^ubstitiiterl by the applicant before the issuing 
of the patent. If, after the issuing of a patent, the inventor shall dis- 
cover that hiti specification or de^criptir n is impeifect, oi that he has in 
any particular omitted to comply with the terms and conditions of the 
3rl section of the act of February, 21(-t, 1793, he may surtender such 
patent and receive another, agreeably to the 3d section of the act of July 
2d, Ui32, which provides, that whenever a patent ** shall be invalid or 
inoperative, by reason that any ol the terms or conditions prescribed in 
the 3d section of the said first mentioned act/' [that oj February^ 1793,] 
** have not. by accidenti inadvertence, or mistake, and without any 
fraudulent or deceptive intention, been complied with on the part of the 
said inventor, it shall be lawful for the Secieiary ol i^tate, upon the sur- 
render to him of such patent, to cauhe a new patent to be gi anted to the 



•aid inventor, for fbe Mme invention, for the residue of the period then 
unexpired, for which the original patent was granted, upon his compli- 
aace with the terms and conditions prescribed in the said 3d section oi 
the said act. And in case of his death, or any assignment by him mads 
of the same patent, the like right shall rest in his execators, administra- 
tors, assignee, or assignees/' 

Every inventor, if a eUiaen of the United States, before he can receive 
a patent, must swear or affirm that he does verily believe that be is the 
true inventor or discoverer of the art, machine, or improvement, for 
which he solicits a patent, which oath or affirmation may be made before 
any person authorised to administer oaths. This oath or affirmation may 
be in the following form :

*' ^nd thai the same hath not, lo the best of hu knowledge or belief been 
knovm or used in this, or tn any foreign country ; and that he hath resided 
for tuo years in the United States.^^ 

• If the applicant, being an alien, shall not have resided for two years 
in the United States, but shall have given notice of his intention to be- 
come a citiEen thereof, instead of the words '* that he has resided for two 
years in the United States,*^ must be substituted the following:

When application for a patent is made by the legal representatives of 
a deceased. inventor, |he oath or affirmation is to be so varied as to be 
applicable to them, [^ct 0/I8OO. see. 2. J 

OF DRAWIJrOS, MODELS, AND 8PKCIMBNS OF INGREDIElTTg. 

The law requires that **the applicant for a patent shall accompany'' 
his application ** with drawings, and written references, where the nature 
of the case admits of drawings.'' [Act of 1793. see. 3.] These draw- 
ings should be according to the rules of perspective, and neatly executed ; 
and such parts as cannot be shown in perbpcctive, should, if important, 
be Represented in section or detail. When the specification refers to the 
drawings, duplicates of them are required. Drawings are necessary even 
though a moHel be sent. 

Where the application is for a patent for a machine, the law requires 
that ** the inventor shall moreover deliver a model of his machine, pro- 
vided the Secretary shall deem such model to be necessary/' [Act of 
1793, sec, S,] By a regulation prescribed by the Secretary of State, 
some years ago, and still continued, a model Is required in all cases. 

I The model should be neatly made, and as small as a distinct representa- 
tion of the machine, and its intended properties vill admit 1 and the name

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of the infeotor ihould be printed upnoi or aflSzed to it^ lo a dumble 
manner. 

Where the invention it of ** e compotitioD of mettery** the lew requires 
that the applicaiiou be accompauied ** with 'tpeciment of the ingrediente, 
and of the composition of mattcrt saficient in quantity for the purpose of 
ezperimeot.^ 

OW IVTBRFBRiaO APFLICATIOlVf. 

"In case of interfemig applications, the same shall be submitted to 
the arbitration of thiee persons, one of whom shall be < hos^o by eachnf 
the applicants, and the third person shall be appointed by the Secretary 
of State; and the deeisinn or award of such Arbitrators delivered to theh 
Secretary of State, in writing, and subscribed by them, or any two of 
them, shell be final as far as respects the granting of the patent* Jknd if 
either of ihe applicants shall refuse or fail to choose an arbitrator, the 
patent shell issue to the opposite party. And where there shall he more 
than two iuterteriiig applications, and the parties applying shall not all 
unite in appointing three arbitrators, it shall he in the power of the Sec- 
retary of State to appoint three arbitrators for the purpose." [•^el 9f 
1793, sec. 9] 

Before an application can be referred the applicant most iMve done all 
which the law requires him to do previously to the issuing of a patent. 

FEES PATABI.B IB THE FATKBT OFFICSr. 

"Every inventor, before he presents his petition to the Secretary of 
State, signifying his desire of obtaining a patent, shall pay into the Trea- 
sury, thiity dollars I and the money thus paid shall be in full for thai 
sundry serrices to be pet formed in the office of the Secretary of Slate.'* 
[./fc/ 0/ 1793, sec 11 j 

This requirement of the law will be complied with by a payment made 
to the Treasurer of the United States, at Washington, or to his credit in 
any one of the selected deposits banks. • In ^'ither case, duplicate receipts 
must be taken, stating by whom the payment is made, and for what ob- 
ject, one of which receipts must accompany the petition. 

The practice which has heretofore existed in some rases, of sending the 
money to the Secretary of State, or the Superitendent, is not In conform- 
ity with the law, and is to be discontinued. 

** For every copy which may be required, of any.paper respecting any 
patent that has been granted, the person obtaining such copy »hall pay at 
the rate of twenty cents for eveiy copy sheet of one hundred words, and 
for every copy of a drawing, the party obtaining the same shall pay two 
dollars '» [J9ei of 1793, $ee. 11.] 

For authenticating a ropy .of any paper under the seal of the Depart' 
ment, a fee of twenty-five cents is required by law to be paid» The re- 
cording of transfers is charged at the same rate with the copying of patents. 

The fees for copies of patents, and of papers or drawings relating to 
them, and for recording transfers, roust be paid at the time the copying 
or recording is ordered. 

OF TRB RKJTBWAL OF FATBBTS* 

The 2d section of the Act. of July 3d, 1833, provides, <*that ap- 
plication to Congress, to pnrfopg, or renew, the term of a patent, shall 
be made before its expiration, tuid shall be notified at least once a month 
for three mouths, before its presentation, in two newspapers printed in 
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the City of Washingtoo, and io otie of the- newspapers in which the 
laws of the United States shall be published, in the State or Territory iq 
which the patentee shall reside. The petition shall sat forth, particulnr- 
lyt the grounds of the application. It shall be verified by oath ; the evi- 
dence in its support may be taken before anv judge or justice of the 
peace; it shall be accompanied by a statement of the ascertained value 
of the discovery, invention or improvement, and of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the patentee, so as to exhibit the profit or loss arising 
therefrom." 

Caveats are not lecognized by the patent laws of the United States. 
But papers containing descriptions of discoveries or inventions claimed at 
new, may be filed in the office at any time before an application for a 
patent is made. They will be so far useful as to show subspquejpt appli- 
cants whether they have been anticipated in their inventions. These 
papers, when filed, are open to the inspection of the public, in the same 
manner as those relating to patents. 

Patents are issued in the order of time in which the proper documents 
are received at tne Patent Office; but this rule applies only to cases in 
which the documents are complete. 

CommunicAtlons to and from the Superintendent of the Patent Office* 
are free of postage; and the petition to the Secretary of State, with the 
accompanying papers, may be transmitted directly to the Superintendent*

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CONVENTION WITH CHrLE. 

General Convention of Peace* Amity ^ Commerce^ and Navigation.^ between the United 
States of America and the Repi^lic of ChitCy xoas concluded andngnedby their Pleni* 
potentiarieSi in the City of Santiago^ on the sixteenth day of May^ in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundredand thirty-ttoo; and an additional and exptanedo^. 
Convention -was concluded and signed in the same city^ by the Plenipotentiaries oftng 
two parties, on the first day qf September, one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
three, and the respective ratmcations of the same were exchanged on the tioenty-ninth 
day of April, one thousand eight hundred and thirtyfour, at the City of lynshiuglon. 
by Louis McLane, Secretary of State of the Unitea States ^America, and Manuel 
Carvello, Charge <r Affaires of the BtpuSlic of Chile, near the Government of the United 
States, on the part of the respective Governments, 

In the name of God, Author and Legulator of the Universe, 

The Unitt'd States of America, and the republic of Chile, desiring to 
rftake firm and lasting the friendship and good undeistanding which hap- 
pily prevails between both nations, have resolved to fix. ip a manner^ 
clear, distinct, and positive, the rules which shall in future be religiously 
observed between the one and the other, by means of a treaty or general 
convention of peace and friendship, commerce and navigation* 

For this most desirable object, the President of the United States of 
America, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate thereof, has 
appointed, and conferred full powers on John Hamm, a citizen of said 
States, and their Charg^ d'Affaires near the said republic; and his ex- 
cellency the President of the republic of Chile has Appointed Senor Don 
Andres Bello, a citizen of the said republic. 

And the said ^e n i potent! a rie», after having mutually produced and 
exchanged copies of tbeii full powers, in due and proper form, have 
agreed upon and concluded the following articles, videlicet: 

Art. I. There shall be a perfect, firm, and inviolable peace and sin- 
cere friendship between the United States of America and the republic 
of Chile, in all the extent of their possessions and territories, and be- 
tween their people and citizens respectively, without distinction of per- 
sons or places. 

Art. II. The United States of America and the republic of Chile, de- 
siring to live in peace and harmony with all the other nations of the 
earth, by means of a policy frank and equally friendly uith all, engage 
mutually, not to grant any particular favor to other nations in respect 
to commerce anii navigation, which shall not, immediately, become com- 
mon to the other party, who shall enjoy the same freely, if the conces- 
sion was freely made, or on allowing the same compensation, if the con- 
cession was conditional. It is understood, however, that the relations 
and conventions which now exist, or may hereafter exist, between the 
republic of Chile and the republic of Bolivia, the federation of the Cen- 
tre of America, the rep6blic of Colombia, the United P/tates of Mexico, 
the republic of Peru, or the United Provinces of the Rio de la Plata, 
shall form exceptions to this article. 

Art. III. The citizens of the United States of Ameiica may frequent 
all the coasts and countries of the republic of Chile, and reside and 
trade there, in all sorts of produce, manufactures, and merchandise, and 
shall pay no other or greater duties, charges, or fees, whatsoever, than 
the most favored nation is or shall be obliged to pay ; and they shall en- 
joy all the rights, privileges, and exemptions in navigaiion and commerce, 
which the most favored nations does or shall enjoy, submitting them- 
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selves, nevertheless, to the lawf« decrees, and usages there established, aod 
to which are submitted th« eitiseos and subjects of the most favored nations. 

In like manner the citisens of the republic of Chile may frequent all 
the coasts and countries of the United States of America, and reside 
and trade there, in all lorti of produce, manuftwuires, and merchandise, 
and shall paj no other or greater duties, charges, or fees, whauoever, 
than the most favored nation is or shall be obliged to pay, and they shall 
enjoy all the rights, privileges, and exemptions in commerce and naviga- 
tion, which the most favored nation does or shall eujiy, submitting them- 
selves, nevertheless, to the laws, decrees, and usages, there established, 
and to which are submitted the citizens and subjects of the most favored 
nations. But it is understood, that this article dofes not include the 
coasting trade of either country, the regulation of which is reserved by 
the parties, respectively, according to their own separate laws. 

Art. IV. It is likewise agreed that it shall be wholly free for all mer- 
chants, commanders of ships, and other citisens of t>oth countries, to 
manage, themielves, their own business, in all ports and places subject 
to the jurisdiction of each other, as weN with respect to the consignment 
and sale of their goods and merchandise, by wholesale and retail, as 
with respect to the loading, unloading, and sending off their ships, they 
being in all these cases to be treated as citizens of the country in which 
they reside, or at least to be placed on a footing with the citizens or sub- 
jects of the most favored nation. 

Art. y The citizens of neither of the contracting parties shall be 
liable to any embargo, nor be detained with their vessels, cargoes, mer- 
chandise, or effects, for any military expeditioni nor for any public or 
private purpose whatever, without allowing to those interested a suffi* 
cieut indemnification. 

Art. VI. Whenever the citizens of either of the contracting parties 
shall be forced to seek refuge or asylum in the rivers, bays, ports, or do- 
minions of the other, with their vessels, whether of merchants or of war, 
public or private, through stress of weather, pursuit of pirates, or ene- 
mies, they shall be received and treated with humanity, giving to them all 
favor and protection for repairing their ships, procuring provisions, and 
placing themselves in a situation to continue their voyage without ob- 
stacle or hindrance of any kind. 

Art. VII. All the ships, merchandise and effects belonging to the citi* 
sens of one of the contracting parties, which may be captured by pirates, 
whether within the limits of its jurisdiction or on the high seas, and may 
be carried or found in the rivers, roads, bays, porto, or dominions of the 
other, shall be delivered up to the owners, they proving in due and proper 
form their rights before the competent tribunals ; it being well under- 
stood, that the claim should be made within the term of one year by the 
parties themselves, their attorneys, or agents of their respective Govern- 
ments. 

Art VIII. When any vessel belonging; to the citizens of either of the con- 
tracting parties shall be wrecked, foundered, or suffer any damage on the 
coasts, or within the dominions of the other, there shajl be given to them 
all R&sistance and protection, in the same manner which is usual and 
customary with the vessels of the nation where the damage happens, 
I permitting them to unload the said vessel, if necessary, of its merchan-

dise and eflfects, without exacting for it any duty, impost, or contribution 
Whatever, until they may be exported, unless they be destined for coo- 
Rumption in the country. 

Art. IX. The citizens of each of the contracting parties shall have 
power to dispose of their personal goods within the jurisdiction of 
the other, by sale, donation, testament, or otherwise, and their represen- 
tatives, being citizens of the other party, shall succeed to their said per- 
sonal goods, whether by testament or ab intestalo^ and they may take 
possession thereof, either by themselves or others acting for them, and 
dispose of the same at their will, paying such dues only as the inhabi 
tantq of the country, wherein the said goods are, shall be suljject to pay 
in likefcases: and if, in the case of real estate, the said heirs would be 
prevented from entering into the possession of the inheritance, on account 
of their character of aliens, there shall be granted to them the term of 
three years to dispose of the same, as they may think proper, and to 
withdraw the proceeds without molestation, and exempt from any other 
chaiges than those which n^ay be imposed by the laws of the country. 

Art. X. Both the contracting parties promise and engage foimftlly 
to give their special protection to the persons and property of the citi- 
zens of each other, of all occupations, who may be in the territories 
subject to the jurisdiction of the one or the other, transient or dwelling 
therein, leaving open and free to them the tribunals of justice for their 
judicial recourse on the same terms which are usual and customary, with 
the natives or citizens of the country in which they may be : for which 
they may employ in defence of 4heir rights surh advocates, solicitors, 
notaries, agents, and factors, as they may judge proper, in all their trials 
at Ihw ; and such citizens or agents shall have free opportunity to be 
present at the decisions and sentences of the tribunals, in ail cases which 
may concern them, and likewise at the taking of all examinations and 
evidence which may be exhibited in the said trials. • 

Art. XI. It is likewise agreed that the most perfect and entire security 
of conscience shall be enjoyed by the citizens of both the contracting 
parties in the countries subject to the jurisdiction of the one and the 
other, without their being liable to be disturbed or molested on account 
of their religious belief, so long as they respect the laws and established 
usages of the country Moreover, the bodies of the citizens of one of 
the contracting parties, who may die in the territories of the other, shall 
be buried in the usual burying grounds, or in other decent or suitable 
places, and shall be protected from violation or distuibance. 

Art. XII. It shall be lawful for the citizens of the United States of 
America and of the republic of Chile to sail with their ships, with all 
manner of liberty and security, no distinction being made, who are the 
propiintors of the merchandise laden thereon, from any port to the places 
of those who now are or hereafter shall be at enmity with either of the 
contracting parties. It shall likewise be lawful for the citizens aforesaid 
to sail with the ships and merchandise before mentioned, and to trade 
with the same liberty and security from the places, ports, and havens, of 
those who are enemies of both or either party, without any opposition or 
disturbance whateoever, not only directly from the places of the enemy, 
befote mentioned, to neutral places, ^but also, from one place belonging,! 
to an enemy, to another place belonging to an enQinY> vVsft\Vk»v '^'q^^ x^t^ 
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aiMl«r the juriidiction of the oira power, or a Oder eeTerml. And it is 
hereby »tipttlaledy that free shipe shall also give freedom to goods, and 
that every tiling shall be deemed to be free aod ezeoipt, which shall be 
found oo board the ships belonging to the citiieiis of either of the coo- 
tracting pardt^t, although the whole lading, or any part thereof, should 
appertain to the rnemiek of either, contraband goods being always ex- 
cepted. It is alw. agieed, in like manner, that the same liberty be ex- 
tended to persons who are on hoard a free ship, with this effect, that al- 
though they be enemies to both or either, they are not to be taken out of 
thai free »nip unless they are officers or soldiers, and in the actual »er- 
f ice of the enemies : Provided, however, and it is hereby agreed, that 
the stipulations in this article contained, declaring that the flag shall co- 
ver the property, shall be ondersiood as applying t»» those powers only 
who recognise the pnnriple ; but if either of the two contracting parties 
should be at war with t {hirn, and the other neutral, the flag of the neu- 
tral shall cover the property of enemies whose governments acknowledge 
this principle, a nd not 'if others. 

Art. XIII. It if> likewise agreed, that in the case where the neutral flag 
of one of the contracting pnrties shall protect the property of the ene- 
mies of the other, by virtue of the above stipulation, it shall always be 
understood that the neutral property found onboard such enemy's ves- 
sels shall be held and considered as enemy's property, and as such shall 
be liHble to detention and coofisration, except such property as was put 
on board such vessel before the declaration of war, or even afterwards, 
if it were done without the knowledge of it; but the contracting parties 
agree, that, four months having elapsed after the declaration, their citi- 
zens shall not pleat) igoorance thereof. On the contrary, if the flag of 
the neutral does not protect the enemy's property, in that case, the goods 
and merchandise of the neutral, embarked in such enemy's ship, shall be 
free. 

Art. XIV. This liberty of commerce and navigation shall extend to all 
kinds of merchandises, excepting those only which are distinguished by 
the name of contraband, and under this name of contraband, or prohi- 
bited goods, shall be compreheuded— 

1st. Cannons, mortars, howitzei^s, swivels, blunderbusses, muskets, 
fusees, rifles, carbines, pistols, pikes, swords, sabres, lances, spears, hal- 
berds, and grenadei, bombs, powder, matches, balls, and all other things 
belonging to the use of these arms. 

3d. Bucklers, helmets, breast-platep, coats of mail, infantry belts, and 
clothes made up in the form and for a military use. 

3d. Cavalry belt«, and horses with their furniture. 

4tb. And generally all kinds of arms and instruments of iron, steel, 
brais, and copper, or of any other materia !». manufactured, prepared and 
formed, expressly, to make war by sea or land. 

Art. %r. All other merrhandise and things not comprehended in the 
articles of contraband explicitly enumerated and classified as above, 
Mtiall be held and considered as free, and subjects of free and lawful 
rnmmerce, so that they may be carried and transported in the freest 
manner by both the contracting parties, even to places belonging to an 
{enemy, excepting only those places whicti are at that time besieged or 
' «ded{ and, to avoid all doubt in this particular, it is declared that 
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those placet only are besieged or blockaded, which are actually attacked 
by a belligerent force capable of preventing the entry of the neutral. 

Art. xti. The articles of contraband, berore enumerated and classi- 
fied, which may be found in a vessel bound for an enemy's port, shall 
be subject to detention and confiscation, leaving free the rest of the car- 
go and the ship, that the owners may dispose of them as they see proper. 
No vessel of either of the two nations shall be detained on the high seas 
on account of having on board articles of contraband, whenever the 
master, captain, or supercargo of said vessel will deliver up the articles 
of contraband to the captor, unless the quantity of such articles be so 
gieat, and of so large a bulk, that they cannot be received on board the 
capturing ship without great inconvenience ; but in this and in all other 
cases of just detention, the vessel detained shall be sent to the nearest 
convenient and safe port, for trial and judgment according to law. 

Art. xYii. And whereas it frequently happens that vessels sail for a 
port or place belonging' to an enemy, without knowing that the same is 
t>e8ieged, blockaded, or invested, it is agreed, that every vessel so circum- 
stanced, may be turned away from such port or place, but shall not be 
detained, nor shall any part of her cargo, if not contraband, be confis- 
cated, unless, after warning of such blockade or investment from any 
ofiicer commanding a vessel of the blockading forces, she shall again at- 
tempt to enter; but she shall be permitted to go to any other port or 
place she shall think proper. Nor shall any vessel of either, that may 
have entered into such port before the same was actually besieged, 
blockaded, or invested, by the other, be restrained from quitting such 
place with her cargo, nor if found therein after the reduction and sur- 
render, shall such vessel or her cargo be liable to confiscation, but they 
shall be restored to the owners thereof; and if any vessel having thus 
entered the port before the blockade took place, shall take on board a 
cargo after the blockade be established, she shall be subject to be warn- 
ed by the blockading forces, to return to the port blockaded, and dis- 
charge the said cargo ; and, if after receiving the said warning, the ves* 
ael shall persist in going out with the cargo, she shall be liable to the 
same consequences as a vessel attempting to enter a blockaded port, af- 
ter being warned ofi" by the blockading forces. 

Art. XVIII. In order to prevent all kinds of disorder in the visiting and 
examination of the ships and cargoes of both the contracting parties on 
the high s^as, they have agreed, mutually, that whenever a vessel of war, 
public or private, shall meet with a neutral of the other contracting party, 
the first shall remain at the greatest distance compatible with making the 
visit, under the circumstances of the sea and the wind, and the degree of 
suspicion attending the vessel tobe visited, and shall send its smallest boat 
in order to execute the said examination of the papers concerning the own- 
ership and cargo of the vessel, without causing the least extortion, violence, 
or ill-treatment, for which the commanders of the said armed ships shall 
be responsible w ith their persons and property ^ for which purpose the 
commanders of the said private armed vessels shall, before receiving their 
commissions, give sufficient security to answer for all damages they may 
commit. And it is expressly agreed, that the neutral party shall, in no 
case, be required to go on board the examining vessel, for the purpose of 
exhibiting her papers, or for any other purpose whatever. 
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Art. XIX To avoid all kiud of vexation and abuse in the exami 
of thf pnpers relating to the ownership of the vettele belongioK to the 
citizens of the two contracting parties, they have agreed, «ad do agree, 
that« in case one of theas shall be engaged iu war, the ships and vessels 
belonging to the cititens of the other must be furnished with oea-letteis 
or passportb, expressing the name, property and bulk of the ship, as also 
the name and place of habitation of the master or commander of said 
vessel, in order that it may thereby appear, that the ship really and truly 
belongs to the citizens of one of the parties; they have likewise a§yieed 
that, such ships, being laden, besides the sea-letters or passports, aball 
also be provided with certificates containing the several particulars of 
the cargo, and the place whence the ship sailed, so that it may beJ(nown 
whether any forbidden or contraband goods be on board the tame i which 
certificates shall be made out by the officers of the place wheocf. tiM ship 
sailed, in the accustomed formi without which requsitei, said vestal may 
be detained, to be adjudged by the competent tribunal, and may be de- 
clared legal prize, unless the said defect shall be proved tor be owing to 
accident, and be satisfied or supplied by testimony entirely equiva- 
lent. 

Art. XX. It is further agreed, that the stipulations above expressed, 
relative to the visiting and examination of vessels, shall apply only to 
those which sail witht'Ut convoy ; and when said vessels shall be under 
convoy, the verbal declar^ition of the commander of the convoy, on his 
word of honor, that the vessels under bis protection belongs to the nation 
whose flag he carries; and when they are bound to an enemy *s port, that 
they have no coutraban.i goods on board, shall be sufficient. 

Art. XXI It is further agreed that. In all cases the established courts 
for prize causes, in the country to which the prises may be conducted, 
shall alone take cognizance of them* And whenever such tribunal of 
either party sbnll pronounce judgment against any vessel or goods, or 
property claimed by the citizens of the other party, the sentence or de- 
cree shall mention the reasons or motives on whivh the same shall have 
been founded, and an authenticated copy of the sentence or decree, and 
of all the proceedings in the case, shall, if demanded, be delivered to 
the commandant or agent of said vessel^ without any delay, be paying 
the legal fees for the same. 

Art XXII. Whenever one of the contracting parties shall be engaged 
in war with anotner state, no citizen of the other conti acting party shall 
accept a commission, or letter of marque, for the purpose of assisting or 
CO operating hostilely, with the said enemy, against the said party so at 
war, under the pain of being treated as a pirate. 

Art. xxiii If, by any fatality which cannot be expected, and which 
God forbid, the two contracting parties should be engaged in a war with 
each other, they have agreed, and do agree, now for theu, that there 
shall be allowed the term of six months to the ineruhants residing on the 
coHsts and in the ports of each other, and the term of one year to those 
who dwell in the interior, to arrange their business and transport their 
effects wherever they please« giving to them the safe conduct necessary 
ror it, which may serve as a sufficient protection until they arrive at the 
designated port. The citizens of all other occupations who may be es- 
tablished in the territories or dominions of the United States of Ameri- 
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ca, nnrt of the republic of 1 hile sHhII be respected and maintRined in 
the full enjoyment nf theii personal liberty and propeity, unless their 
partirutnr conduirt shall raut^e them to forfeit this procection, which, in 
cotisideratiun of hum<tnity, the contracting parties engage to give them. 
Art. XXIV. Neithei the debts due from the individuals of the one nation, 
to the.in 'ividuals of the other, nor shares, nor money which they may 
have in public funds, nnr in public or private b<*uk*>, shall ever, in any 
event of war, or of national dtffeience, be seque8trat''d or confi«K:ated. 

Art. XXV. Both the coi.tractiug phrtiefi bein^ desirous nf avoiding all 
inequality in relation to their public comiminication9, and official inter- 
course, have agreed, and do agiee, to grant to their envoys, mini^ters, 
and other public agents, the same favors, immunities, and exemptions 
which those of the most favored nation do, or shall enjoy ; it beinig: un- 
derstond Ihat whatever favors, immunities, or privileges the United States 
of America or tkie republic of Chile may find it proper to give to the 
mini^le^s and public age.nts of any other power, shall, by the same art, 
be extended to those of each of the contrarting parties. 

Art. XXVI To make more effectual the protection which the United 
States of America and the republic of Chile shall afford in future to the 
navigation and commerce of the citizens of each other, they agree to re- 
ceive and admit consuls and vice consuls in all the ports open to foreign 
commerce, who shall enjoy in them all the rights, prerogatives, and im- 
munities, of the consuls and vice consuls of the most favored nations ; 
each contracting party, however, remaining at liberty to except those 
ports and places in which the admissi'^u and residence of such consuls 
may not seem convenlf nt. 

Art. kxvii. In oider that the consuls and vice consulsof the two contract- 
ing parties may enjoy the rights, prerogatives, and immunities, which be- 
long to them, by their public character, they shall, before enteiing on 
the exercise of their functions, exhibit their commission or patent, in due 
form, to the Government to which they are accredited; and, having ob 
tained their exequator, they shall be held and considered as such, by all 
the autboritieSf magistrates, and inhabitants, in the consular district in 
which they reside. 

Art. xxviii. It is likewise agreed, tliat the consuls, their secretaries, 
ofl^cers, and persons attached tu the service of con>uIs they not being ci- 
tizens of the country in which the consul resides, shall be exempt from all 
public service; and, also, from all kinds of taxes, imposts, and contri- 
butions, except those which they shall be obliged tu pay on account of 
commerce* or their property, to which the citisens and inhabitants, na- 
tive and foreign, of the country in which they reside are subject j being 
in every thing besides subject to the laws of their respective .States. The 
archives and papers of the consulate shfill be respected inviolably ; and, 
under no pretext whatever, shall any magistrate seize, or in any way in- 
terfere with them. 

Art. xxix. The said consuls shall have power to require the assis- 
tance of the authorities of the country for the arrei^t. detention, and cus 
tody of deserters from the public and pnvate vessels of their country ; 
and, for that purpose they shall address themselves to the courtS} judges, 
and officers competent, and shall demand the said deserters in writing, 
proving by an exhibition of the registers of the vessel or ahip's c<)\V^ ^^ 
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other public documents, th^t those men wiere part of said erewi ; andt 
on this demand, so prored, (saving, bowever, where the contrary is prov- 
ed) the delivery shtfU not be refused. Such deserters, wben arrettady 
shall be put at the disposal of said consuls, and may be pat in tba public 
prison bt the lequest and eipense of those who reclaim them, to be tent 
to the ships to which they t>elouged, or to others of the same nation. But 
if they be not sent back within two months, reckoning from the day of 
their arrest, they shall be set at liberty, and shall no more be arrested for 
the same cause. It is understood, however, that if the deserter should be 
found to have committed any crime or offeuce, his surrender may be delay- 
ed until the tribunal before which the case may be depending, fhallhave 
pronounced ilssentence,and such sentenceshallbHvebeencarriediotoeffpct. 

Art XXX. For the purpose of more effectually protecting their commerce 
and navigation, the two contracting parties do hereby agree, as soon 
hereafter as circumstances will permit them, to form a consular conven- 
tion, which shall declare, specially, the powers and immunities of the 
consuls and vice consuls of the respective parlies. 

Art. XXXI. The United States of America and the republic of Chile, 
desiring to make, as durable as circumstances will permit, the relations 
which are to be established between the two parties, by virtue of this 
treaty, or general convention of peace, amity, commerce, and navigation, 
have -declared solemnly, and do agree to the following points: 

Ist. The present treaty shall remain in full force and virtue for the 
term of twelve years, to be reckoned from the day of the exchange of the 
ratifications ; and, further until the end of one year after either of the 
contracting parties shall have given notice to the other of its intention to 
terminate the same ; each of the contracting parties reserving to itself the 
right of giving such notice to the other, at the end of the said term of 
twelve years: and it is hereby agreed between them, that, on the expi- 
ration of one year af^er such notice shall havo been received by either, 
from the other party, this treaty, In all the parts relating to commerce 
and navigation, shall altogether cease ami determine , and in all those 
parts which relate to peace and friendship, it shall be permanently and 
perpetually binding on both powers. 

2d. If any one or more of the citisens of either party shall infringfe any 
of the articles of this treaty, such citizen shall be held personally respon- 
sible for the same, and the harmony and good correspondence between 
the nations shall not be interrupted thereby ; each party engaging in no 
way to protect the offender, or sanction such violation. 

3d. If, (which, indeed, cannot be expected,) unfortunately, any of the 
articles contained in the present treaty shall be violated or infringed in 
any other way whatever, it is expressly stipulated that neither of the 
contracting parties will order or authorize any acts of reprisal, nor de- 
clare war against the other, on complaints of injuries or damages, until 
the said party, considering itself offended, shall first have presented to 
the other a statement of such iujuries or damages, verified by competent 
proof, and demanded justice and satisfaction, and the same shall have 
been either refused or unreasonably delayed. 

4th. Nothing in this treaty contained shall, however, be e^nstrued to 
operate contrary to forner and existing public treaties with other sover- 
eiiins or states. 
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The pietent treaty of peace, amity, commerce, and navigatieo, shall 
be approved and ratified by the President of the United States of Ameri- 
ca, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate thereof, and by the 
President of the Republic of Chile, with the consent and approbation of 
the Congress of the samei and the ratifications shall be exchanged in the 
City of Washington within nine months, to be reckoned from the date of 
the signature herectf, or sooner if practicable* 

In faith whereof, we, the underwritten plenipotentiaries df the United 
States of America, and of the Republic of Chile, have signed, bf virtue of 
our powers, the present treaty of peace, amity, commerce, and naviga- 
tion, and have hereunto affixed our seals, respectively. 

Done and concluded, in triplicate, in the City of Santiago, this sixteenth 
ddy of the rounth of May, in the year of our Lord Jesus Christ one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-two ; and in the fifty-sixth year of the 
Independence of the United States of America, and the twenty-third of 
that of the Republic of Chile.

An additional and explanatorjf convention to the treaty of Peaee^ Amity ^ 
Commerce and J^avigation, eoneluded in the Ctty of Santiago^ on the 16/A 
dajf of May ^ 1832, between the United States of America^ and the Repub- 
lic of Chile. 

Whereas, the time stipulated in the treaty of amity, commerce, and 
navigation between the United States of Ameri'!a and the Republic of 
Chile, signed at the City of Santiago on the 16th day of May, 1832, for 
the exchange of ratifications in the City of Washington, has elapsed ; — 
land it being the wish of both the contracting patties that the aforesaid 
treaty should be carried into effect with all the necessary solemnities, 
and that the necessary esplanatioos should be mutually made to remove 
all subject of doubt in the sense of some of its articles, the undersigned 
plenipotentiaries, viz., John Hamm, a citiEen of the United States of 
America, and their Charg^ d* Affaires, on the part, and in the name of the 
United States of America, — and Senor Don Andres Bello^ a citisenr of 
Chile, on the part, and in the name of the Republic of Chile, having 
compared and exchanged their full powers, as expressed in the treaty 
itself, have agreed upon the following additional and explanatory ar- 
ticles. 

Art. I. It being stipulated by the second article of the aforesaid 
treaty, that the relations and conventions which now exist, or may 
hereafter exist, between the Republic of Cltile and the Republic of Boli- 
via, the Federation of the Centre of America, the Republic of Colombi£, 
the United States of Mexico, the Republic of Peru, or the United Provin- 
ces of the Rio de la Plata, are not included in the prohibition of granting 
particular favors to other nations which may not be made common to the 
one or the other of the contracjting powers t^-and these exceptions being 
founded upon the intimate connexion ana identity of feelings and inte- 
rests of the ntfUv American States, which were members of the same po- 
litical body under the Spanish domiaion, it is mutually understood, that 
these exceptions will have all the latitude which is involved in their pri«\-\. 
ciple ; — and that they will accordingly comprehead *Mk >^^ ^«« ^v^5v^k 
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within tlM ancient territory of 8pa«itb AoMricOy wbttOTOff olteratlom 
may toko ptaco fai their conttitutionti namely or bouurt arieg, to as to iff* 
dudo the present States of Uragoay nod Paragusyt wbieb were formerly 
parti of the ancient vioe«toyalty of Bueoos Ayres« those of Ifew GniDa- 
fU» Venesutlay and Cquadort in the Republic of Colombia, and any other 
Statne which may in lutttre be dismemliered from those now existing. 

Akt. It. It being agreed by the tenth article of the aforesaid treatyyi 
that the citiieni of tlie United States of America, personally or by their 
agents, shall have the right of being present at the decisions aftd senten- 
ces of the tribunals, in all cases wMcfa may concern them, and at the es- 
amination of witnesMs and deolarattons that may be taken in tMir 
tsials^— and as the strict enforcement of this article may be in opposition 
to the established foanajoftlie present due administration of.jnstice, it is 
mntuaUy understood, that tlie Republic of Chile is only bound by the 
liforasaid atipvlation to maintain the most perfect equality in this respect 
between the American and Chilean citisensrthe former to enjo> all tlie 
rights and benefits of the present or future provisions which the laws grant 
to the latter in their jifdicial tribunals, but do special favors or privi- 
leges. 

Aet* III* It being agreed by the twenty-ninth article of the aforesaid 
treaty that, de$erier$ fromtbe public and private vessels of either party 
are to be restored thereto by the respective consuls — and whereas, it ik 
declared by the article one hundred and thirty-two, of the present cofiati^ 
tution of Chilo that, *Hhere are no slaves in Chile ;*' and, that ^'slaves 
toucliinR the territory of (be Republic ate free'' — it is likewise mutuall}< 
understood, that the aforesaid stipulation bhall not comprehend slavet 
serving under any denotninatioo, on board the public or private ships of 
the United States of America. 

Art. it. It is further agreed, that the ratifications of the aforesaid 
treaty of peace, amity> comni«rce>; and navigation, and of the present ad- 
ditional and ezplanatory convention, shall be exchanged in the Citv (^1 
Washington wiiirin .the term of eight months, to be counted from the date 
of the present convention. 

This additional and explanatory convention, upon its being duly rati 
fied by the President of the United States of America, by and with the 
advire and consent of the Senate thereof, and by the President of the 
Republic of Chile, with the consent and approbation of the Congress of 
the same, and the respective ratifications mutually exchanged, shall be 
added to, and make a part of, the treaty of peace, amity, commerce^ and 
navigation, between tlie United States of America and the Rupublic of 
Chile, signed on the said 16th day of May, 1832, having the same force 
and eflbct as if it hgd been inserted word for word in the aforesaid treaty. 
In faith whereof,, we, the undersigned plenipotentiaries ol the United 
States of America and the Republic of Chile, have signed by virtue of 
our powers, the aforesaid additional and explanatory convention, and 
have caused to be affixed our bands and seals, lespectively.

Cofweniion/or ihe setilement of Clainu, between the Oovemment of the 
United States of America and Her Mmesty the ^ueen Regent^ in the 
name and behalf of Her Catholic Majetty Donna Ysabel the ^eeond, 
concluded and signed by their respective Plenipotentiaries^ eU Madrid^ 
on the ieventeenth day of February, in the year of our Lord one thou-* 
Mond eight hundred and thirty-four; and the respective tati^ieations of 
th6 same were exchanged at Madrid, on the fourteenth day of August, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-four, by Cornelius P. Fan 
Jfess, on the part of the United States, and His ExceUeney Don Fran^ 
Mseo Martinez de la Rosa, on the part of Her Catholic Majesty. 
The Goveroroent of the United States of America, and her Majesty 
the Queen Regent, Governess of Spain during the minority of her aug^ust 
daughter, Her Catholic Majesty Donna Ysabel II» from a desire of ad- 
justing by a definitive ariangement the claims preferred by each par^ 
against the other, and thus removing all -grounds of disagreement, as 
also of strengthening the ties of fiieiidship and gocfd understanding 
which happily subsist between the two nations, have appointed fur this 
purpose, as their respective plenipotentiaries, namely : the President of 
the United States, Cornelias P. Van Ness, a citizen of the fakl States, 
and their Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary near Her 
Catholic Majesty Donpa Ysabel 11 ; and Her Majesty the Queen Re- 
gedl, in the name and bebalf of Her Calbolie Majesty Donna Ysabel If, 
his Excellency Don Jose He Herdia, Rniglft Grand Urost of th« Royal 
American Order of Ysabel the Catholic, one of ffer Majesty's Su^eroe 
Council of Finance, ex-Envoy ExtraordHuirjr and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary, and President of th« Royal Junta of Ajageals of Credits against 
France ; who, after having exchanged their respective full powers, have 
agreed upon the following articles : 

Articlb I. Her Majesty tbe Queen Regent and Governess, in the 
name and in behalf of her Catholic Majesty Donna ¥sabel II, engag;es 
to pay to the United States, as the balance on acpoiint of the claims 
aforesaid, tbe sum of twelve millions of rials veUotSt in one or several 
Inscriptions, as preferred by the Government of the (Jniled Sttlte% of 
perpetual leota, on the great book of the consolidated debt of Spain, 
bearing an interast of five per cent, per annum. Said inscription or in* 
scriptions shall be issued in conformity with the model or form annexed 
to this Convention, and shall be delivered in Madrid to such person or 
persons as may be authorized by the Governraeht of the United State* 
to receive them, within four months after the extfaange of the ratifica- 
tions. And said inscriptions, or the proceeds thereof, shall be distributed 
by the Government of the United States among the claimants entitled 
thereto, in such manner as it may deem just and equitable. 

Art H. Tbe intereet of the aforesaid inscription or inscriptions shall 
be paid in Paris every six months, and the fir»t half yearly payment is 
to be made six months after the exchange of the ratifications of this 
Convention. 

Art. Id. The high contracting parties, In virtue of the stipulation 
contained in article first, reciprocally renounce, release, and cancel all 
claims which either may have upon the other, of whatever cUks, de-

In the brief Tiew given of the powers of the -Jomptrollers of tbe^rea- 
sury, it may be sufficient to remark thdt, wtthin the sphere of Ib el neit , 
sppctive duties they are the ultimnte law officers of the Government. 

The Second (comptroller is independent of the Fifft*' His office was 
established to effect a prompt settlement of the public accounts, which 
fioni the constantly increasing expenditures of the government, had ac- 
cumulated, and which with other duties, was found to exceed the ability 
of one comptroller. The Second Comptroller therefore would be mc^ r 
i:orrectly styled the Comptroller of the accounts of the Army, Navy, and 
Indian disbursements. It may be here remarked, that the duties of ad- 
vancing money, and accounting for it, are distinct. The Secretaries of 
the Departments exercise a discretion, in advancing from the appropria- 
tions the requisite sums to the disbursing officers; but it is made the duty 
of the accounting officers of the Treasury, independent of <be Secreta- 
ries, to require accounts and vouchen, showing the legal application of 
the money. In this division of duties, is perceive<) a ealutary check. 
The hands of the Executive are left ttorestrained in advancing to the 
agents the necessary funds to accomplish the purposes of the Govern- 
ment; but these agents have tp account to officers of the Treasury, 
leaving the Execntife no power to misapply the funds advanced. 

It is the duty of the Second Comptroller to revise and certify the ac- 
counts stated in the offices of the Second, Third, and Fourth Auditors, 
and he decides on all appeals from the decisions of tho?e Auditors, and 
his decision is final, except relief is granfed by Congress* 
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Second ComptroUfr*s Office.

The oiSce of the Solintor of the Treasury was created by the act of 
S9th May, 1830. He superintends all the civil suits, cr>mmenced in the 
name of the United States, in all the courts, untiJ they are canieri up to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, when they come under the 
superintendence of the Attorney General. He instructs the district at- 
torneys,, marshalfc and clerks in all matters and proceedings Appertaining 
to those sutts, and receives fiom them,- after each term of court, reports 
of their situation and progress. He receives fiom collectors reports of 
CUKtom house bonds put in suit, and of information, &c , directed by 
them. He establishes, with the approbation of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, such rules and rfguUtions, not iucoosistent with law, for the 
observance of collectors, district attornnyB-, ami ««*«>r»ka]ii, as m^'ftiS 
deemed necessary for the just responsibUity of those officers, and tbo 
{prompt collection of all revenues and debts due, and accruing to, the 
United States. 

This officer also has charge of all lands and other property, which 
have been or shall be assigned, set off, or conveyed to the United States 
in payment of debts, and all trusts created for the use of the United 
States in payment of debts due them; and has power to sell and dispose 
of lands assigned or set off to the United States inpayment of debts, or 
being vested in them by mortgage or other security for the payment of

The army of the United States is placed uuder the command of tba 
Mnjor General, who is i^nerally styled, tfte Oeneral^n-Chief, 

His duties comprise the arrangement of the military force in such man- 
ner as to give protection to the maritime frontier and to the interior 
border. He superintends the recruiting service ; the discipline and polica 
of the army; orders general courts martial, and decides on all cases, 
except whi^-o' the life of an officer or soldier is i|ffected, or the commission 
of an oflEilber. h is his province to see that the laws and regulatlous go^- 
rsfi ng tlM* army are enforeed, and that justice is done to all concerned. 
In hiM difties he is assisted by the adjutant general, through whose office 
all ordfs^jt^are issued lo/he army, and returns of its strength made, as 
well aa^l^vtjreneral military correspondence in relation to the details of 
service. Helft tilso aasisted by tlie two inspectors generals, who, under 
his niHi>rs, inftpect the condition of the several regiments, corps, and i 
posis, itnd inquire minutely into every subject relating to the welfare of 
the army ; and recommend such improvements as may add to the comfort 
o the «>flir<>rs and mtn; they also report on the general condition of 
[corp^, and tne individual character of its members. The General*^!! 
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Chief has two aidet-de camp, wlio assift him in hit corrttpoDdeoet, and 
in the recordiof of it, aad who also perform the dutiai of aasittant ad- 
jutant's general. 

There are no clerks attached to the head quarters of the army { the cor- 
respondence and duties being of a delicate and confidential nature, in a 
great degree, it is entrusted only to those who, by previous education and 
ezperiencey can properly appreciate and understand its object*

This office is the repository of the records which refer to the penonnel 
of the army, in war, as well as in time of peace, and of the military 
hivtory of every officer and soldier, from the earliest perio<1 of the govern- 
ment, so f<«r as these may have been preserved. It is here wheie all 
military appointm<*iit8 and commi^fiions are made out and registered, 
where the ndmes of all enlisted soldiers are entered, and th**ir size, roll, 
and enlistmeritSi recorded and filedj &c. It is in this office where the 
monthly returns of the troops, and muster rolls of companies, required 
by the I3th and 19th articles of war, are received and preserved ; where 
the original proceedings of general courts martial are deposited and en- 
tered, where the inventory of the effects of deceased officers and soldiers 
are forwarded and recorded. [90th and 94th articles of war.] 

The Adjutant General of the army is charged with the registery of all 
commissioned officers, and with the distribution of their commissions t 
with the record of all appointments in the army; promotions, resignations, 
deaths, "kc. All orders which emanate from general head quarters of 
the army, and all regulations and general orders from the War Office^ 
are communicated to the troops by the Adjutant General. 

In this office the annual returns of the militia of the several States and 
Territories are deposited for safe keeping, as well as arms, munitions, 
and accoutrements^ pertaining to the same, required by law to be made 
to the President of the United States The general returns of the militia 
of the United States, required for the use of Congress, pursuant to the 
act of March 2, 1803, are consolidated in this office. Here all appoint- 
ments and commissions of the officers of the militia of the District of 
Columbia, are registered and distributed.

The Ordnance Department which had been abolished and merged in 
the Artillery, by the act of 2d March, 1821, was re-or(^anized under the 
net of 5th Apiil, 1832, entitled, ** an act to provide for the organisation 
of the Ordnance Department " Undei this lav it consists of onecolo 
nel, one lieutenant colonel, two majors, and ten captains, and as many 
enlisted men as the public service may require, not exceeding two hun- 
dred afid fifty. 

It is the duty of the Colooet of the Ordnance Department to direct the 
inspection and proving of all pieces of ordnanct*, cannon balls, shot, 
shells small arms, side arms and equipments, procured for the use of the 
army of the United States; and todirect the construction of all cannon 
and c^trriages, and every implement and apparatus tor ordnance, and all 
ammunition wagons, tr«yelling forges, and artificers' wagons; the in- 
spection and prottng of powder, and the preparation of all kinds of am> 
munition and ordnance stores. It is also his doty to furnish estimates, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War, to make contracts and pur- 
chases for procuring the necessary supplies of arms, equipments, ord- 
nance and ordnance stores 

The gtfneral denomination of ordnance and ordnance stores compre 
bends all cannon, howitzers, mortars, cannon balls, and shells, for the 
land service, all gun carriages, caissons, travelling forges and pontoons, 
with all their equipments, and all othei apparatus and machines required 
for the service and manoeuvres of artillery in gairison, sieges, or in the 
field, together with the materials for their construction and repair. Also, 
all email arms, side arms and accoutrements for the artillery, cavalry, 
infantry and riflemen ; all ammunition for cannon and small arms ; and 
all stores of expenditures for the service of the artillery ; materials, uten 
silsand stores for laboratories ; all intrenching and mmer's tools, for the 
attack or deience of places; armorer's tools for the repair of arms; and 
aitificers' tooU of every description, required for the construction or re« 
pair of gun carriages and artillery equipments. The ordinary articles 
of camp equipage, such as axes, spades, shovels^ mattocks, ^c, are nut 
included.

The Quartermaster General is stationed at the City of Washington, 
and, under the direction of the Secretary of Wai, is charged with the 
military and admiiiistrative details of his department. He has a com- 
plete administrative contiol of all the officers bielonging to his department, 
as well as of those appointed to act therein, or make disbursements on 
account thereof. Officers of regiments and corps, are aUo subject to a 
like control, by the Quartermaster General* in regard to avec^ t^vci^^*:^

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lating to barrack! aort quarters, and to tha aecoontabilittefl for luppliea 
of the Quarternnatter*! Departmeot, ai well m for those of the Purchasing 
Department. 

The objects of this ^department are, to hntire an efieSent system of 
supply, and to give fteilily and afisct to the BBOveBMnts and operations 
of the army* 

It is the duty of the depttrtnsent to provide quarters and transportation 
for the amy, and transportation for all military stores, provisioot, camp 
: and garrison equipage, and artillery ; to direct the survey, and superin- 
tend the opening and tepalrtng of roads, and the 'Constructing and re- 
pairing of biidges, which may be necessary to the movements of any part 
of the army, or aa communications between the posts on tha frontiers, 
and between those posts and the Interior. 

To profide good and sufficient store booses for all military supplies, 
and for all protlaiooa deposited by the Commissary's Department, or 
under contract between individuals and the government. 

To purchaee all fu6l, forage, straw, and stationary, required for the 
army; and have them trmnsported to the poeu or places where they may 
be wanted, and issued to those etititled tu them, according to the regula- 
tions. 

To purchase all faoraes, oxen, mules, and harness; and all wagons, 
carts, and boats, and other vessels, with their proper equipinenis, 104 the 
transportation of the army, and for garrison purposes 1 to have the eusto- 
dy of the same, and be responsible that they be not uaed for private pur- 
poses, but be employed or used exclusively In the public service. 

To purchase dragoon and artillery horses t also, when specially direct- 
ed by the Secretary of War, to purchase the saddles, bridles, and other 
necessary equipmente required for the service ; and cause them to be de- 
livered to the officers of those corps who shall' be authorised to receive 
them. 

To provide materials, and direct and superintend the constructing and 
repairing of quarters, barracks, hospitals, store houses, stables, and other 
necessary and authorised buikJlngs for the accommodation of the army, 
and the security of public property. 

To provide materials for the constructing of block houses, and other 
necessary defences at the posts occupied by the truops en the interior 
frontiers, and in the Indian country. 

To select, under the orders of the generals or other commanding offi- 
cers, sites for encampnsnt, and to assign to the different corps the ground 
they are to occupy. 

To have the general direction of all foraging and working parties, when 
the army or detachments of it are in the field ; and to have the direction 
of all artificers employed at posts, except those of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, and 6f all soldiers drawn from their companies and employed upon 
constant labor more than ten days. 

; To direct the movement and be responsible for the preopt and -safe 
transmission of all supplies required for the service of any part of the 
army in the field t and either send them direct to the army, or place them 
in such convenient dep6cs, as the General'-ln«chief, the Quartermaster 
General, or the General commanding the troops in the field, may direct. 

Xo. receive in bulk, from the Purcbastog, Medical, Subsistence, and

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Ordoaoce departmeots, all medicines aod hospital ttorat, provisions, 
clothing, camp and garrison eqnipage, arms, ammunition, and ordnance, 
aod transport them to the places of destination, and distribute them ac- 
cording to the direction respectively given to them, and, when necessary, 
to employ conductors to accompany them. 

It shall be the duty of the Quartermaster General to make hbnself 
acquainted with the frontiers, both maratime and interior; and with all 
the principal avenues leading to the contiguous Indian and foreign ter- 
ritories; with the military resources of the country, and the means and 
facilities of transportation, particularly of the districts on the frontiers ; 
with the most elevated points for concentrating troops and collecting sup- 
plies, whether in relation to ofl^nsive or defensive operations ; with the 
relative expense of concentrating at particular positions, and the advan- 
tages of those positions ; and he shall be prepared at all times, to give 
detailed information on those subjects, when required to do so, either by 
the Secretary of War, or the General-in^chief. 

He shall, under the orders, or with the approbation, of the Secretary 
of War, or the General-in-chief, designate the routes of communication 
between different pbsts and armies; the course of military roads, and the 
sites for permanent and temporary depdts of provisions and military stores. 

He shall assign the officers of his department to such stations as he may 
think proper, having reference to their peculiar qualifications; and the 
officers so assigned shall not be removed from their stations, nor be sub* 
ject to detail, nor be employed upon any other duties than those which 
properly appertain to their departments, but with his assent, or by the 
order of the Secretary of War, or the General-in-chief — except that the 
generals commanding departments may require them to sit as members 
of general courts martial, at or in the vicinity of their respective stations; 
or should circumstances render it necessary for the troops at any post, or 
on any frontier, suddenly to take the field, the general or other officer 
commanding the department, or on the frontier, shall have the authority 
to require any quartermaster or assistant within his comroan:^ to ac- 
company them. 

He shall visit the stations of the several officers of his department for 
the purposes of inspection and supervision ; or he may, from time to 
time, assign that duty to such officers of the department as he may se*' 
lect; and generals and others in command of departments, corps, and 
posts, will afibrd every necessary facility to enable them to make the 
inspections directed. 

He shall decide upon all claims arising under the regulations of his de- 
partment, subject to the revision uf the Secretary of War, or the Second 
Comptroller uf the Treasury^ as the case may require. 

He shall prepare all estimates of the funds and supplies required for 
the service of his department ; and he shall prepare and submit, for the 
sanction of the Secretary of War, plans for barracks, quarters, and 
other improvements, and cause the plans, when approved, to be carried 
into effect, as far as the means provided by Congress shall enable him. 
He will report from time to time, to the Secretary of War, and at least 
once a quarter, the proceedings of his department ; and he shall at ull 
times be prepared to give information to bim« or the General in-chief, on 
all matters confiderl to his administration, when required to do so by elthert 
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He tkall ivlMilt for Ike eoMldwatioa of the Secretary of Wai , such 
retrvncbaMBlMt eBvadaMiit^ additioiiet or alteratioasy ai experience may 
demonttreie to be proper in hie departineoi. 

I^ic • ball bare aotbority to employ, or cauie to be employed, all agenu, 
extra clerki, kuperintendentt, mecbaaict, laborers, and other persons oe- 
cesvary to tbe prompt and efident performance of all the Tarious duties 
of hie department. 

^unr Hr wai / eri, jMrit/mi/if, tmd Agtnt». — ^A Quartermaster or senior 
assistant, sball be stationed at each of tbe following posts, viz : at Bos- 
ton, New York, Detroit, St Louis, New Orleans, Charleston, and Phila- 
delphia, who, with tbe quartermaster attached to the office of Quarter- 
master General, sball respectively have a general supervision of the 
department at tbe posts and stations within the districts hereinafter in- 
dicated: 

Tbe officer assigned to duty at Boston shall have a sopenrision over 
tbe posts and stations within tbe district composer! of the States of 
Maine, New Hampshire, and Massachusetts, except the armory at 
Springfield. 

The officer stationed at the City of New York shall have a supervi- 
sion over all the posts within tbe district composed of the States of 
Vermont, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, East Jersey, and the 
armory at Springfield. 

The officer stationed at Detroit sball have a supervision over all the 
posts on tbe upper lakes, and their tributaries, including Fort Winne- 
bago. 

The officer stationed at St. Louis shall have a supervision over all the 
posts on the Missouri river and its tributailes, and on the Mississippi and 
its tributaries, above the junction with the OhiO| except Pittsbuig and 
Alleghany arsenal. 

The senior officer assigned to doty at New Orleans or Its vicinity, will 
have a supervision over all the posts within the districts composed of 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Missifsippi, Alabama, and Florida, west of the 
river Saint Marks. 

The officer stationed at Charleston shall have a supervision over the 
posts within the States of South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida, east of 
the river Saint Marks, including Key West. 

The quartermaster attached to the office of tbe Quartermester Gene- 
ral, sball h^ve a supervision over the posts in North Caiolina, Virginia, 
Maryland, and the District of Columbia. 

Tbe officer stationed at Philadelphia sball have a supervision over 
tbe posts in West Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Delaware. 

The foregoing arrangement may be changed or varied, from time to 
time, by the Quartermaster General, as the interest of the service. In 
his opinion, may require. 

It shall be the duty of the officers of the posts indicated, to be prepar- 
ed at all times to furnish the Quartermaster General with correct infor- 
mation in regard to the military resources of the country, as well as in 
relation to tbe state of the roads, and the condition of tbe water courses 
within the districts respectively assigned to their sopeivision ; and they 
shall also, when required to do so by the Qaartermaster General, receive 
and distribute all funds for their respectirve districts. 
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All junior awistant quartermasters, and other officers acting in the 
Quartermaster's Department, will consider tbc^mselves subordinate to, 
and subject to the orders of, the principal officers of the department 
within their rettpective districts. 

An assistant commissary, serving at a post where there is no officer oi 
the Quartermaster's Department, will be considered ex offleio assistant 
quartermaster, without any special assignment to duty ab such, and may 
be required to perform any service which might properly be required uf 
a quartermaster or assistant. 

At posts where neither an officer of the Quartermaster's nor Commis- 
sary's Department can be employed, the Quartermaster General may 
assign the duties of the department for the time bemg, to any competent 
officer of the line, with the approbation of the Geueral-in>cbief. 

In the event of the Mcltness, arrest, or death, of th* officer performing 
the duties of quartermaster or assistant, at any post, the commanding 
officer may appoint any officer of his command to perform the duties 
temporarily, which appointment must be reported, without delay, to the 
Quartermaster General. 

^ppropriatiitfiMt — The appropriations for the Quartermaster's Depait- 
ment being made for specific objects, they are not to be applied to any 
other purposes whatsoever : should the ezigeucies of the service, however. 
In the opinion of the general or other officer commanding in the field, on 
the upper lakes, or the Indian frontiers, be such as to render it expedient 
that the officers of the Quartermaster's Department be required to make 
purchases or payments not authorised by the regulntions of the depart- 
ment, nor coming within the range of their appropriate duties, the officer 
ordering the purchase or payment shall furnish the necessary funds by 
his draft on the department to which the expenditure properly appertains; 
and in his letter of advice, a triplicate of which shall be sent dirert to the 
Quartermaster General, and another accompany the draft, it shall be his 
duty to explain the circumstances fully, so that the Secretary of War 
may be able to judge of the necessity and propriety of the course adopted. 
Any account paid by an officer of the Quartermaster's Department by 
order of a superior officer, shall pass to his credit as a matter of course ; 
but if the sum paid be not admitted at the Treasury, the pecuniary ac- 
countability shall devolve on the officer giving the, order, who shall be 
charged with the amount, and held to a stiict accountaDility for it. 

Any account paid by an officer of the Quartermaster's Department 
agreeably to prescribed forms, on the certificate of an officer of the army, 
shall pass to bis credit ; and the officer making such certificate shall be 
held accountable for the accuracy of the facts therein set forth. 

As far as practicable, all supplies and services requited in the opera- 
tions of the Quartermaster's Department, are procured by contracts^ 
based upon proposals, respecting the same, previously advertised for. 
When this course is found impracticable or inconvenient to the public 
service, those supplies and services are obtained by open purchase, or 
agreement in the market. 

All contracts entered into, are executed in triplicate, one of which, in 
all cases, is transmitted to the Quartermaster General's office. They 
must be aocompanied by a bond of the contractor, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of his itipulationS| under penalty of one half the 
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•mount iovolvedy and Mippori«d by two tureties, of whose tufficioncy 
••titfactory e?idenc« is requwedy in the •l>»eBce of personal kuowledge. 
Prupotals are DOt to be opened until tbe time sliall have elapfc«d with- 
in which they are to be received; and in all caseh tbe several bidders 
have, on application^ the privilege o{ reference to the proposals after 
ih«y shall have been acted upon A copy of all advertisements for pro- 
po»als are transmitted to the Quartermaster GeneraPs office, with the 
contracts to which they relate ; also, an abstract of tbe proposals, show* 
itiK the names aud terms of the several bidders. The proposals them- 
selven are carefully pieaerved for future reference. 

Officers of tbe Qua iterma sterns Department have tbe right, without 
Irefrrence to any otber authority, to pay for all supplies or services for 
which th**y are authorised by thetie regulations to contract; but advances 
00 contracts being strictly prohibited by law. under all circumstances, 
payment is, in no case, made ior supplies until they have been delivered, 
nor lor bervices until they have been performed. 

Payment for servicer or supplies are, as far as practicable, made with- 
in tbe quaitei during which the service shall have been rendered, or tbe 
supplies futnisbed When tbts is not practiuable, either from the want 
of lunds or any other cause, the fact must be reported to the Quarter- 
master General, at the close of the quarter; and all property received, 
whether paid for or not, must appear on the property returns of the 
quarter in which it shall have been received. 

Due bills are not, in any case, given by officers in the Quartermaster's 
Depaitment; nor are receipts taken by any claimaut, whether for sup- 
plies or services, unless tbe amount specified be actually paid. 

No officer or other person employed in tbe Qua iter master's Department 
can be concerned, directly or indirectly, either for himself or others, in 
any contract with any department of the government, nor in tbe pur- 
chase of any claim of the government, whether of a soldier or a citizen, 
nor in the purchase or sale of any article of military supply, except on 
public account' 

All officers and agents of tbe Quartermaster's Department are requir- 
ed to keep and render their accounts, both of money and property, ac 
cording to the forms prescribed by the regulations; and each officer and 
agent of the department must forward his accounts to the office of the 
Quartet master General, within twenty days after the expiration of the 
quarter; and it shall be the duty of the Quartermaster General to ex- 
amine and transmit them, with his remarks, to tbe proper accounting 
officers of the Treasury Department. 

Any officer or agent of the Quartermaster's Department, who fails to 
forward at the time prescribed, any report, estimate, return, or state- 
ment, which be is required by the regulations to make, is removed, and 
bis neglect is the subject of military investigation, unless he explain the 
c^use of such failure to the satisfaction of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral. 

The Quartermaster General may, whenever be shall deem it necessa- 
ry, cause a thorough inspection to be made of the books and accounts ol 
the quartermasters, and of all officers and ageuts making disbursements 
on account of the depaitment. This inspection embraces property a6 
well as money; and extends to contracts ; to prices paid for articles pur- 
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chawd ; prices paid for trausportation; and generally, to every article 
of supply, and to all effects connected with the department. 

The books and accounts of tbe Quartermaster General is subject to 
• similar inspection* 

Whenever private buildings are occupied as quarters, or lands for en- 
campments, by the troops of the United States, a reasonable compensa 
tioD is paid to the proprietor by the quartermaster of tbe department, 
ptiBt, or detachment. When the rate of compensation cannot be satis- 
factorily agieed upon, dibinterested persons are appointed by tbe quar- 
termaster and proprietor, to appraise and determine tbe rent. 

Every officer of the Quartermaster's Department must, before entering 
upon tbe duties of his office, give bond to the United States, with two or 
mure sufficient securities, conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duty. The Quartermaster General, in the sum of fify thousand dollars, 
quartermasters twenty thousand dollars, assistant quartermasters ten 
thousand dollars, and storekeepers five thousand dollars. The sufficiency 
of tbe sureties to be certified by the district attorney, or United States* 
judge, of the State or Territory in which they reside, or of which they 
are citizens. 

There are in tbe Quartermaster's Department, one Quartermaster 
General, with the rank of brigadier general ; lour Quartei masters, with 
the rank of majors; and twenty Assistant Quartermasters, to be taken 
from the line.

The Commissary General of this department purchases on tbe orders 
and estimates of tbe War Department, all clothing, dragoon saddles and 
bridles, tents, tent poles, camp kettles, mess pans, bed sacks, and all 
other articles required for the public service for the army of the United 
States, excepting only such as are ordered to be purchased by the Ord 
nance, Quartermaster's, Subsistence, and Medical Departments. 

All articles provided by the Commissary General of Purchases, and 
in a state fit for immediate issue to the troops, must be deposited in the 
military store near the Schuylkill, and held subject to the orders of the 
War Department.

He it charged with all the corrrspondfiice of the depnrt* 
meiit« upon sob^cts conneeted with the clotbing of the army, and with 
the appioprietions and requisitions. It is his duty, alto, to procure in 
formation upon all topics relating to the clothing ; and to suggevt to thf 
Serretary of War such alterations relative theietoas the good oi the 
service nay require^ and to point out any disadvautagef> be may obsei ve 
attending the present system. Patterns of every part of the dress of the 
officers, noB-coimnissioiied officers, and privates of the army, made in 
coitformity with the requirements of the general order of the Uth June, 
18J3v testoring the facings worn by the revolutionary army, are also kept 
in tbit depertaieat.

The Paymaster General is stationed at the seat of government ; he is 
charged with the military responsibilities of this departmeni, in all its 
details. The subordinate officers, being confined exclusively to the dis- 
bursement of public money, are subject only to the order of the Secre- 
tary of War and the Paymaster General, except that they are liable to 
arr«6t by the senior officer of the department or command, to which they 
may be arranged for the regular payment of the troops. 

It being provided by law that *'the troops be paid in such manner, that 
the arrears shall, at no time, exceed two mouths, unless the circumstances 
of the case shall render it unavoidable,'^ regular payments become due 
on the last days of February, April, June^ August, 'October and Decem- 
ber, in each year. Payments aie made on those days, or as^oon after as 
the situation cf the ttoops and other unavoidable circumstances will 
permit, and inthe same rotation ; in order that the payments at all posts 
may be at regular periods. 

There are, in the Pay Department, besides the Paymaster General 
fourteen paymasters, authorised by the act of March 2, 1821.

SubsitUvee of the Jlrmy.'-'The present mode of supplying the army with 
subsistence was entablished by the 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th and 10th feeclions of 
an act of Conj^ress, passed April 14, 1818, entitled ** an act regulating 
the stafl* of the aimy of the United StHteR i*^ and by the eighth section o( 
**an act to reduce and fix the military peace establishment,'* p«8»sed 2n 
March, 1821. By the former, it whs to continue for five years; and it 
was renewed for five more by "an act ^o rontii.ue the present mode of 
supplying the ariny«^^ passed 23d jHnuary, 1823; and again for fivr yeais 
by act of same title, passed 2d Marcb, 1829. 

The first named act proYidetifor a Commissary General of Subsistence, 
whose duties are to make estimate* of expenditures foi his department; 
contract and pure base subsistence for the army; regulate the tratfemis- 
siou of funds to his astiistants; make payments to contractors ; adjust ac- 
counts (or settlement, locate his assistants at their several stations; and 
in geneial, provide for the proper administration of his department in all 
its ramifications. This act provides, also, for as many assistant commi^- 
saries as might be required, to be taken /roui the subalterns of the line. 
The 8th section of the act of 2d March, 1821, limits these assistants to 
fitly, and subjects them to the performance ot duty in the Quartermaster's 
Department. By the act of 2d Maich, 1829, <* the better to enable the 
Commissaiy General of Subsistence lo carry into effect the provisions of 
the above specified acts^ two commissaries are provided for 

Removal and Subtisttnee of Indians — The present policy of Indian 
emigration to the west of the Mississippi, and of the western boundary 
nf the United States, may be considered as having b'-en firmly established 
by the act of 28th May, 1830, providing for '* an exchange of lands toitk 
the Indians^ and their removal west of the Mttsisstppi'*'* By this art th« 
Pre^ident was authorized to cause any Territory west of the Mississippi, 
not included in any State or organized Territory, lo be divided into dis 
tricts, tor the leception of emigrant tribes, who may chooi»e to exchange 
th'ir lands where th«y now resi'ie, and lemove there; to gnaiantee to 
them a title in per|>etuity ; to pay for their abandoned improvements; to 
secure them in their new places of abode, the protection of the United 
States; and to aid and assist them whilst removing west, and for ttie first 
year after their removal. For all these purposes, five hundred thousand 
dollars were by that act appropriated. 

The duty appertaining to the ictive operations of the removal of In- 
dians* and their subsistence on the way, and for a year afterwards, was 
confided by the President to the Commissary General of bubsisteuce, 
who, under this act, and the several subsequent acts of appropriation, 
has remored, and is now making arrangements for the removal from the 
States east of the Mississippi, and the State of Missouri, and Territory 
of Arkansas, ot most of the tribes inbabitiog the same*

He receives from the medical director of armiesy districts and depart^ 
menti, confidential reports relative to the condition of hospit<«lM and in- 
firmaries — the characicr and conduct of the surgeons and assistant sui- 
geons — the state of their books and accountt-^he medical topogrMphy 
of the several posts and stations — the nature of the prevailing complaints, 
their probable cauae*, and the treatment adopted. 

He receives from every surgeon and asiistant, fierforming the duties of 
surgeon, quaiterh reports of »ick, with such remarks as may be necessa 
ry to explain the nature of the diseases of the troops, the practice adop 
ted, and the kinds oi medicines and stores required, together with a copy 
of the entries made, for the quarter, in the book kept for the diary ot the 
weather, acroiitpanied with suitable observations 

He receivefi from every surgeon and assistant surgeon, having churge 
of public property of any description tor the use of the sick, duplicate 
semi-annuni returns of the same, in the form and manner prescribed, and 
also annual requisitions for the supplies required for each hospital, regi- 
rnent^ post, oi garrison, for the ensuing yeai, and transmits them, with 
his instructions, to the officers of the apothecary's department.

It is his duty to examine the returns and accounts of the surgeons and 
assistant surgeons; see that proper vouchers are sent for articles issued, 
and that the quantities expended with the sick are according to the num- 
ber on the sick reports, and the nature of their complaints ; if found to be 
so, he shall certify it, and at the end of each year, and oftener if Decea- 
se ry, send the returns and accounts thus certified, to the office of the 
(proper accounting officer of the treasury, {Heeond Auditor) foi final set 
tlement. 

Army surgeons have precedence in their several grades, according to 
datet of commissions They may, wheli necessary, be employed as 
judge>4idvocates, but are not to be detailed as members of either genera 1, 
regimental, or garrison courts martial. They are not permitted to be an* 
gHged in private practice. 

The act of March 2, 1821, provides that the Medical Departibent shall 

I consist of one surgeon general, eight surgeons, and forty-five assistant 
surgeons. And the act of June 28, 1832, '* to increase the number o« 
surgeons and assistant surgeons of tlie army of the United States,*' au> 
thorizes the appointment of **lbor additional surgeons, and ten addhioii- 
al surgeon's mates."

The office of the Secreti^ry of the Navy was created by act of April 
90, 1798. He issues all orders to the navy of the United States,- «iad 
superintends the concerns of the naval establisbment generally. A Board 
of Navy CommissioDers was instituted by the act of February 7, 1815, 
to'aid him in tbe discharge of his duties. By act of July 10, 1832, all 
the powers conferred, and duties imposed, by existing laws, on the Com- 
nii86inner8 of the Navy, and privateer pension and hospitdl funds, were 
transferred to tbe Secretary of the Navy.

The revenue arising from the General Pott 
Office has, for the most part, been expended upon the extension and im- 
provement of the establishment, by which means the accomodation of the 
mail for the conveyance of letters', newspapers, pamphlets, &c. has, 
in a most extraordinary degree, been extended to the inhabitants of every 
part of the Union, even to the most remote tertitoriBl spttlements, as 
will be shown by the following statement of the Postage accruing io 
each State and Territory, for the year ending March 31, 1833 :

Small pamphlets printed on a half or quarter sheet of royal, or less 
size, are charged with half those rates. Eight pages quarto are rated 
as one sheet, and all other sizes in the same proportion. 

The number of sheets which it contains, must be printed or written 
on one of the outer pages of every pamphlet or magazine to be sent by 
mail. Where the number of sheets is not truly stated, double postage 
is charged. 

Every thing not coming under the denomination of newspapers or 
pamphlets, is charged with letter postage. 

Letters to Canada are forwarded through the agents of the United 
States at Kingston, Upper Canada, and Montreal, Lower Canada. 

Any person, other than the Postmaster General, or his authorized 
agents, who shall set up a foot or horse post, for the conveyance of let- 
ters and packets, upon any post road, which is, or may be established as 
such, by law, ^all incur a penalty of not exceeding fifty dollars for 
[every letter or pacliet so carried^ \

and Solintur of the Treasury { Treasurer ; Commissioner of General 
Land Office s Commissioners of Navy Board ; Commissary General ; Ad- 
jutant General { Inspectors General ; Qu<irtermaster G<*nf ral \ Pay- 
master General ; Superintendant of Patent Office ; Commissionei of In- 
dian Affriirs; Speaker and Clerk of the House of Representatives, and 
Secretary of the Senate ; and such individunl i»bo shall have been, or 
may hereafter be President of the United States ; and each may receive 
newspapers by post, free of jpostage. 

Each member of the Senate, and each member and delegate of the 
House of Representatives, may send and receive, free of pottage, news- 
papers, letters, and packets, weighing not more than two ounces, (in 
case of ex« ess of weight, excess nlone to be paid for,) and alt documents 
printed by oider of either House, from the period of sixty days before he 
takes his seat in Coiigress, until the commencement of the next Congress. 

Goveruors oi the several States may transmit by mail, free of postage, 
all laws and repoits, whether bound or unbound, anH nil records and 
documents of their respective States, which may be directed by the legis- 
lature of the several States to be transmitted to the Executives of other 
States. 

Postmasters may send and receive free of postage, letters and packets 
not exceeding half an ounce in weight; and they may receive one daily 
newspaper, each, or what is equivalent thereto. 

Printers of newspapers may send one paper to each and every other 
priuter of a newspaper within the United States, free of postage, under 
such regiilations as the Postmaster General may provide* 

yiolation of Fremking PriviUf^e, 

Any person who shall frank any letter or letters, other than those 
written by himself, or by his order, in the business of Ms office, shall, on 
conviction thereof, pay a fine of ten dollars i and it it made the e>pecial 
duty of Postmasters to prosecute for such ofience. The law provides, 
however, that the Secretaries of State, Treasury, War, and Navy, and 
Postmaster General, may frank letters or packets on official business, 
prepared in any other public office in the absence of the principal thereof. 

If any person, having the right to receive letters free of postage, shall 
receive, enclosed to him, any letter or packet addressed ta a person not 
having that right. It is his duty to return the same to the Post Office, 
marking thereon the place from whence it came, that it may be charged 
with postage. 

Any person who shall counterfeit the hand writing or frank of any 
person, or cause the tame to be done, in order to avoid the payment of 
postage, shall, for each offence, pay five hundred dollars. 

No Postmaster, assistant Postmaster, or clerk employed in any Poit 
Office, can be a contractor, or concerned in any contract for carrying 
the mail.

THE JUDICIARY. 

Tht Judiciary power of the United States it ▼e*ted fo one Sapreair 
Court, apd in tuch inferior courts as Congress, from tinw to time eMab 
Iisb. The preiient judicial establishment of the United States consists or 
a Supreme i outt^ of thirty one District Courts* and seven Circuit Court 
which are thus organised : the Supreme Court b composed of one Chief 
Justice and six Associate Justices, who hold a court in the City of Wnsli- 
ington, annually ; tiesides which each of these Justires attends a certain 
circuit, comprising two or more districts, appropriated toearh and togetl»» 
er with the Judge of the distrirt, compose a Circuit Court, whirh is holdeo 
in each district of the circuit. The District Courts are held respertiYely 
by the district Judge alone. Appesils are allowed from the District to 
the Circuit Court, and from the Circuit to tlie Supreme Court ; nnd in 
some cases, where the incoovenieuce of attaoding a court b^ a Ju«<tice 
of the Supreme Court is very great, the District Courts are iiiVHSted with 
Circuit 1/Ourt powers, ilach State is one district, for tlie purpose of 
holding District and Ci'ouit Courts therein, with the exception of New- 
York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, Tennessee, Louisiana, and Alabama, 
each of which is divided i*ito two districts. There are^ besides. Territo- 
rial cou tf>, which are temporary, and loose that character whenever a 
Territory becomes a State. In addition to the District Court for thel 
District of Columbia, there is a Circuit Court foi that District, which 
exercises, under the authority of Congress, similar common law and 
equity jurisdiction as the county courts of Maryland and Virginia. Ench 
court has a clerk, a public attorney or prosecutor, and a marshal, all 
of whom are appointed by the Executive of the United States, with the 
exception of the clerks, who are appointed by the courts. The compen- 
sation of the judges are fixed by law ; that '.f the clerks, attorneys* and 
marshals, confiisis of fees, ami in a few instances, as it regards attorneys 
and marshals, of a yearly salary of about $200. 

By an act of Congress of the Ibth of May, 1820, district attorneys «re 
to be appoiuted for four years only, removeable at pleasure. Mariihals 
have always held their offices for four years, removable at pleasure, in 
pursuance of the 27th section of the act of the 24ih of September, 1789. 
The Judges hold their offices during good behaviour, and can only be re- 
moved on impeachment. The appointments are made by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

THE SUPRfiBfE COURT OF THE USITBD STATES* 

The Supreme Court of the United States has exclusive jurisdiction of 
all controversies ot a civil nature, where a State is a party, except be- 
tween a State and its citizens; and except, also, between a State and 
citizens of other States, or aliens, in which latter case it hat original, but 
not exclusive jurisdiction— and has exclusively all such jurisdiction of 
suits or proceedings against ambassadors, or other public ministers, or 
their domestics, or domestic servants, as a court of law can have or exer- 
tise consistently with the law of nations— -and original, but not exclusive 
jurisdiction of all suits brought by ambassadors, or other public ministers, 
or in which a consul or vice consul shall be a party. The Supreme Court 
has also appellate jurisdiction from the Circuit Couits and Courts of t|ie 
several States, in certain cases 5 and has power to issue write of prohlbv.^ 
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tioii to the District Courts, when proceediog as courts of admiralty and 
inBritiaie juriBdiction, and writs of roandamui, in cases wanaoted by 
th« piinciples and usages of law, tu any courts appointed, or peisoos 
holding o0ice, under the Ai/thority of the United States. 

A final judgment or decree in any suit, in the highest court of law or 
equity of a State, io wfiich a decision mi the suit could be had, where is 
draw n in question fhe validity of a treaty 4>r statutli of, or an authority 
exercised under the United States, and the derision is against theii 
validity — or where is drawn in question the vulidity of a statute of, <y an 
authority exercised under any State, ro fhe ground of their being repug- 
nant to the coDtititution, treaties, or laws of the United States, and the 
decision is in favor of such their validity— or where is drawn in question 
the construction of ikBf clause of the constitu ion, or of a treaty or sta- 
tute of, or commission lield under th* United i^tates, and the decision is 
against the title, right, privilege, or exemption, specially set up or claim- 
ed by either party* under such clai]i8e of the constitution, treaty, statute, 
or commission, may be re-examined, and reversed or affirmed, io the 
Supreme Court of the United States, upon a writ of error, the citation 
being signed by the chief justice, or judge, or chancellor, nf the court ren- 
dering or passing the judgment or decree complained of, or by a justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, In the same manner, anH un- 
der the same regulations, and the writ has the same effect, as if the judg- 
ment or decree complained of, hnd been rendered or passed in a Circuit 
Court, and the proceeding upon the revisal is also the same* except that 
the Sup. eme Court, Instead uf remanding the cause for a final decision, 
may, at their discretion, if the cause shall have been once remanded be- 
fore, proceed to a final decision of the same, and award execution. But 
no other error can be assigned or regarded as a ground of reversal io any 
such case, than such as appears on the face of the record and immedi- 
ately respects the beforementioned questions of validity or construction 
ot the said constitution, treaties, statutes, commissions or authorities iu 
dispute. 

The following Is the mode of suing out a writ of error : In cases of 
writs of error to a federal court, the writ should be allowed, citation 
signed, and bond approved, by a circuit judge; where the writ is to a State 
rouit, the same must be done either by a justice of ttte Supreme Court or 
by the presiding judge of the court whose judgment is complained of. 
With the transcript of the record for the Supreme Court, should be re- 
turned the writ, citation with service, and a copy of the bond, filing io 
the office below the bond and copies of the writ and citation. •

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DISTRICT COVRTB OV THB VNITBD BTATBt. 

The District Courts of the United Statesi have, exclusively of the 
courts of the several Status, cognisance of all crimes and offences that 
are cognifable voder the authorily of the Uuited States, committed 
within their respective districtSt or upon the bigK ssasy w^re no other 

I punishment than whipping, not exceeding thirty stripes» a fiue not exceed- 
ing one hundred tlollars* or a term of imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, is to be iuiicted; and also have exdusive original cognixance of 
«U cirH causes of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction, including all sei- 
stires under laws^of impost, navigation, or trade of the United States, 
where theseixures are made on waters which are navigable from the sea 
by vessels of ten or more tons burthen, within their resnective districts, 
as well as upon the high seas, saving to suitors, in ell c&ies, the right of 
a common law remedy, where the common law is competent to give it ; 
and also have exclusive original cognizance of all seizures on Uud or 
other waters than as aforesaid, made, ftnd of all suits for penalties, and 
forfeitures incurred, under the lawhof the United States. And they also 
have cognizance, c< ucurrent with the courts of the several States, or the 
Circuit Court, as the case may be, of all causes where an alien sues for 
a tort only in violation of the law of nations or a treaty of the United 
States. And also have cognizance, concurrent, as last mentioDed, of ail 
suits at common law, where the United States sue, and the matter in 
dispute amounts, exclusive of costs, to the sum or value of one hundred 
dollars. And also have jurisdiction, exclusively of the courts of the 
several States, of all suits against consuls, or vice consuls, except for 
offences above the description aforesaid. The trial of issues in fact, in 
the District Courts, in all causes except civil causes of admiralty and 
maritime jurisdiction, are by jury. 

The aci of 18th December, 1812, requires the district and territorial 
judges of the United States to reside within the districts and> territories 
respectively, for which they are appointed ; and maltes it unlawful for any 
judge appointed under the authority of the United States, to exercise the ' 
profession or employment of counsel or attorney, or to be engaged in the 
piacticeof the law. And any person offending against the injunction 
or prohibition of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

An ect of April 5, 1832, provides, that in any cause of admiralty and 
maritime jurisdiction, or other cause of seizure, depending In any court 
of the United States, any judge of the said court, in vacation, shall 
have the same power and authority to order any vessel, or cargo, or 
other property, to be delivered to the claimants, upon bail or bond, un- 
der the statute, as the case may be, or to be sold, when necessary, as 
such court has in term time, and to appoint appraiser's and exercise 
every other incidental power necessary to the complete execution of the 
auihority granted by the act.

It is made the duty of each District Attorney to prosecute, in the Ju^ 
dicial District for which be is appointed, all delinquents, for criniBeeDd 
offences cognizable under the jaws of the United Staipit and all oi?il afl^ \ 
tions in which the United States shall be concerned. 

The Marshal for each District is required to attend the District and 
Circuit Court, and to execute throughout the district, all lawful precepli 
directed to him, and issued under the authority of the United Stares. 
He has power to command all necessary assistance in the iexecutlon of 
his duty. Before entering upon his office be must give bond with two 
sureties in the sura of twenty thousand dollars. Every marshal, when 
removed from office, or when the term for which he is appointed shall 
expire, has power, notwithstanding, to execute all precepts which may 
be in his hands, at the time of such removal or expiration of office. 

The Clerks are appointed by the Supreme Court, and the several Dis- 
trict Courts. The clerk for each District Court, is clerk also of the 
Circuit Couit in such District. Each clerk is required to give bond in 
the sum of two thousand dollars, faithfully to discharge the duties of his 
office, and seasonably to record the decrees, judgments, and determina- 
tions of the court, of which i)e is clerk. 

CIRCUIT COURTS OF THIB UVITBD STATES. 

The Circuit Courts of the United States have original cognizance, con- 
current with the courts of the several States, of all suits of a civil na< 
ture, at common law, or in equity ; where the matter in dispute exceeds, 
exclusive of costs, the sum or value of five hundred dollars, and the 
United States are plaiutififs or petitioners ; or an alien is a party, or the 
suit is between a citizen of the State where the suit is brought, and a 
citizen of another States and have exclusive cognizance of all crimes 
and offences cognizable under the authoiity of the United States, ^except 
where the laws of the United States otherwise direct,) and concurrent 
jurisdiction with the District Courts of the crimes and offences cognizable 1^ 
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herein. But no person can be arretted in one diitrict, for trial in ami 
tber, in any civil action, before a Circuit orlHttiict Court. Mo civil suit 

an be brought before cither of said courts against an inhabitant of the 
Uoiied States, by an original process, in any other district than that 
whereof he is an inhabitant, or lo which he shall be found at the time of 
serving the writ; and no District or Circuit Court has cognixance of any 
suit to recover the contents of any proniissory note, or other chose in 
action, in favor of an assignee, unless a suit might have been prosecuted 
in such court to recover the said contents if no assignment bad been 
made, except in cases of foreign bills of exchange. The Circuit Courts 
also have appellate jurisdict ion from the District Courts, under the regu- 
lations and restrictions provided by law. 

From final decrees in a District Court, in causes of admiraltj and 
maritime jurisdiction, where the matter in dispute exceeds the sum or 
value of three hundred dollars, exclusive of costs^ an appeal is allowed 
to the next Circuit Court, to be held in such District. But no District 
Judge (sitting in a Circuit Court) can give a vote in any case of apfteal 
or error> from bis own decision ', but may assign the reason of such his 
decision.

A 0bbflu1 (excepting those to the Barbary Powers) is not invested with 
any diplomatic powers, and therefore is not entitled to communicate di- 
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rectly witb the fOTernmeot of ibe country in whitb he reiides ; except 
under the special elrcumstanoei hereinafter mentioned. 

The duties of a consul or vice consul are such as are prescribed by 
positive law, or »uch asAriiefroni the nature of the office under the gene- 
ral commercial laws of nations. 

The first statute preicribiog particular duties to consuls^ is the act of 
the 14th May. 1T0S. 

By the first clause of the second section of that act, consuls and vice 
consuls are empowered to receive protests or declarations* which captains, 
masters, crews, passengers and merchants, eiiuent of the United States^ 
may make in the place fur which such consul is appoiuted, and also such 
as foroigrners may make before them relative to the personal interest of 
any citizens of the Uniud States. The originals of these acts are to be 
kept in the book of records of 4he consulate, and copies* duly authenti- 
cated under the consular seal, are !• be given to such persons as may 
demand the same. 

By the second clause of the second section, where a eittMen of the 
United States shall die within the eonsular distriett the consul or vice con- 
sul shall take possession of his effects, shall sell at public auction such 
part of them as may be of a perishable nature, and such further part as 
may be necessary for the payment of the debts of the deceased. But in 
order to execute this power, the following are pre-requisites : 1. That the 
lawt of the country permit such administratiod^ or that it be stipulated 
by treaty. S. That the person has died without any legal representative, 
any partner In trade, or tiustee, to take care of his effects. 

In the execution of this duty, the following requisites are prescribed by 
the act : 

1. An inventory must be taken of all the effects of the deceased, with 
the assistance of two merchants of the United States, or, for want of 
them, of any others. In performing this branch of the consular duty, 
great attention is required ; the word **eifects*' as under the act, com- 
prehends propeity of every description, including debts due. Merchants 
of great respectability are to be selected as the assistants of tl|e consul. 
Although appraisement is «Dt mentioned in the act, the consols are in 
structed to have the apparent value of each article affixed to it. If 
among the papers of the deceased are found any evidences of debt, al- 
though they m*y not be doe in the consular districts, yet they are to be 
placed in the inventory. * 

2. The commercial books of the deceased are to be placed in the in 
ventory, and particularly described, mentioning the number of pages 
each of the said books contains, and the consul shall place a certificate, 
signed by him, at the beginning and the end of each book, in such man- 
ner as to prevent any addition being made to them. The letter books of 
the deceased are comprehended in tha term commercial books. 

This inventory must be entered in the consular books, and as doubts 
may arise whether this is such a document as Is comprehended in the 
provisions of the first clause of this section of the law, the consul is in- 
structed to make two originals, that is to say. that the inventory be 
sigued by him, and by his two assistants, both in the book of recQrds in 
which it is entered, and in the authenticated copy. 

By the second section of the act aforesaid, all sales of the property of 
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%b9 deceased roust be '*at auction, after rrasonablt* public notice.'* In 
the execution of this duty, the consul It iustructed to give the same pre 
vious notice that is directed by the laws of the country for the judicial 
sale of property in execution, and at some public place ; but whether it 
be required injudicial sales or not, nonce must be given in at least one 
of ttre gHZettes of the place, if any be priuted there, both in English and 
in the language of the country. 

No property shall be sold as being of a perishable nature, until it has 
been viewed by three respectable merchants, and by them, under oath^ 
declared to be of that description* 

In one year after the death of the intestate, the consul is directed by 
the said second section of the act aforesaid, *' to transmit the re.-.idue of 
the estate unsold, and the balance (in money, after paying the debts and 
charges) to the treasury of the United States, to be holden in trust for 
the legal claimants. But if at any time before such transmission, the 
legal representative of the deceased appear and demand the effects in the 
hands of the consul, he shall deliver them up, being paid his fees, and 
shall cease his proceedings *' 

In the execution 0/ the duty prescribed by the last preceding article, the 
eonsul is instructed — 

1. To keep a regular account of all moneys received, as well for ef- 
fects sold as for credits collected, and all sums expended, taking dupli- 
cate receipts, expressing on what account the sums were paid, numbering 
them regularly ; one of each of the said duplicates to be kept by the con- 
sul, the other to be delivered to the representative of the deceased, or 
transmitted to the treasury, if no representative appear. 

2. To enter on his consular books a regular account between himself 
and the estate of the deceased, in which he shall enter to his debit all 
the moneys and effects that came to his hands, and to bis credit all the 
payments be may make, and, finally, the balance that he may deliver 
over or remit, so as to close the account. A copy of this account shall 
be delivered to the representative of the deceased, or transmitted to the 
treasury, as the case may be. 

3. As soon as any estate shall be finally settled, the consul shall give 
notice to the Department of State, designating the balance in nioney, and 
the lists of effects, which has been transmitted to the treasury, or deliver- 
ed to the representative of the deceased, as the case ipay be. 

4 If there should be several parties each clairoio^ to be the represen- 
tative of the deceased, and demanding the effects, the consul must direct 
the parties to determine their rights in the tribunals of the country. 

By the third section ol the act aforesaid, the " consuls and vice con- 
suls, in cases t^^ere vessels of the United States shall be stranded on the 
coast 0/ their consulates respectively, shall, as far as the laws of the coun* 
try permit, take proper measures at well for saving such vessels, their 
cargoes and appurtenances, as for storing and securing the effects and 
merchandise saved, and for taking an inventory and inventories thereof ; 
and the merchandise and effects saved, with the inventory and Inventories, 
shall, after deducting theiefrom the expense, be delivered to the owner or 
ownera. But no consul or vice consul shall take possession of any such 
foods« wares, merchandise or other property, when the master, owner, or 
consignee thereof, is present or capable of taking possession o: the sama***! 
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In th« e««€uik>ti of tbt dutisi prescribed by ibit |rart of the act, the 
CODiul i» inBtrueted: 

I. That all veaMla, parts of vessets, and any portion of thrir cargo be- 
longing tn citizenr of th« UnitiHl States, saved and brought into the con- 
aular jurisdiction, after beinx wrecliedy oi in consequence o1 any disaster 
ats«-,a« arc to be proceeded with in the tame manner as if the vesfiel had 
stranded within the consular jurisdiction ; and if salvage shall be claimed 
and allowed by n competent tribunal, the remainder of the eff^cts^ or the 
balance of their proceeds, if sold shall be disposed of in the same manner 
as is directed with respect to intestHte's estates; provided, in tht- case of 
aalvage, that the court deciding the s^me will permit the consul to re- 
ceive the effects and balance after paying the salvage. 

9. In tome countries (as in Sweden) chartered companies have the 
privilege of talLing possession of all properly wrerlLed ; in others it may 
be vested in particular magistrates or officers. In nil these cases the 
consul is not to interfere with the legal function of the proper officer ; 
but he may demand, as the representative of the absent master or owner, 
or as his official adviser if he be present, to assist at the tailing of the in 
ventory, the shIc, and all other proceedings in relation to the property. 
It is his duty to protect the interest of the owner, and, if his reasonable 
requests are not complied with, to talce the necessary evidence, and trans- 
mit it to the Department of State. 

3. When any acrident of thi9 icind happens within his jurisdiction, the 
consul is to give immediate notice to the Department of State, designating 
the vessel and the owners or masters. 

4. When there is no im|iedimeul from the laws of the couhtry, all pro- 
ceedings in relation to property wreclted are to be the same with those 
prescribed for the property of intestates. 

By an act of the Congress of the United States, passed the 98th Feb- 
ruary, 1803, it is in substance directed, that every master of an Amtri' 
can vessel shall, on his arrival at a foreign port, deposite his register, sea 
letter, and Mediterranean passport, with the consul, vice consul, com- 
metcinl agent, or vice commercial agent, under a penalty of fiv« hundred 
dollars, which the consul, vice consul. Sec, &c., may recover in his own 
name, for the use of the United States, and that whenever a clearance 
from the proper office! of the port shall be produced to the consul, he 
shall deliver up all the ship's papers, provided the matter shall have com- 
plied with the provisions of the act of 98th February, 1803, and the act 
to which it is a supplement, (that is to say) the act of 14th April, 1799. 

By another section of the same act, it is directed, that whenever a 
vessel belonging to an American citisen shall be sold in a foieign port, and 
her company discharged, ot- whenever a mariner, a citizen of tlie United 
States, shall, witti his own consent, be discharged in a foreign country, 
it is the duty of the master or commander to produce to the consul, vice 
consul, commercial agent, or vice commeicial agent, the li«t of the ship^s 
company, certified according to the first section of the act of 98tb Feb- 
ruary, 1803, and to pay to such consul, &c.» &c., for every mariner be- 
iiiK designated on such list as a citizen of the United States, three months* 
pay, over and above the wages which may be due to such mariner ; two- 
thirds to be paid by the consul to the mariner discharged, upon his en- 
gagement on board of any vessel to return to the United States, and the 
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rsmaiiMBg third to be retained for creating a ftind for the payouint of the 
passage of marineis, citizens of the United States, who m«y be desirous 
•f returning to the United States, for the maintenance of Aiueriean sea- 
men, who may be destitute in such port t and the sums retained for such 
Ibod. shall be accounted foe to the treasury every six months by the pev- 
•on receiTing the same. 

The under officers, (below that t>f captain) are included in the provl- 
si«ns of this section; but the two months* wages are not to be paid in 
any case, unless the person so discharged has engaged on board of some 
fessel to return to the United States, if no occasion offers of a direct 
return^ an engagement on board of a Tessel ultimately to return, will be 
suffirient, or, if no s^ch vessel oflbrs, the seaman will be entitled to his 
two months^ ^vages on his shipping for an inteimediate convenient port. 

Un<lei the first of these sections, it will be the duty of the consuls im 
mediately on the ariival of an American vessel in his consulate, should 
the m-^ster neglect to deliver his ship's papers, an Is directed by the law, 
to apprise him of the necessity of so doing, by showing him the law that 
requires it, and of he penalty he will iucur by refusal or neglect. When 
received, the papers are to be kept together in a place as safe as possible, 
toguarn against fire and other accidents; and tne consul, on receiving 
such papers, shall make an entry in his consular record, specifymg the 
time of delivery, the name of the vessel, the master, and what is the 
description of the paper^ deposited, as register, sea letter, &c., &c. ; and 
when the master shall produce the clearance of bis vessel, shall have 
complied with the directions of the act above recited, the cousal shall, 
without delay, deliver up the papers, and shall mai[e an entry in his 
consular record of the time of Kuch delivery. 

The provisions of the acts with which the master is obliged to comply 
before receiving these paperw, are :— - 

1. If any of the seamen are discharged, he mu^t have paid three 
months' wages of such of them as, by the shipping articles or description 
list of tlje seamen, shall appear to be Ameiican citixens. If they ap 
pear to be such by either of these papers, no other evidence is required 
or permitted. 

2. If a vessel be bound for a port in the United States, and there %n 
destitute Amertcan seamen in the port, he must agree to take each sea- 
men on board aihe shall be requested^ to do by the consul, not exceed* 
ing two seamen for every one hundred tons burden of the vessel— -on the 
ternis he may agree on with the consul, net exceeding ten dollars for 
each seaman. 

3. He must pay the fees for the following services, or such of them as 
have been rendered by the consul for the master or his vessel, according 
to the rnles established by law, that is to say : 

I. For authenticating, under the consular seel, any act whatever, 
which may be made, or passed in by the master, or at his request, for 
the concerns of the vessel, or its owners or freighters, two doUan, 

t. For any certificate of the discharge of a seaman, Jiftjf eenti. 

These are the only fees for the pi«yment of which, by the acts of Con- 
gress, a consul has a right to detain the ship^s papers. 

For all other dues, the consul may require payment at the time the 
service is performed, or refuse his agency until they are paid for, or s«- 
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CMred to bit MtitAictNNi ; b«t the connili are eaniMtly •riTiMfl to ftYoid 
ma much ai powilMty all cooteotioDi of thii nature with Ui«ir eoQotry- 
OMiD, which taod to <ia^rade our MitioBaleharactor ahroad. 

When a veeael it told under a decree of a court at hUTing hecoaM 
uoteawortfay, in cooMquenee of any accident or tirett of weather, and 
the crew are discbarged in consequence of such tale, tiM three montht' 
waget are not to be required s hut if the Tettel is Jbuad not to be lea- 
wortby in coniequence of tome decay or defect at the inception of the 
▼oyagc. the teamen are not to loee their waget on account of the fault 
of the owoerit and the three moaths' wages are to be exacted 

If any fine or penalty thall he incurred by the matter of an American 
▼esse! under any of the lawt abovementioned, tlM consul thall tend to 
the Department of State, a certificate of the fact, under the consular 
tealy with a proper detrription of the ▼ectel, detignatiog the port to which 
she belongs, and the place of abode of the master ; to the end that suits 
may be instituted for the recovery of the penalty. 

By the fourth section of the said act of 28th February. 180S, it is 
made the duty of eonmlt to provide for the mar mere of the Cniled States, 
vfho mt^ be found deetiiute itithin their dittriets, sufficient subsistence 
and passages to the United States, in the most reasonable manner, at the 
expense of the United States, subject to such instructions as the Secre 
tary of State thall give, and the tection also provides for the manner in 
which such mariners are to he transported to the United States. 

Under thit tection, the cootuls ate instructed :-* 

1. That all seamen shipped as American seamen are entitled to the 
benefit of iu provisions, and they shall not be refused the relief provided 
for by it, under pretence that they are not to really American citizens. 

2. That the relief to l>e provided shall include board, lodging, medical 
attendance, and clothinu. when necessary ; all to be on the most reason* 
able scale, consistent with the comfort and proper support of the Individual. 

3. That persons applying forielief be eaamined touching the manuer 
of their being left destitute, and. if it shall appear from such examina- 
tion that they have been discharged from any American vessel contrary 
to the provision of the thiid section of the act of 28th February, 1803, 
or that any other provisions of the said act or other laws of the United 
States have been violated, in every such case it shall be the duty of the 
consul to transmit a copy of the examination of the niarinvr to the De- 
partment of State, with such other information as may enable it to cause 
prosecution to be instituted for such breach of the laws, designating the 
place at which the necessary witnesses will probably be found. 

Where piraejft wnttiny or anjf other offence againet the laws of the 
Untied States, shall have been committed on board of any vessel of the 
United States coming into the consular district, it it the doty of the con 
sul, after taking the depositions oeceatary io establish the facts, to apply 
to the local authorities for means of securing the offenders while they 
remain in port, and to provide the aaeans of sending them, without delay, 
to the United States for trial i and, in all ^uch ca^et, where the vessel, 
on board which the ofiience was committed, it imt bound to the United 
States, the consul is diracied to procure two of the principal witnestet, 
to he sent home with the person accused i and he is at the same time, to 
transmit certified copies of all the depositions he has taken in relation to 
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the ofieuce i an exact detail of all ita circumstances ; aod sucli infotma- 
tion as may be necessary to secure tbe conviction of tbe offenders. 

Great care must be talien in all cases of accusations against mariners, 
by their officers* not to confound a simple and casual disobedience of 
orders with tbe crime' of mutiny* which has, in some eases, been made, 
in order to justify a discharge of seamen in a foreign port* contrary to 
the directions of the act. In this, as in all other casesv tbe coiisuls are 
particularly instructed, while on the one hand they support the masters 
of vessels in the exercise of their proper authorityi on the otber to dis- 
courage and prevent all oppression of seamen by their officers. 

ConnUt are atUhortMed to grant pattportt to American eitizenst which 
must be authenticated by their signature, and the consular seal. Great 
care and circumspection are required iu the exerrise of this duty, that 
passports be given to none but American citizensf and to give sucq pass- 
port to an alien, knowing him to be such, is an offence punishable l>y a 
fine o( one hundred dollars, to which the President will always add de- 
privation of office. 

Tbe same observations apply to eert\fieaietf that property belonging to 
atient is the property of citizenM^ knowing the fact to be otherwise ; Oy 
which offence a much higher penalty is incurred, the punishment being a 
fine not exceeding ten thousand dollars, aod imprisonment not exceeding 
three years* Consul?* therefore, in all such cases, will require such evi- 
dence as will show clearly that they had good reason to believe the truth 
of the facts they certify. 

Bj the revenue laws of the United States, consuls are authorized to 
give eert\fieatet of the landing of merehandiief to obtain the ben^t of 
drawback. As great frauds upon the revenue have sometimes been com 
mitted by obtaining certificates without a due examination of the arti- 
cles, consuls are instructed to give no such certificates without personal 
inspection or full 'proof . 

Authority is also given by the same laws to certify invoieet of goodi 
shipped for the Untied Statee; but the shipper is entitled to include in 
one invoice all the goods he may ship by the same vessel. 

When there are several seaports in a consular district, to which Ame- 
rican vessels resort, it is the duty ol the eontul to appoint some Jit person 
to be eonsuiar agent in such port, who shall coi respond with, and make 
his returns to him, (the consuli) who shall transmit copies of them with 
his own quarterly returns 

The following are the feu allowed by law to be taken by the consuls of 
the United States for services they may have performed : 

1. for authenticating, under the consular seal, every protest, declara- 
tion, deposition, or other act which captains, masters, marines, seamen, 
passengers, merchants, or others as are citiMens ef the United States, may 
respectively choose lo make, the sum of two dollars. 

It would appear by the limitation to citisens of the United States, that 
the fee for tnis service was not designed to be prescribed where the ser- 
vice was rendered to persons not citizens. In all such cases therefore,

In addition to th«* provisions of the acts above mentioned, the ninth 
MCtion of the act of April 14, 1792, makes this general provision: — 
**Tliat the specification of certain powers and duties in this act, to 
be ezerciaed or performed by the consuls and vice consuls of the United 
Statei, shall not be construed to the eiclusion of others resulting from 
the nature of their appointmentii or any treaty or convention under 
which they may act.** 

Consuls to Barbery are more of diplomatic than commercial agents, 
aat only as it regards theii vocation, but also as it respects their compen- 
•tUon They receive regular annual salaries ; and their pay does not 
^ the least depend on fees. Consuls of the United States, generally so 
called, are, in effect, agents for commerce and seamen. They receive 
BO yearly salaries, (except at Paris and Loinion, where they have an an- 
nual salary of $2,000,) and their compensation is derived from the fees 
which are allowed by law. Consuls of the United States, for commer- 
^1 purposes, are regularly admitted and recognized, as to their official 
fiinctions, in the ports of Europe, but in the colonies of the European 
nations, agents for commerce and seamen, mostly exercise the duties of 
tibeir stations under courtesy, without any formal recognition 

Consular C/hi/brm.— Single breast coat of blue cloth, with standing 
cape or collar, and ten navy buttons In front ; one button on each side 
of the cape $ four on each cu£f ; four under each pocket flap ; and one on 
•ach hip, and in the folds ; two ou each side In the centre ; and one on 
each side of the fame^ at the lower exfiemity of the skirts.

The bat to be 
furnished with gold loop, gold tassels, and black cocade^ with gold eagle 
in the centre; added to which, it is to be understood that the mountings of 
the sword, and shoe ^nd knee buckles, are to be gold, otherwise gilt.

M. Domingo Acosta, hat 
been accredited as Consul General and Charg^ d* Affaires from New 
Graoada, his former appointment having been from Colombia. D. Ca 
valcanti d'AlUyquerque, has been appointed Charg^ d'Affairet from 
Brazil; and Mr. Manuel Carvallo, Charg^ d^ Affaires from Chile. 

For tlie protection of the persons of foreign ministers, by the act of| ^ 
30th April, 1790, it is provided that if any writ or process shall at any 
time be sued forth or prosecuted by any person or persons, in any of thf 
courts of the United States, or in any courts of a particular State, or by 
any judge or Justice therein, respectively, whereby the person ofUny «m- 
bassador, or other public minister of any foreign prince or state, antboris- 
ed and received as such by the President of the United States, or any 
domestic, or domestic servant, of any such ambassador or other public 
minister, may be arrested or imprisoned, or his, o^ tlieir goods or chattels 
be distrained, seised, or attached, such writ or process shall be deemed 
and adjudged as utterly null and void, to all intents, constructions, and ■ 
purposes, whatsoever. i 

In case any person or persons shall sue forth oi; prosecute any such 
writ or process, such person or persons, and all a'ttorneyt or solicitors 
prosecuting or soliciting in such case, and all 6fficers executing any such 
writ or process, being thereof convicted, shall be deemed violators of the 
iawsof nations and disturbers of the public repose, and imprisoned not 
exceeding three years, and fined at the discretion of the court. But no 
citizen or inhabitant of the United States, who shall have contracted debts 
pilot to his entering into the service of any ambassador or other pubhi 
minister, wbich debts shall be still due and unpaid, shall have, take, or 
receive, any benefit of this act ; nor shall any person be proceeded against 
by virtue of this act, for having arrested «>r sued any other domestic ser- 
vant of any ambassador or other public minister, unless the name of such 
servant be first registered in the office of the Secretary of State, and byl 
such Secretary transmitted to the .Vlarshal of the District of ColumbiaJ 
who shall, upon receipt thereof, affix the same in some public place loj 
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bit office, whenfto all pMtoni may rttCNrt and uke copies witboat fe« or 
reward.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

War DsPARTBfxvTi Jfoeember 27, 1824. 

7b ihe Prendent of the United States: 

Sir, Tbe Annual period for suboiittiDg to 700 a statement of the 
proceedings of this d^puitment having arriTed^ I have the honor, in con* 
ibrmity with your instructions, to Jay before you aa abstract of its ope- 
rations, together mSHLh the reports and estimates from the various bureaus, 
exhibiting the rondition of those branches of the public servite connected 
tritb its adniinistratioo. 

Since my last annual report, no military movement of any importance, 
with tbe exception of the expedition of the tegiment of dragoons, has 
been rendered necessary. The reports and information, which have 
reached tbe department respecting the situation of the army, are highly 
gratifying In its dicipline, its moral character, and the general per- 
formance of iu duties, the government and the country have every reason 
to be satisfied with its condition and prospects. As a safeguard foi the 
froutiofSy as a school of practical iostf union, as a depository of military 
information, and as the m^ans of prepaying and providing m peace ibr> 
the exigfencies of war, the present military establishment has fully an- 
swered the objects of its organization and support And it is- but an act 
of justice to state, that, in all the essential requisites of capacity and 
conduct, -the ofi&cers of the American at my do honor to themselves and 
their country. 

It is known to you that some of -the Western tribes of Indians, roanv 
ing through the extensive piairies west of Arkensae and Missouri^ par- 
ticularly the Camanches and Kiowas, have, for some years, interrupted 
the peace of that quarter, by predatory attacks upon our citizens^ and 
upon the indigenous and emigrant Indians, whom we are under obliga« 
tions to protect* Their war parties have annoyed our citizens, in their 
intercourse with (he Mexican States, and have rendered the communica- 
tion difficult and hazardous. It became necesaary to pul a stop to this 
state of thiogf, either by amicaixie represeiitatiotts, or by force* Those 
remote tribes have little knowledge of the strength of the United States, 
or of their own relative weakueM; and it was hoped that the display of 
a respectable military force, for tbe 6rst time, 'in their country, would 
satisfy theui that further hostilities would lead to their deetructioa. 
The dragoons, being peculiarly Mapted to this service, were ordered to 
penetrate into that region, and to endeavpr^ by peacemble remonstrances, 
to establish permanent trani|uillity) and, if these abould faiW to repel| 
any hostile denoastra^OBa wbicb might be teade. Fortunately, thai 
effortt to Introduce amicable relations were sueceasfoU (^o<i the object oft 
the expedition w&s obtained, without a single act of hostility, Coloifel 
Dodge, who led the expedition, and his whole commaod, appear to have 
performed their duties in the mnet satlsfactoiy nsaaner} »«d they eo^ 
countered with firmness the privations incident to the harrassing eervice 
upon which tlwy were drdered. It is to be regretted that tbe prevalence 
of sickness prevented the whole regiment from joining in this duty, as 
ithe same zeal for the public interest pervaded the whole. That sicknessi , 
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(trprifed the country of tome ▼•luablt lifM, And. among iitlMrt« of 
Brigariiec Geo«ral Le«T«nworth lo>peUe«) by bis anilety to forward 
the Tiewf of the fovernmeot, he eipoeed himtelf, while jret weak, to tho 
hardships of a border campaign, and tunl^ under the inaladj which thean 
mdaced. riit high personal character, his servicet duiing the late war» 
Hnd his eiemplary official conduct eince, are too well known !• yow to 
require from oie any thing more than tbia brief alluaion to bia woftb aad 
fate. 

Among the accompanying dorumeota will be found a full atateawnl 
of the proceedings of Colonel Dodge, and of the eatialactory rreult of 
his expedition. 

The report of the Chief fingineer contains a aummarr of the Tailoiit 
objects entrusted to his super? isioo, and of their progress and conditioa. 
It will be seen that the Cumberland road, east of Wheeling will be toon 
completed, in the manner required by an act of last session, and for tba 
amount allowed by law. No further appropriations will be asked for. 
As much progress has been made io the other works, as the adTanced 
Mate of tlie season, when the appropriations were mada, would permit* 

I beg leave lo ask your particular attention to (hat part of the report 
of the Chief Engineer wiiich recommends an addition to ttie number of 
officers of his corps. I believe the public service requires this measure* 
New duties hMve recently been imposed upon the engineer corps, by 
espress acts of Coogressi while, in other casesy it has been found necee- 
sary, by Executive regulation, to require from the officers aervices not 
originally contemplated in the organisation of the department. The 
erection of fortifications, ihe construction of roads, the establishment of 
fis«*d point*, by astronomical observations, in boundary lines, and tba 
improvement of harbors and rivers, are among the objecu committed to 
the engineer officers. And I leel bound to report to you, that, as far aa 
my observation or information baa attended, their dutiet have been per* 
formed in the most satisfactory and exemplary manner In scientific 
acquirements, and in their piactical application, these offirers are do* 
serving of high commendation, and it is very desirable that tlieir num- 
bers should be so far augmented as to ensure their peisonal attention to 
all the objects within the control of the Engineer Deportment. This can* 
not now be done s and the public service suffers In consequence of it. 

Similar reasons call for a re-orginii«tlon of the topographical corps, 
and the officer at the bead of it has submitted- a frujei for this purpose, 
which, while it willrendei that corps more efficient, will not increase tba 
public expense 1 ask for it your favorable consideration. The dutiet 
connected with this branch of the service require peculiar attainments and 
great practical esperieoce. They can best be perforosed by officers de- 
jToting their whole time and attention to the subject. A system of detitil, 
requiring periodical cbangea, however proper it may be, with relation to 
a just routine of militaiy duties, so long aa temporary assistants are se* 

1 acted from, and continued in, the line oif the army. It is still not calcula* 
ed to ensure the best exeoation of the functions appropriately belonging 
io the topographical engineers. The remedy would be, to remodel tlie 
corps, and permanently to attach to it as many officers as may b<) neces*

tnere is In this cocpt a fund of eipericnco and information which cannot 
but be oiefnl to the country. 

It will be Men, b? adTerting to the report of the oArer in cbarge of the 
f rapbieal bureau, that difficulties have occurred io the eiecution of 

e |oint resolution of Congress, passed at the last session, an < providing 
the construction of a rail rodd through the public grounds at Hirper^s 
erry. Snme moriifirafion will be neressary before the object '>t Con- 
fess, and of theCompany* can be attained, and this may po bably be 
effscte^i by requiring the latter to pay the value of any improvements in- 
jured by the road, or by giving authority to replace them in other posi- 
tions, should they be deemed of sufficient importance to require being 
paid for or removed. 

The present condition of the work at the Delaware breakwater is 
shown In the report of the Quartermaster Geueial, and in thtit of the 
commission lately instituted by your orders to eaamioe it. It has been 
known for souva time that gradual depositions were making in the vi* 
cinity of this work, by which the depth of water was somewhat reduced. 
But. until this season, the process was so slow and uncertain, that no, 
unsiety was felt with respect to its final effect upon this great national 
improvement. Recently, however, the arcumulation of sand in the arti- 
ficial harbor bat been much more rapid, and indicated the necessity of a 
thorough eiamination by scientific persons, in order to abcertain, if pos- 
Mble, the causes of this occurrence, and to check or obviitte them. Tbe 
views of the officers selected for this purpose will be found in their report ( 
and, agreeably to your directions, they have been adopted by tbe depart- 
ment. An estimate for one hundred thousand dollars, to be applied to 
this work, is among the annual estimates of the department, and if ap- 
proved by Congress, that sum will be appropriated in the manner pointed 
out by the report, to the completion of that part of the work alrendy 
begun, and yet unfinished. In the mean time, by a series of observattonS| 
frequently and carefully taken, tbe probable operation of the titfl^t and 
currents may be aacertained, and the best remedy to counteract them 
pointed out. 

The act of March 2^ 18S9, ^ to continue tbe present mode of supplying 
the army of tbe United States," expires, by its own limitation, ou the 
2d of March next. The Subsistence Department, which was confioued 
by this act, baa been found highly useful to the army, and beneficial to 
the public, by tbe efficiency and economy of its administration. From 
my own knowledge of its officers and operations, as well as from what I 
have otheriirlse learned of these, I feel called upon to present this subject 
particularly to your attention, satisfied that the continuance of the de* 
partment is demanded by tbe best interest of tbe service. 

The reports of the Major General^ and of tbe other beada of bureaus, 
will communicate all the necessary information in relation to subjects 
reipectively committed to them. I am not aware that there is any par- 
ticular matter requiring your special attention. These reports are satis* 
factory in tbe views they exhibit of the course of administration, and of 
the reduced expenditures which are requited for the service ol the com- 
ing year. 

At the laat aetaton of Congress, so much of the laws as authoivM% "^^ 
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coDferriiif of brwvru for ten yeart^ tetwtem in one grade wmt itpnnlf>< 
•ud Che nemioationfe of all oficert who bad completed tliat tem* prior to 
th** lepeMl* w«f confirmed. This ch^nfLeteema tnbear witli mmm teverity 
upon tboee who liad trrved during iIm greiiter portion, but not the wimle 
Dl surb tern. Tbe existing lawe, and the practice under then« bold o«t 
to ali ottcere, as an inducement to goo«l conduct, the proepect of proaao- 
tido after ten years* faithful services in one grade. In militaiy life, th« 
hope of prolbsfional distinction is essential to a high aud honorable die* 
ebaige of the dutit • to which iu membere art* devoted. If this is destmy- 
sd or neglected, little more then a mechanical execution of these dutios 
can be expected. In our army this sentiment is as dear, and as much 
ctierished, as in any o*her, and If not the cause, it is certainly the acrom- 
patiimeut of xenlous devotion to the public interest. All the offieeis, who 
before the repeal of this law, had entered upon what may be termed their 
probation, expected, and bad a right to expect, that if at its termination 
they should have complied with the condition, hy faithful service, the re- 
ward held out would be granted to them. I venture, respectfully, to 
suggest whether justice does not require such a modification of thiK law, 
&s to authorize the gr-mtiiig of brevets to every one whose term of ten 
years had commenced before its repeal, at the end of surh term* if the 
conditions ot the law shull be fulfilled. This would ensure the ultimate 
abolition of the practice which Congress had in view, while it would seem 
to be giving due weight to claims, founded, if not in right, certainly in 
surung considertttinns ronnested with the services and situation of the 
officers. This valuable class of the community is exposed to every vicis* 
•itude incident to climate and-situation, ant^ the pecuniary consideration 
they receive is barely sufficient to enable them to meet the demands to 
which they are liable. 

Disclosures have been made during the past season, showing the ne- 
cessity of a thorough investigation into the operation of the laws granting 
pensions and gratuities for military services. It is ascertained that many 
frauds Itove been committed t some in the appliration for pensions, and 
others in the continuance of these payments. As these dii>closures have 
been the result of accident, it is impossible to judge to what extent frauds 
may have b«en committed ; but enough has occurred to satisfy nie that 
some new mode of proceeding is essentially necessary to detect and check 
these abuses. 

In the administration of the laws on this subject, the parties are re- 
quired to make certain declarations t>efnre the judicial tiibuoals, and 
the opinions of these tribunals are requested, in order to deteimine the 
validity of the 'application. In the administrative examination of the 
papers submitted in support of a claim, if the name of the applicant Is 
found upon the recorded muster rolls, and bis identity is established by 
his own declaration, and tbe proper certificates, the pension is granted 
as a mattei of course. In far the gieater number of cases, however, no 
muster rolls of the corps exist, and frequently where they do exist, they 
are defective, and a resort to other testimony in the examination of the 
claim becomes* therefore, necessary. Here a more detailed statement 
of services is required from the party, combining tbe various circum- 
stances connected with such duty, best calculated to enable the proper ex- 
amining officers to compare tbe statement with the records of tbe office. 
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and with other facts known to tbeoH a&d thus to assist in dstecting frauds, 
if aoy exisu In addition to this, a certificate of two raepecta(^le per- 
sons, acqusinted with the party, is made necessary* stating his age, and 
the opinion, in the neighhorhood where be resides. Chat he is a soldier of 
the revolution, and their concurrence therein ; and to this muf t be added 
tbe certificat« and opinion of the pioper court upon the whole matter. 
Besides this course of proceeding, which is applicable more particular- 
ly to the militia claimants, verjr few muster rolls of which remain, the 
testimony of two persons actually acquainted with the services of the 
applicant is necessary, wherever he served in the regular army, and 
bis name is not to be found on a muster roll, as. In that case, evidence 
is necessary to rebut the presumption against him. 

This system was adopted upon great consideration, and it is difficult 
to see how the law can be administered if farther requisites are demaed- 
ed. But experience has shown that the prescribed certificates are some- 
times granted without due caution, and that persons desirous of con- 
verting the provisions of the law to their own bent*fit, have been enabled 
to procure official attestations, and even the seal of the court, under 
circumstances calculated to weaken, M not to destroy, the public confi- 
dence in these safeguards. Seals have likewise been taken from useless 
attestations, and affixed to others, and direct forgeries have been com- 
mitted in the preparation of the whole papers. And thet^e proceedings 
have been resorted to, not only to establish the original claim, bj placing 
the applicant upon the roll, but also to establish his right to each semi- 
annual payment by proving bis identity. It is obvious that a system, 
Idepending for its correctness upon the conduct of such a variety of per- 
jsons ard officers, not responsible to the general government, and where, 
frequently, a natural sympathy for the claims of the time and war-woru 
veterans woiUd lead to much practical relaxation, must be liable to 
abuse; alihough, till very recently, the extent to which such abuses may 
have gone, was nut suspected. Some plan is now necessary, by which 
!a re examination may be made-~-a plan which, while it ensures to the 
jhonest and gallant survivors of the revolution all that they expect, and 
all the country has provided, shall, at the same time, lay open the frauds 
• which have been committed, and prevent their occurrence hereafter. 

In the report of the Commissioner of Pensions, his views upon the 
subject are given, which appear to me practical and judicious; and, as 
such, I ask for them your favorable recommendation to Congress. An 
examination at the residence, or in the neighhorhood of each person now 
drawing a pension, into the circumstances of his case, appears to me to 
present the only effectual means of accomplishing the desired object. 
Under! <! ken by proper persons, and conducted with proper discretion, it 
could scarcely fail to confirm the grants made to honest applicants, and 
to detect those which have been fraudulently obtained by dishonest ones 
It appears to me that the expense of such a measure ought not to delay 
its immediate adoption. It is impossible even to conjecture the amount 
of surreptitious claims ; it may be far greater than the data now before 
the office enable us to estimate. And possibly conjecture and recent 
disclosures may have led to the suspicion that the ramifications of the 
system have been more extended, and the abuses greater, than a ri^id \^A 
quiry may confirm.

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rHief of the Treasury (Tom fraudulent paymentfi, and the ponithment 
;uf those concerned in them; and, in the other, it would be satisfactory 
to know that, while tlie bounty of the government has been justly appro- 
priated, it has not been imptoperly applied. 

The provision of l»iw for the establishment of a Pension Office as a 
branch of this departmeotg expires, by it» own limitation, at the end of 
the present session of Congress. It is CHsential to a due exerution of ibe 
duties coiiufcfed with the system of pensions and gratuitie^ for military 
services, that this arrangement should be renewed and continued. The 
applicants and grantees ere so numerous; the aggregate amount disbursed 
so great, equaling at least three millions two hundred thousand dollars 
annually ; and the doabtful questions, both of fact and priqcipk, so fre 
quent and complicated, that, unless a branch of adminisiratioo, carefully 
Superintended, is devoted exclusively to this service, the public interest 
must materially suffer. 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has exhibited, in detail, the trans- 
actions in the important branch of the public tervice confided to his su- 
perintendence. It is only necessary that I should advert to the more 
prominent subjects which have received, or which reqaire, the action of 
the government 

The commission for the adjustment of unsettled relations with the 
Indians west of the Mississippi, teiminated by the provisions of the act 
instituting it, in July last. Important benefits have resulted from the 
labors of the commissioners in the adjustment of difficult questions con- 
ne<'ted with the Indians of that region, and in the treaty arrangements 
which have been entered into by them. The country assigned for the 
permanent residence of the eastern Indians has been so apportioned 
among them, that little difficulty is anticipated from conflicting claims, 
or from doubtful boundaries ; and, both in quality and extent, there can 
be no doubt but that the region allotted to them will be amply sufficient 
for their comfortable subsistence during an indefinite period of time. 

An important council has been held at Port Gibson, by Colonel Dodge, 
and by Major Armstrong, the superintentent of Inoian affairs, with the 
chiefs of several of the tribes of that quarter, including some of the 
wandering bands, whose predatory operations have heretofore kept the 
frontier in alarm. At this council, the situation of the Indians was fully 
discussed, and amicable relations established. It is to be hoped that 
the feelings with which they separated will be permanent, and their in- 
lercourse hereafter uninterrupted. 

The united tMbe of Pottawatamies, Ottawas, and Chippewa^, possess- 
ing the country in the vicinity of ('hicago, have conditionally acceded 
to the alteration proposed in the boundaries of the tract assigned for 
them west of the Mississippi, by the treaty concluded in 1833. Should 
their proposition be accepted, an extensive and valuable region will be 
opened for settlement, and they will be removed to a district, whose cli- 
mate is suitable to their habits, and whose other advantages cannot fail 
to offer them strong inducements for moral and physical improvement. 

An arrangement has been made with the Miamies, for the cession of a 
part of their reservation in the State of Indiana. The tracts held by 
them are far more extensive than they require; and as they appear to 
be not yet prepared for removal, this relioquithment, without injuring 
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tbem, will relieve the State, in some measure, from the embarrassment 
caused by such large reservations as they possess, embracing a most 
valuable part of the country, and interrupting the settlements and com* 
municatioo. 

Instructions were given, immediately after the last session of Congress, 
for purchasing from the Wyandots in Ohio, if they were disposed to sell, 
the reservation secured to th«>m in that State, and for their removal to 
the west. The commissioner. Governor Lucas, conducted the negotia- 
tion with gr^at fairness and propriety, fully explaining to the Indians' 
their own position, the wishes of the government, and the course of cir- 
cumstances, urging their removal. The matter is not yet terminated, the 
Indians having requested time for further consideration. 

The necessary appropriations will be asked for the removal of the 
Seminoles, agreeably to the treaty formed with them; and arrangements 
have been made for the emigration of the Creeks, as fast as they are 
prepared for a change of residence. There has not yet been sufficient 
time to ascertain the result of these measures. 

I am not able to submit to you any more favorable views of the con- 
dition of the Cherokees, than were embraced in my last annual report. 
While every dictate of prudence, and, in fact, of self preservation, urges 
their removal, unhappy councils and internal divisions prevent the adop- 
tion of that course. Where they are, they are declining, and must 
decline, while that portion of the tribe, which is established in the west, 
is realizing the benefits which were expected to result from a change of 
position. The system of removal, however, by enrolment, is going on, and 
during this season about one thousand persons have passed to the west. 

The treaty concluded the 24th of May last, with the Chickasaws, has 
altered the relations in which they were placed with the United States. 
The proceeds derivable fjrom a poition of their present possessions have 
been assigned to them, and reservations baye also been provided for 
such as choose to become citizens of the United States. Their future 
condition now depends upon their own views and experience, as they 
have a right to remain or remove, in conformity with their own judg- 
ment. The means placed at their disposal are fully adequate to their 
pernaneut comfortable establishment, and it is to be sincerely hoped that 
they will apply them wisely. 

The acts of the last session of Congress, on the subject of Indian af 
fairs, have introduced important changes into those relations. Many of 
the provisions of former laws had become inappropriate, nr inadequate, 
and not suited to the changes which time and circumstances had made. 
In the act regulating the intercourse with the various tribes, the princi- 
ples of intercommunication with them are laid down, and the necessary 
details provided. In that for the re-organization of the department, the 
number of officers employed has been much reduced, and the current ex- 
penses diminished. 

Any changes which experience may show to be necessary in these aci«, 
cau from time to time be provided, until they shall become fully adapted 
to the situation and condition of the Indians, and to the intercourse, both 
commercial and political, whtch ought to exist between them and our 
government and citizens* The system of removal has changed essential- 
ly the prospects of the emigrants, and has imposed new obiigation^M^^vvik. 
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the United States. A wmm tract of coootry, contahiing moch more than 
one huudrcd oiilliont of acret, bat been set apart for the permaoent rest- 
Hence of these Indians, and already about thirty thousand have been n 
moved to it. The government is under treaty stipulations to remove 
nearly fifty thousand others to tiw same reg^, indading tlie fllmois 
and Lake Michigan Indians, with vlioffl a conditional arrangement has 
been made. This extensive district, embracing a great variety of soil 
and cltmatey has been divided among the several Iribea, and definite 
boundaries assigned to each. They will there be brought inio juxtapo- 
sition with one another, and also Into contact, and possibly into colHsion 
with the native tribes of that country ; and it seems highly desirable that 
some plan should be adopted ibr the regulation of the intercourse among 
these divided communities, and for the exercise of a general power of 
supervision over them, so fiir as these objects can be effected consistently 
with the power of Congress, and with the various treaty stipulations ex- 
isting with thenu It is difficult, indeed, to conceive how peace can be 
preserved, and the guaranty of protection held out to the eastern Tndians, 
fulfilled, without some legislative provision upon this subject. 

It will be seen, by adverting to the estimates, that the ordinary expen- 
ditures of the Indian Department have been reduced to the sum of fifty- 
nioe thousand eight hundred dollarsy a mateiiat diminution,' which the 
proriiions of the law of the last session, organizing that department, has 
rendered practicable, and which brings down its expenditures to a stim 
less by one half than the average annual amount for some years past. 
The approptiations for anuuities, being fixed and depending upon treaty 
stipulations, cannot be reduced by administration. 

The resolution of the Senate, of December 23, 1833, requiring the cor^ 
respondence of the Indian Department, together with a detailed statement 
of expenditures for some years past, has been complied with. These 
documenu will enable Congress to judge of the operations of this branch 
of the public service, both in its administrative and fiscal concerns.

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Extract from the report of the Major Oeneral of- the Artnyy JVbr. 1834. 

Since my last annual report, the five companies of the regiment of 
dragoons, which remained to l>e raised, have been recruited ; and, after 
having been organised at Jefiitrson barracks, they took up their march 
to Fort Gibson, where the head-quarters of the regiment were establish- 
ed, preparatory to entering the Indian country, in conformity to your 
instructions. 

In consequence of the lateness of the arrival of these companies at 
Fort Gibson, and a variety of unforeseen difliculties in obtaining the 
proper arms and equipments for the regiment, the movement to the west 
was delayed until the 15th of June. 

In the meantime. General Leavenworth, who had been appointed to 
the command of the troops on the western frontier, south of the northern 
boundary of the State of Missouri, detached one company of that regi- 
ment as an escort to the caravan of traders to Santa Fe, in Mexico. 
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He also employed Hetachmeote of the third and seventh regiments of 
infantry in opening roads between the posts on the Arkansas and Red 
riverSf and in establishing new posts beyond the settlements of the emi- 
grated Indians, for the purpose of facilitating the motements of the 
expedition, and covering the country occupied by those Indians, in the 
event of a failure to secure a friendly intercourse with the wild tribes 
inhabiting the country beyond them. 

These arrangements having been made, the expedition, consisting of 
nine companies, under Colonel Dodge,* was put in motion, accompanied 
by a deputation from the several tribes of friendly Indians, to act as 
guides and interpreters, and to aid in bringing about a general good un- 
derstanding between the several nationsi and in order that the friendly 
intercourse might be further promoted, two Indian girls, the one a Paw- 
nee, and the other a Eiowa, who had been captured by the Osages, also 
accompanied the expedition for the purpose of being delivered to their 
friends. 

Owing to the sickness which prevailed among the troops, the command, 
on reaching the river Washita, about one hundred and eighty miles west 
of Fort Gibson, was so much reduced, as to render a re-organization of 
the companies necessary. Colonel Dodge accordingly, out of the ef-< 
fective force, formed six companies, each forty-two strong, and, under 
instructions from General Leavenworth, continued his march to the 
Pawnee village, situated on a branch of the Bed river. Here Colonel 
Dodge held a council with the Camanches, the Pawnees, (or Toyaslas,} 
the Kiowas, and the deputation of Indians which accompanied him, 
amounting in all to about two thousand persons. He explained the ob- 
ject of the expedition, and was instrumental in bringing about a friendly 
intercourse between several hostile tribes. He also obtained the surre n« 
der of the son of a Mr. Martin, an American citizen, who had been 
murdered by the Indians, and of a black boy captured by them A more 
particular account of the interview between Colonel Dodge and the 
assembled tribes, w!U be found In the journal of the expedition, annexed 
to this report. 
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* The nine eompaaiet destined Ibr tlie eampaifn, (Captain Wharton's, company ** A** 
marched in May, to eiooit a body of tnden to Santk Fe,) began their movement from 
Camp Jackson en the 14th of Jane, and, under the direction of the field and company 
oflScers, encamped mi the west bank or die Arkansas, three miles fhun Fort Gibson ; 
thence moved ewhteen milet weatwardly, to Camp RendeKvons. Strength <^ the regi* 
ment about five hundred.

•ccompanted by severnl of the chiefs of the Camanches, Pawnees, and 
KiowB9, returned with his eommand to Fort Gibson, whence the regi- 
meat proceeded to take up the positions previously fiaed on. Four 
companies, under Colonel Dodge, roarched to Fort Leavenworth, on the 
Missouri; three companies, under Lieutenant Colonel Kearney, to the 
Des Moines ; and three, under Major Mason, to a point on the Arkansas, 
about eighty roiles above Fort Gibson. These companies have arrived 
at their destinntions, and are engaged i» preparing their winter quarters. 

The reports of the Inspectors General, as to tite condition of the army, 
are highly favorable- The dispersed state of the troops prevents any 
great improvement in eitended evolutions; but the police and adminis- 
tration are, in every respect, creditable to the officers in command. 
The character of the soldiery is evidently improving. The law for bet- 
tering the condition of the rank and file seems to have already produced 
the most beneficial results The vice of drunkenness has diminished, 
and, with it, desertion and other crimes; while, at the same time, better 
men •■Utf. 

The tervicaa perfomed by the ofRrert of the line are diversified and 
extensive. Betides the duties in camp and quarters, they furnish as- 
sistance tothtfyarlous branches of the Staff and the Military Academy, 
in all of which the number of officers authorised by law is insufficient 
for the performance of the multiplied duties imposed on them beyond 
their ordinary service.

Th« United StAtos aro engaged in improvementi, both military and, 
eivilf upon as great a tcale ae any other civilised nation. The greater 
part of tboee improveiarnte are directed by officen-«f the army ; they 
aie to be found on all our frontiers, and dispersed ot<ar every part of our^ 
estensive territories, directing. the construction of fortifications, aisenaU, 
barracks, roads, bridges, brealtwatersf and other national works ; sur-< 
veying routes for canals, rail-rosrds, and military roads { assisting in a 
trigoooftietrical sunrey of our coast, and in hydrographical surveys, and 
io improTing numerous harbors, and removing the obstructions to the 
navigation of rivers; a large portion of them are emphatically working 
men, and can say, with truths that, whosoever may eat the bread of' 
idleness, they are not of the number. The improvements on which they 
have been ebgaged since the termination of tlie war with Great Britain, 
besides their great comniercinl advantages, will, when completed, have 
more than quadrupled the delensive military powei of tlie country. 

Barraoki, (&C. 

or the works under the direction of the department, the barracks au- 
thorized in the vicinity of New Orleans, were commenced early in the 
season, and, although the operations had been greatly retarded by the 
heat and laiiis, as well as by the prevalence of the yellow fever, the 
buildings have been covered ; every part of the work has been executed 
In the best manner 

or the works authoriied at Savannah, the soldiers' quarters, though 
not entirely finished, are in a state to be occupied ; and the ofllcers' quar- 
ters are in progress. 

The works at Baton Rouge, Fort Severn, and Green Bay, are in rapid 

ffrngress; and, at the later place, will be completed in 1834, except the 
ospital, whicB will probably be finished bjr the 1st of June, 1835. 
The new barracks at Fort Crawford are in such a state of forward- 
ness as to leave no doubt of their being soon completed. 

The repairs at Fort Gibson, for which an appropriation of five thou- 
sand dollais was made at the last session of Congress, have not been 
commenced ; the buildings are in so bad a condition that the late com 
manding officer gave it as bis opinion that the appropriation would be 
entirely lost if applied to the old work He urged the necessity of a new 
work, and recommended that it be built of stone, of which tbe^ is an 
abundance in the neighborhood, and of good quality. 

A new post has been established, and barracks, stables, and other 
buildings have been erected, at the Des Moines, on the Upper Mississippi, 
for three companies of dragoons; and accommodations for four companies 
at Fort Leavenworth, and for three eompanries near Fort Gibson, were 
in a state of preparation at the last rafiorts from those posU. 

Roads. 

The military road in Maine has been thoroughly repaired and com* 
pleted ; and, in compliance with the provisions of an act of Congress, 
approved the 30tb June last, it has been tiansierred to the State of 
Maine. 

Initroctions have been given to the principal officer of the department 
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in ArkaoMt to resume the repair of the Memphis and Little Rock road 
MO fMMB as the season shall permit ; and also, to take measures to cause 
the following roads, authorized at the last session of Congress, to be sur> 
ypje6 and opened^ viz: a road from Helena to the mouth of Cache river; 
• road from Jackson^ In the county of Lawrence, by Liberty and Fayette- 
ville. In the county of Washington, to Fort Smith ; a road from Strong's, 
(a point on the military road Irom !V]empbis to Little Rock,) by Litch- 
field, in Jackson county, to Batesville; and a ro^d from Columbia, in 
Chicot county, to Little Rock. 

A road has been opened by the labor of the troops on the Southwest- 
ern frontier, from Fort Towson to False Washita, of Red River; also, 
one from Fort Gibson to the Little Red river of Arkansas, and thence to 
the mouth of False Washita, and one direct from Fort. Gibson to the 
point where the letter road crosses the north fork of the Canadian. 

On the road from Pensacola to Tallahassee, in Florida, repairs have 
been made, and bridges have been erected over several rivers, creeks, 
and sloughs. 

The appropriation for the road from Fort Howard to Fort Crawford 
not being sufficient to carry on the work with advantage by means of 
hired laborers or by contract, and the troops at both posts being engaged 
in building, nothing has yet been effected, except the Survey of the route. 

Delaware Brbakwater. 

The labors at thie Delaware breakwater were resumed early in July, 
and on the 18th of October, when they were suspended for the season, 
one hundred and twenty^two thousand nine hundred and ninety-five tons 
of stone had tieen deposited at the work, the greater part of which was 
used in bringing up tliat portion of it which bad been previously founded. 

It appears, by au inspection of the maps representing the state of the 
works at the close of operations of each year, that, since 1830, every 
year has presented new additions to a shoal near the west end of the 
breakwater, and that within the last year, particularly, this shoal has 
greatly increased. 

Before 1833 little had been done on the ice-breaker; since that period 
this work has been brought nearly to completion, and a shoal on either 
side of this mass has been observed to be simultaneously forming. Upon 
a consideration of these facts, a board, consisting of General Jesup, 
Colonel' Totten, and Lt. Colonel Thayer, to whom the subject was refer- 
red by the Secretary of War, have recommended, that the next yearns 
operations should be confined to giving to all the work already begun 
the ultimate dimensions, omitting any further extension of the work east* 
ward, and waiting during the year, and, if necessary, for a longer period, 
the further growth of the shoal ; that in the mean time, very numerous and 
careful observations should be ma.de to determine the precise amount 
of enlargement, both in lateral limits and in elevation, of all the shoals^, 
That a system of observations should be steadily pursued, whereby the 
force and direction of the finod and ebb currents, at diffeient times of 
tide, and at different distances from the works, may be accurately given, 
and clearly represented on the map. 

With the extension of the work above water, herein contemplated, thel 
immediate advantage will be obtained of a considerable au^rofe^\»NSw^ ^\\ 
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sheltered space ; the same extension will s«*rve to indicate, tn a nioie de- 
cided manner, the form and magnitude which the shoals may be expected 
ultirontely to attain; it will bring nearer to a solution the important 
question as to the most proper with to be given to the eastern entrance 
to the harbor. And with the aid of the information obtained by the ob- 
servations on the shoals and on the tides, an opinion less liable to error 
may be firmed as to the exact cause of the shoals, the extent to which 
they may reach, and, if remedy or correction be possible, the mode and 
manner of remedy or correction.

I. FORTlFlCAnoNS. 

1. Foi't Independence^ Botton /fardor.— Operations on Castle Island, the site of this fort, 
havf been cnnniMtd to the w<iri(S u-ferred tu last )eai-. '1 he sea and ^haif uallsare m arly 
complettd ; their total length is 1,052 feet, and 2,342 cubic yards of stone have bt-en used in 
their construction. All that part of the islaiid exposed to abrasion fioni tht action of tht 
waves is, with the exception of about 150 feet, now anipl;^ protected. A revised project for 
re>buildinp; Fort IndcjK ndence, with certain iinprovtuieiits, was presented by the board of 
engineen, in March last ; the question as to the adoption of thib project not having bet n 
settled, it was det*ined proper to iioiii the arnmgeroei.t for cxecutii-i; that work to the coi- 
Itcdonand preparation of such materials only as will be alike required on the original and 
revised p!an. 1 he mateml and.workin.tn8l.ip of (he fort, in its present condition, are sni-h 
as torrnderit probable that the whole work will have to be re-built. 2. Fort Warren^ 
Botton Harbor.'- The iate period at which the appn>priations wvn' made, at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, rend* red it proper to limit the ojieihtions of this work to pn paratory 
measun-s fur • fiicient prosecution w the fort during uie next working season. 1 he build- 
ings necessaiy to accommodate the laborers^ and oth. r peisons emplo) ed at the work, are 
in progress ot construction, aitd will be finished in due time. A w harf, n quiring for its 
construction about two thousand cubic yards of stone in walls, and seventeen thousand 
yards of earth embankment, will soon be read) for the ivcention of mateiials. Every thing 
will be prepared to commence the masonry of the work early next spring. 3. Fort jtdamsy 
Narragnnsert roadf^ Bhode Inland, — Operations at this work have Deen prosecuttd iit the 
usual satisfoctory manner ; the fort, as tar as constructed, is in good coiidition, and the 
funds appropriated for it hare been applit d to advantage. 4. Fort Hamiiton, Ifarrov}*, 
New fork. — i'he slight defects in construction, always to be expected in a work of this 
magnitude, have been repaired, and the fort may, by the end of the present year, be con- 
sidered as finished. 5. Fort Lafayette, Narronws, New Tork.—A. portion of the unexpend- 
ed balance remaining on account of this work, has been applied to the repairs of the sea- 
wall. 6. Fort Coitrmbut and Castle IVilHam^ Governor'*! Island^ New York. — ^The re- 
port of the engineer charged with the repairs of these works is highly favorable. In the 
rormer, the scarp walls, except the pointing and parapets, have been finished ; the coun- 
terscarp revetments, and revetments of the glacis, are nearly completed. 'J he facing of 
the covered way revetmtnt, leading from Foi-t Columbus to Castle William, will be done 
thisfkll. The masonry of the ma^zines and barracks, as well as that of the communica- 
tions connecting the'fbrmer, is finished, as is also the facing of the redan. All the masonry 
of the barracks on the south, west, and north fronts is nearly finished, and the roofs are in 
R-adiness to receive the covering ; the masonry of those on the east fVont is in a state of for 
wardness. Measures have been taken to finish the repairs of Castle William as speedily as 
practicable. 7. Fort Schuyler ^Throg^t Neck^EaH River. New Tork. — Ihe most ample 
preparations have been made to prosecute the work with efficiency during the next work- 
ing season. A permanent wharf will be in readiness by the time it is required ; the 
nectssary boats and machinery have been provided ; an ample quarry, of good quality 
of stone, prepared, and, indeed, every thing that may tend to expedite the work, when 
commenced, will be found in waiting. 8. Fort Delaware, Delaware River. — 1 he annual 
report of the officer charged with this work has not yet been received. 9. Fort Monroe, 
Hampton Road*, Ftrginia.^A\l the permanent parts of this work were completed last 
year. The ramparts of fboiits five, six, and Mven, together with the glacis and road in ad- 
vance of these frcHits, where, with theexotpUon of a small portion of n-ont five, formed and 
covered with earth. The rampart of eoveitway and place of arms, in advance {rf* front 
fi vt*, w as in a state of fbrwardnt ss along its whole extent, and fifteen thousand cubic yanls 
of sand were deposited townds the construction of the redoubt ; five hundred tons of stone 
were collected and put in place fbr the protection of the beach in front of casemated bat- 
ter} and the glacis of fVont six ; condoit pipes for conducting the water from the roof of 
casemated battery laid ; the piazzas of curtains two and three completed; and all the ma- 
terials for tlie draws to bridges and gates procured ; the draws and gates to main entrance 
finished, and the timbers for the others partly prepiu^ ; the earth fur the parapets on all 
the fronts except one, two, and three, was eollected at the foot of the scarp wall ; the 
ditches of all the fVonts were excavated to their proper depth, and the glacis and road in 
advance formed, except those on front one ; the casemated covertway on front four was 
completed, and the funds available with the force then organized amply sufficient for the 
completion of the fort, w ith the exception of puttiiig parapets on the main and outworks, 
which was not deemed advisable for the present, when the operations of the Engineer De- 
partment were arresU'd byggeneral order No. 54. I'his order directed that tlie work, with 
Its fiinds, be placed under the immediate orders of the officer commanding the troops on 
thatstation. 1 he main work was« therefore, entirely completed except the gates, the rais- 
ing of the half parapets on fhmtsone, two, and three, and the whole parapets on the other 
fronts— the earth required fbr these last being plaoed kt the foot of the scarp. Four thou- 
sand three hundred and ten cubic yards of earth were required to complete the rampart of 
eovertwav on front five ; twenty-one thousand three hundred and eighty to finish the ram- 
part of redoubt ; twenty thousand two hundred and ninety-seven yaitis for tK«.«««a»x<aK^Q^n^ 
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II, INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS.— HARBQRS AND RIVERS. 

1. Chicago Harbor^ IttinoU.— The opcmtioas for csnttrucUngf an artificial harbor at this 
pmat, on Lake Miehi^a, hare profrened in a most-satisfactory manner. Therreat im- 

tortance o( this iiaproveineut to the increasing coiuoierce of the west is already feir — one 
andred and eis^t jr vesseb having, between the opening of narigation and the 30th of Sef»- 
teiuber last, arrived, and dischar^rd their cargoes at this point, to be distributed along the 
shores of the Mississippi, through the valley of the Illinois. 3. La Piauanee Bay, M. Ter. 
Operations on this worn was resumed late in the working season^ bceause of the preva- 
lence of cholera, and the consequent difRculty of collecting the requisite foi-ce; however, 
they have been brought to a close, and the pier completed in the manner contemplated. 
3. Huron Harbor n OAi«.-The appropriation was auidejo late in the season, and the cholera 
appcariiig immediately after, (every where more or less upon the lake shore,) that the 
prosecution of the work was greatly retarded. Little has been done this year, except to 
procure materials. They are now in readiness to sink one pier, and, before the clo<ie of the 
•eason, hope to sink three more, exteudingthe piers 120 feet further into the lake. I'he 
works remain in good condition. The dt-ptn of water the same as last >ear, eiehi feet at its 
shoalest place. 4. Black River Harbor. — About 860 cords of gravel and sand nave been re- 
moved, and a further removal is expected to be made, so as to give nine feet of water at the 
close of th' season. 5. Cleavetand Harbor, OAio.— The piers are extended into the take 
the whole distance contemplated. The labor and materials now applied ar fur strength- 
ening the works, and keeping them in repair. The dt*pth -if water remains as last year, 
from ten to eleven feet 6. Grand River, OAto.— The pragress, condition, and disburse- 
ments, as well as the several estimates, have not been reported. 7. Cunningham's Creek, 
Ohio. — Noappropnation was made at the last session of Congress for extending or securing 
this work. 8. Athtabula Harbor, OAio.— I'he lalior on the harbor this season has been ap- 
plied principally in removing the rock and gravel which obstnict the channel. About 
thirteen thousand tons of stone and gravel have been removed this season. A depth of 
water is obtained from eight to nine feet alongside the east pier. From a register kept 
(since the 1st of May last, it appears that 53l vessels have touched at this port this season ; 
a few years ago, the arrivals did not exceed half a dozen the whole season. 9. ContteatU 
Harbor, Ohio.— i'he small sum that was left of last vear's appropriation has been appiied in 
repairing the works and deepening the channel. This sum has not been sufficient. 
10. Presque Isle Harbor, Pennsylvania.— The depth of water at the entrance is the same 
as last year, twelve feet, and from thence to the borough piers nine and a half feet, at its 
shoalest place. 11. Dunkirk Harbor, New Tor*.— The stone of the breakwater lias settled, 
in 352 yards (Mf it.to average about three feet through the whole length. 12. Buffulo Har- 
bor. New Tork, — These works approximate nearer to completion than any other on the 
south shore of Lake Erie. Much commendation is due to the superintendent lor the skill, 
industry, and perseverance, with which he has prosecuted this object. There is ten feet 
water in the channel, so that no vessel need ever be detained except for a very short time, 
when the water is lowered by the most severe gfales firom the east, which vei-y rarely occur. 
13. Black Rock Harbor.— A. portion of expenditures that have been incurred this season 
has been to strengthen the works on Bii-d Island, and the transverse piers, but mostly in 
the construction of anew pier, for which the appropriation was piincipailv designed, to 
protect the harbor against the influx of the sand along the lake shoi-e,and at the same 
time to shield it acaiost the reaction of the surA , 

14. Genne#Me /river.— Twenty-six cribs, of thirty by twentv feet, have been constructed 
and sunk this year at Gonnessee river, in from twelve to fifteen feet of water, and the 
work raised out of water; and will, b^ore the close of the season, together with eight other 
cribs, one fbrty feet, another thirty feet square, be carried up and levelled at the usual point, 
five feet above the surface (rf'the water, with timber, iron bolts, and stone, giving an ex- 
tent of 2,876 feet on either side ofthe river, making a total of 5,752 feet oi pier. This 
work has opened a ciwiked passage over sand bars, having seven feet of water upon them, 
to a fk-ee and straight line navigation of fifteen feet depth of water into Rochester harbor, 
where there are from eigliteen to twentv feet of water ; the work thus constructed is firm, 
and answers all the purposes expected (rem it. 1 5. Big Sodus Bay.— A t th is bay there have 
been oonstructed 5,378 feet in length of pier, di'<tribiited on both sides of its i-ntraiice, to 
which have been added, tliis year, twenty-four cribs, fourteen at the 1\ piers, sunk in from 
eleven to thirteen feet of water, and ten cribs deposited at the isthmus, to prevent the 
waves of the lake fVom breaking through into the bay. 16. Ostvego, Lake Ontario, New- 
fork.— The fanAn appropriated fur the works at this place berame available at so late a 
period, that it was found impracticable to do more than to repiiirthe injuries sustained by 
the storms of ice of the last winter, and to strengthen! the mole by a deposite of about nine 
hundred cords of large stone 

17. Monwnent on Steete"** ledge, Penobtcot Bay, ilf«.— The appropriation for this struc- 
ture became available too late in the season to aifinitof much being done during the pre- 
sent year. The measures proper to carry the intention of Congress into ef&ct have, 
however, been taken, and die work will progress with as little delay as practicable. 
18. Piers at Kennebtrnk^ Maine.— Tbm damages sustained last winter by the pier on the 
wtstem entrance into thw river, and the *' Perch rock** pier, were repaired during the last 
iuramer. Preparatieni have been made to commence early next season the «Q>vaX\^vv?^ksiD^ 
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tuiprovtmnl of Harbori and Rivtrt.

river, the work wai pat imder contract, but the contracton have faileA 4o Ailfil their en« 
gag^-raenti. Up to tne middle of December last they had bat partially cleared a small poiv 
tionof the river of itt obstructions, when their operations were arrested by hi|;fa water, 
which continued from that time to the dose of Auf^st. The further prosecution of the 
work has been, f ran necesnty, transferred to the Quartermaster's Department. . 

34. MobUe Harbor, Alabameu-'Th*: operations at this place were, eariy in the present 
year, brouriit tu a satisfactonr termination. The channel throi^ this pass is lOO feet 
wide, and 10 deep. The wiaiht^ the channel was, however, soon Aeoveied to be iasuflk 
cient to admit the tree passage of vessels with adverse winds ; and* to avoid this difllealty^ 
a eoutractforan enlargement to 300 feet was made, but has recently been abandoned 1^ 
the contracior. 35. Panagoula River, MUtutippi.— The difficulties with tht* contractor, 
rtitTred to, last yvar, still cuntinae, to a certain extent, to e xisiy and to retard the operations 
of the improvement at the moutii of this river. The work u progressing, yet so slowly, 
and so little to the satisfaction of the general soperintf ndent, that ne proposed, shovtd no 
improvement in this respect, have taken place by the first of this month, to resort to Itigal 
measures to abrogate the contract. 

3d. Ohio and MitHtnf^i i?ix«r«.— Since the last inspection of the works for the im- 
provement of the navigation of the Ohio ai)d BBssissippi, the superintendent has steadily 
pursued the plan of operations previously adopted on those rivers, and with the laine su^ 
cess. In the months of October, November, tnfl December, 1833. and January and Feb- 
ruary, 1834, the steam snag boats, and the machine boa^ worked by h tud, removed'fh>m 
the bed of the Mississippi <«ud Arkansas rivers, 3;923 tuagau and in the same time, the crews 
of those boats cut from the dry bars of the Arkansas, and felled from the bluff banks c^ 
the Mississippi, 5,993 trees. One thousand three hundred and eighty-^ve of the snags 
removed were taken from the bed of the Mississippi, and 1,021 trees were felled fimm its 
blutf banks. One thousand five hundred and thirty-seven of the snags were taken out of 
the bed of the Arkansas river,and 3,372 of thetrers weie cut fiom its dry bars. The work 
donein the Arkansas river has produeeda very beneficial t-ffect, buthas not been complett^* 
to the full extent, as far up as Little Rock, the highest point to which the work was carried^ 
owing to the stage of watt-r being too high daring pan of the time the boats wereoperatinr 
in that river* The full amount of the appropnati<m for that river has been expended. 
The number of snags removed exceeds th'e amount reported by Lieutenant Brown, in his 
examination, to have been in that part of the river. The work done on the Mismsippi 
durine^rhe year has been oMT much advantage to the improvement of its navinition. Yhe 
lorn of boats during the but year by snags, in that river nas been less than in former years. 
But three steamboats were lost in that time. 37. Red River, Louifianii.— Operations on 
this river were suspended last fall for want of fbnds. The appropriation for their further 

Srosectition was uia<le at so late a period as to render it impracticable to do any thing 
nringf the lastsaminer. The ag^nt charged with the improvement has, however, made 
all the necessary preparations to prosecute the work with despatch, to the extent of the 
available means, and is, no doubt, at the great raft ere this. 38. Arkanttu River, Arkannu 
Territory.y^The operations for the improvement of this river were prosecuted last winter 
ti' i the funds were exhausted. They extended from the mouth c^ the river to Little Rock, 
a distance of 250 miles. Within these limits, 1,557 snags were taken from the channel, and 
3,370 snags and logs cut fVom the sand bars, and under the banks within the bed of the 
river. 39. Cianberland JS/v^r.— The operations for improving the navigation of this river 
have been directed to strengthening the wing dams at Flax Patch bar, the head and foot 
of Harpeth island, and to quarryine and removing the rock from the channel way of 
Harpeth shoals, the bottom of whicii is stated to be reduced to an even stirfkce, and to 
have more water over it than the sand bars below. A number of the most dangerous snags 
have been removed from the bed of the stream between the shoal and Lme island. A con- 
glomerate of gravel and iron ore, forming a ledge in the channel of the DeviPs chute, at 
a place where it is but 27 feet wide, has beep, in pait. taken out, and the whole will most 
likely be removed thisfhll. After this the force will be concentrated at Line island, to 
raise the steamer President, wrecked last June in the channel at that place. 

IIL LIGHT HOUSES AND BEACON LIGH FS. 
The appropriations for the lights at Huron, Grand river, Cunningrham creek, Ashtabula 
creek, Conneaut creek, in the State of Ohio ; Genesee river. Big Sodus bay, and Oswego, 
in New York > and Goat island, llJvode Island, were referred for application to this depart- 
me:)t. Measures have been taken to applv th** fVinds for the first five named, but those 
fbr the latter not being sufficient to accomplish any thing (rf* a permanent and substantial 
aluuraeter, it was deemed proper to wait the further action of Congress in the matter. 

IV. ROADS. 
1. RomUfrom Detroit to Fort Gratiot, Saganaw, mouth of Ofand River, and Chicago, 
in the Territory of Michigan.—'So appropriations having been made at the last session of 
Congrau for the oontiiiuaiion ot these roads, operations on them wert , of course, limited to 
the rands remaining to be applied from the appropriations of the previous ^ear. 2. Road 
from La PiaioaneeBay to the road leading from OetroU to Chicago, AficAi^n.— Circum- 
stances have compiled to render the last season one of the most onpropitious for the pro- 
gress of this road. The continued rains of last fall and spring, and the prevalence of dvb-\^

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INDIAN AFFAIRS. 
OperatioM under the Indian Department during the yemr 1834. 

Measures have been adopted for the execution of the several treaties 
with the Cherokees, Creeks, Sv'minolesy Ap|ialachicolas, Quapaws^ the 
united bands of Otoes and Missourias of the river Pintle, and the four 
confederated bands of Pawnees of the Platte and the Loup Fork, all 
of which were ratified at the last session of Congress. Preparatory steps 
have also been taken foi- the removal of the Creeks and Seroimtles, and 
it is expected that a considerable portion of those tribes will be removed 
beyond the Mississippi during the ensuing season, and find a happier home 
in the domains set apart for their residence, under the guaranty of the 
United States. , 

In pursuance of instructions from the department. General William 
Marshall, Indian agent for the Miamies, opened a negotiation recently 
with the chiefs of that tribe, for the purchase of theii land in the State 
of Indiana. He has succeeded in procuring from them a cession of two 
hundred thousand acres, on terms advantageous to themselves and the 
United States It may be considered the precursor to a total cesMon of 
their remaiuing land in that State, and their consequent emigration to 
the western territoiy; a result flesiiable in many respects, especially con- 
necied with advantHges to a portion of our citizens, and doubly gratify- 
ing from its being compatible with the best interests of the tribe. 

The alteration proposed by a resolution of the Senate at the last ses' 
sion of Congress, in the boundaries of the land granted by the Chicago 
treaty of 1833, to the united nation of Chippewa, Ottawa, and Potta- 
watamie Indians, has received their assent under certain modifications, 
specified in their agreement of the 1st of October last. 

No material alteration ha«( taken place during the past year in the con- 
dition of the Cherokees. The question of emigration finds them still 
divided, and a considerable portion appear to be insensible of. the mani 
fest benefits accruing from its adoption. Without tolerable unanimity, 
it is impossible to proceed with it advantageously to all parties interested 
in the general issue. In the mean time, the division has engendered 
much malignancy, and the opposing parties appear to evince a rancor 
bordering on hostility. Occasionally their animosity has broken out into 
acts of violence; and, in one instance, resulted in the death of a very 
meritorious an^d much regretted individual. On his return from their 
National Council at Red Clay, in August last, where the question of 
emigration was agitated in a tumultuous and excited meeting, John 
Walker, jr., one of their leading men friendly to its adoption, was way- 
laid and shot. The necessary orders for the arrest of the assassins were 
promptly issued by Governor Carroll, the present executive of Tennes 
see. Several persons are now in confinement on a charge of having 
taken part in the murder Should the occasion call for it, the military 
will be ordered out for the protection of those who decide on emigration, 
and of the emigrating officers of the government engaged in this hazard- 
ous and responsible service. 

A negotiation has been commenced by Governor Lucas, of Ohio, with 
the band of Wyandots in that State, for a cession of their remaining 
land, and their removal to the west of the Mississippi ; and recent com- 
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muaicitioDS furnifh stroof grounds of belief, that under his judiciouft 
mafiagemeut it will be eTentualljr brought to a successful close. 

The ezpeditioo to the far west, uoder the commaod of General Lea- 
venworth, unnertakeo in compliance with orders from the War Depart^ 
ment, for the olijects therein detailed, proceeded on its route through 
regions almost unknown^ aud amid difficulties of the most perplexing 
nature. In consequence of the death of tlMit brave and lamented officer 
while iu the performance of duty, the command devolved on Colonel 
Dodge, who returned with the expedition to Fort Gibson, blinking along 
« number of the chiefs of the Pawnee and Kioway Indians, bold and 
warlike tribes, who have entertained no very friendly feelings towards 
our citisens, between whom and ihem there had hitherto been but little 
intercourse. These tribes being borderers on the newly occupied Indian 
territories, it became imperative to repress their hostile disposition, unMer 
the guaranty of the United States to afford adequate protection to the 
emigrating Indians. 

With the view of establishing pacific relations between these and other 
tribes, a general council was held under the auspices of Colonel DoHgn 
and Major F. W Armstrong, which resulted in mutual engagements of 
peace and friendship, fortified by proper intimations on the part of those 
officers, in behalf of their government, of support to the injured, and 
punishment to aggretisors. 

At the general council, impressive speeches were delivered by several 
chiefs of (tie Creek, Cheiokee, Osage and Choctaw tribes In their 
addresses to the warlike chiefs then assembled, th''y took occasion sub- 
stantially to observe, ^* that their people had opened their ears to the 
aHvice which had been given to them, and Hdopted the habits of the 
white man, and that by so doing they had become peaceful, prosperous?, 
ancl happy; that they had' relinquished the chase, and cultivated the 
earth, an't thnt by becoming agricultural they lived in peace, and in the 
enj 'yment of abundance; and that the 8>tme ine^timablH benefits would 
assuredly await all the tribes who would walk in the same path.^' 

The duties and services of the commissioners west have closed by the 
e>piration of their commission, according to the provisions of the art 
under which they were appointed. Great benefit has resulted to the 
various tribes by virtue of their mission. Important treaties were con 
eluded by them, existing divisiooe were healed, difficulties that ibreatent'd 
collision were settled, and a epiiit of peAce and conciliation was infused 
among the Indians through their Histrumenlality. 

There is little mention to be made of Indian hostilities during the past 
year. They have been few, and those not of an aggravated nature. A 
steady and onward course isob^ervahle among tne Indian tribes towards 
the grand point of civilization. Their long imputed indomitable spii t 
of revenge, and their eager thirst for war, have undergone a sensible 
change in the process of meliorating rircumstancee The happiest cnn* 
•equeocefl may be anticipated from extending tlie means of tuition among 
their young people, from the introduction of mechauical arts into the 
diffttrent tiibea, and' from the increased attention bestowed on agricultu- 
ral pursuits, under the patronage of government, throughout the territo* 
ries of emtgratlooi nor can the gratuitous but useful labors of the 
missionary, and the inculcation of the pure docirines of christia.^V\^.^\^^

In all of them, instraction is imparted in reading, writing| 4|ittimetic, 
and geography. At many of them the bnys are initiated in l(Nin«bes of 
the mechanic arts, and cultivate the soil. At the Tuscarow-Mtion, in 
NeV York, tuition is imparted on the plan adopted for inlkiitMboolSy 
and with marked success. The temperance society contains eighty mem- 
bers, the sabbath school thirty pupils, and fifty are united to the church. 
The children at the Mohegan school, in Connecticut, are employed on 
farms cultivated by natives. Others of the youth of this band enter on 
tK>iud the ships in the whale fishery. And as an indication of a spirit ' 
of enterprise, and industry, the wish of some to cultivate the mulberry 
tree, with a view to the establishment of a silk manufactory, may Dp 
cited. • 

The American Board of Foreign Missioiia propose to pilnt 
Union station, in the Cherokee country west of the Mississlpj^^ boi4ti 
the languages of the Cherokees, Creeks, Choctaws, and tJsagiMr And 
the Rev. Mr. McCoy, under the auspices of the Baptisf G^naral Conven* 
tioD, has issued proposals for publishing a sefoiHnoatli'§r periodical at 
the Shawanee uiiision, three hundred miles ^ftifof St. liouii. Several 
books have been priuted at this press, in the Mugv^^s of the diflferent 
tribes. The object of Mr. McCoy, and his askociates, is to lurnish his- 
torical sketcbee «f past, Wd tfi>ticea of preseflt oftfprrences, including 
rthe transactioBt'Of the general government, and of societies. 
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The Choctaw Acdiltiny, la Kantsrky, eonuint eno hmiilrad aaH My* 
til pupils ; this numbar vUl b« locrwaMd by flftaen Cbickasam-t, a« tha 
chiefs of that tribe have recaatly requaated their education noooy migbt 
anight b« eipended at this institotion Tba iotpoctors, io tbahr last r«- 
port, represent tbe academy to be in a bi^ly prosperoot condition \ the 
buildings ereoted to ba upon a plan convenient and economical ; tba pro- 
Ti»ion made for the rorofort and health of the scholars to ba liberal { and 
the care taken to promote their moral and intellectual advancement, kind 
and parentaL The buildings and shool apparatus are yaiued at eight 
thousand dollars. Tba coat of winter clothing for each scholar is esti-' 
mated at forty-sii dollars and twenty-l«vo canta, of the summer cloth-' 
log at tbirty-ooa dollars and eighty sia cants. This academy, conducted 
Judiciously, will, at no distant day, send forth scholars competent to teach 
others, and thus accomplish tha object of Congrasaf Indicated by its le- 
gisUtion at tha last teasloD. 

Upon the recommendation of two members of Congress, aid baa bean 
rendered to ^lorrisB. Pierce, a Seneca, who Is now at Tbetford arada- 
my, Vermont, fitting himself to enter Dartnoutb college, in New Uamp-

An Act to regulaie trade and initreount %piih the Indian TVt^er, and la 

preiente peace on the/rontieri, 

Srg. 1. Be it ehaeted by the Senate and Hotoe of RepreseniaHrte tf\ 
the United Statet ofAmeriea^ in Congreu auemt^Ud^ That all that part of, 
the United States west of the Mississippi, and not within the States of 
Missouri and Louisiana, or tbe Territory of Arkansas, and, also, that part 
of tbe United States east of tba Mississippi rivei, «na uot wlihinaay State 
to which the Indian title hat not been aiting;uished, for the purposaa of: 
this act, be taken and deemed to be the Indian country. | 

Skc. % And be it further enaeted^ That no person shall be permitted 
to trad* «riUl any of t\w Indians (in the Indian country) without a It* 
centt tMqiir, from a superintendent of Indian Affairs, or Indian agent» 
or sub^fiiirt, which license shall be issued for a term uot exceeding two 
yeats Ibr the tribes east of the Mississippi, and not exceeding three yean 
for the tribes west of that liver. And the person applying for such IM 
cense shall give bond in a penal sum not exceeding five thouManddolIar^l 
with one or more sureties, to ba approved by the person issuing the saiiia»l 
conditioned that such person will faithfully observe all the laws and!

An Act to provide for the Organization of the Department of Indian 

Affairs, 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America^ m Congress assembled^ That the duties of 
the Governors of the Territories ot Florida and Arkansas, as superin- 
tendents of Indian Affairs* shHll hereafter ceai>e, and i^e duties of the 
Governor of the T >rritory of Michigaq, as i^uperinienr'ent of Indian 
Affairfi, shall cease from and after the establishment of a new teiritory, 
euibraciog the country we^t of Lak» Michigan* should such a territory 
be established. And while the Governor of the said Territory of Mirhi- 
gan continues to act as Superintendent of Indian Affairi>, he ^hall receive 
therefor, the annual sum ol one thousand dollars, in full of all allow- 
ances, emoluments, or conipen»aiion for services in said capacity* 

Sec. 2. And be il further enaeted^ That there shall be a superinten- 
dency of Indian Affairs for all the Indian country not within the bounds 
of any State, or Territory west of the Mississippi river, the Superinten- 
dent of which shall reside at St. Louis, and shall annually receive a 
salary of fifteen hundred dollaie. 

Sbc 3. And be it further enacted. That Superintendents of Indian 
Affairs shall, within their several superintendencie^, exercise a general 
supervision and control over the official conduct and accounts of all 
officers and persons employed by the Government in the Indian Depart- 
ment, under such regulations as shall be established by the President of 
the United States; and may suspend such officers and persons from their 
office or employments, for leasons forthwith to be communicated to the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, ThAt the following Indian agents 
shall be appointed by the President of the United States, by and with the 
advice and conseat of the Senate, who shall hold their offices for the 
term of four years, and who shall give bond, with two or more securities, 
in the penal sum of two thousand dollars, for the faithful execution of 
the same, and shall receive the annual compensation of fifteen hundred 
dollars : 

Two agents for the Western Territory; an agent for the Cbickfisaws; 
ao agent for the Eastern Cherokees;an agent for the Florida Indians; 
an agent for the ladiansin the State of Indiana ; an agent at Chicago;! 
ao agent at Rock Island ; an agent at Prairie du Chien ; an agent fot\^

thif ty-stx ; and all other agenci<*s, not provided for in fto» act, fiom and 
after the paraing thereof: Pronded, That tne limitation of sai^ agi*ncie8 
shall not be construed to prevent thp President of the Uniie'l States from 
diacontinuine the same at an earlier period. And the Piesidpnt shall b»-, 
and be it hereby aotborised, nhenever he may ju^ge i> expetiieot. todiii* 
cnntinne any Indian agency, or to transfer the same^ from the place or 
trii»e designated by law, to such otb'r place or trilM* as the public service 
m>»y requiie. And eveiy Indian agent shall reside and keep his agency 
Within or near the territmy of the tribe for which be may be agent, 
and at such place as the President may designate, and shall not depart 
from the limit' of bis agency witbooi permisMon %ad it shall be com- 
petent for the President to leqiure anj military officer of the United 
States to execute the (duties of Initiao agent. 

Sec. 5. And be it /uriher enaciedt That a competent number of sub- 
agents shall be appointed by the President, with an annual salary of 
seven hundred and fifty dollats each, to be employed and to reside wbere- 
aver the President may direct, and who shall give bonds, with one or 
more sureties, in the penal sum of one thousHOd dollars, for the faithful 
execution of the same. But no sub- agent shall be appointed who shall 
reside «iibiu the limits of any ageniy where there is an agent appointed. 

Sbc. 6. And be H further enacted. That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to require the re appointment of persons now in office, 
until the expiration of their present terra of service ; but the commis- 
sions of all Indian agents and sub-agents, now in officer, shall expire on 
the foutth day of March next, unless sooner teinnnated. 

Sec 7 And be it further enarted. That the limits of each agency 
and sub-agency shall be established by the Sectetary of War, either by 
tiibes or by geographical boundaries. And it shall be the general duty 
of IiidiaD agents and sub-agents to maOAge and superintend the inter- 
course with the Indians within their respective agencies, agree^-bly to 
Ihw: to obey all legal instructions given to them ^ by the Secretary of 
Wai, the Commissioner of Inriinn Affairs, or the Saperinteodent of In- 
dian Affairs ; and to carry into affect such regulations as may be prescrib- 
ed by the Pre^Snent. 

Skc. 8. And be it further enacted, IThat the President of the United 
States may, from time to time, require addititional secuiity, and in larger 
amounts, from all persons charged or trusted, under the laws of the Uni- 
ted states* with the disbursement or application of money, goods, or 
effects of any kind, on account of the Indian Uepaitment. 

S£C. 9. And be tt further enacted, Thar an interpreter shall be allow- 
ed to each agency, who shall receive an annual salary of three hundred 
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Hollars : Prondedf That where there are different tribes in tife same 
agency, spealLiug different languages, one interpreter may be allow* 
ed, at the discretion of the Secretary of War, for each of the said tribes. 
Interpreters shall be nominated, by the proper agents, to the War De- 
partment for approval, and may be suspended, by the agent, from pay 
and duty, and the ciicumstances reported to the War Department for 
final action; and blacksmiths shall in like manner, be employed wherever 
requiied by treaty stipulatiuni ; and such blacksmith shall receive an 
annual co'npensation of four hundred and eighty dollars ; and if they fur- 
nish their shop and tools, an additional sum of one hundred and t«venty dol- 
lars ; and their assistants shall De allowed an annual compensation of two 
hundred and forty dollars. And wherever farmers, mechanics, or teach 
ersaie required by treaty stipulations to be provided, they shall be em- 
ployed under the direction of the War D.epiirtment,<and shall receive an 
annual compensation of not less than four hundred and eighty dollars, 
nor more than six hundred dollars. And in all cases of the appointments! 
of interpreters or other persons employed for the benefit of the Indians,} 
a preference shall be given to persons of Indian descent, if such can be 
found, who are pro{)ei ly qualified for the execution of the duties. And 
where any of the tribes are, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, 
competent to direct the employment of their blacksmiths, mechanics, 
teachers, farmers, or other persons engag,ed for them, the direction of 
such persons may be given to tfie proper authority of the tribe- 

Sbc 10. ^nd be it further enaetedt That the compensation prescrib 
ed by this act &hall be in full of all emoluments or allowances whatso- 
ever: Provided^ however. That, where necessary, a reasonable allowance 
or provision may be made for offices and office contingencies: And prO' 
vtdedf also. That where persons are required, in the performance of the! 
duties under this act, to travel fiom one place to another, their actual 
expenses, or a reasonable sum in lieu thereof, may be allowed them : 
^nd provided, alto. That no allowance shall be made to any person for 
travel or expenses in coming to the seat of Government to settle bis 
accounts, unless thereto required by the Secretary of War: And pro- 
videdy aUOf That no person shall hold more than one office at the same 
time under this act, nor shall any agent, sub-agent, interpreter, or per- 
son employed under this act, receive his salary while absent from his 
agency or employment without leave of the Superintendent or Secre- 
tary of War : Provided^ such absence shall at no time exceed sixty days 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted. That the payment of all annui- 
ties nr other ^uins stipulated by treaty to be made to any Indian tribe, 
shall be made to the chiefs of such tribe, or to such person as said tribe 
shall appoint; or if any tribe shall appropriate their annuities to the pur- 
pose of education, or to any other specific u«e, then to such person or 
persons as such tribe shall designate. 

Sbo. 12. And be it further enacted^ That it shall be lawful for the Pre- 
sident of the United States, at the request of any Indian tribe to which 
any annuity shall be payable in money, to cause the same to be paid in 
{oods, purchased a^ provided in the next section of this act. 

Sso. 13. And be it further eiuteted. That all merchandise required by 
any Indian treaty for the Indians, payable after making of such treaty, 
shall be purchased under the direction of the Secretary of War, upon pro- 
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It to be received, to be bated on noticet previoutly to be giveii i end 
mil merobandite reqaired at ibe makiDgof any ludiao treaty tball IH-pur- 
cbated under tbe order of ibe coroinittioDerfv by tueb perioo at tbey tbaU 
appoint, or by tucb perton at tball be detigaated by tbe Pretideat for 
that purpose. And all other purcbeset ob accooat of the India n*, and all 
paymenu to ihem of money or goods, tball be made by tucb perton at 
the Pretident thall dett^na'e for that purpose. And the superintendent, 
agent, or sub-agent, together wfih such military oiBcer as tbe President 
may direct, shall be present, an<l certify to the delivery of all goods and 
money required to be paid or delivered to the Indians. And the duties re 
quired by any section of this art, of militery officers, shall be^ performed 
without any other eompeaeatloB than th<*ir actual travelling expenses ; 
and all pertont whattoever, charged or trutted with the disbursement or 
application of moneys goods, or eilects of any kind, for tbe benefit of the 
Indians, thall settle their accounts, annually at the War DepHrtment, on 
the first day of October | and copies of tbe same thall be laid, annually, 
before Congress at the commencement of the ensuing session, by the pro- 
per accounting officers; together with a list of tbe namea of all persons to 
whom money, goods, or effects had been delivered within said year, for 
tbe tienefit of the Indian?, spefifying the amount and object for which it 
a-as intended, and showing who are delinquents, if any, in forwarding 
their accounts according to the provisions of this act ; and, also, a Ibt ol 
the names of all persons appointed or employed undei this act, with the 
dates of their appointment or employment, and tbe salary a ad pay of 
each. 

8sc. 14. ^nd be ii further enaeied. That no person emplqjred in tbe 
Indian Department shall havaany interest or concern in any trade witb 
the Indians, except for, and on account of, the United St<«tes; and any 
person oifending herein, shall forfeit tbe sum of &^% thousand ddllars^ and 
upon satisfactory information* of such offsnce Inking laid before the Pratl- 
deut of the United States, it shall become bis doty to remove such pertan 
from the office oi situation he may hold. 

SxG. 15. ^nd be U further enacted^ That the President shall be, and 
he is hereby, authorised to cause any of the friendly Indians west of tbe 
Mississippi river, and north of the boundary of the Western Terriiary» 
and fhe region upon Lalie Superior and the bead of the Mississippi, to be 
furnished with uteful domestic animals andimplementari^llusbandry, and 
with goods, as he thall think proper : Provided^ That tae whole amount 
of such presents shall not escead tbe sura of five thousand dolUis. 

Src. 16. ^nd be it further enacted^ That the President be, and he is 
hereby, auihorized to cause such rations as he shall judge proper, and 
at can be spared from the army provisions without injury to the service, 
to be issued, under such regulations as he shall think fit to establish, to 
Indians who may visit the military posts or agencies of the ynited States 
on the frontiers, or iu their respective nations, and a special account of 
these issues shall be kept and rendered. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted. That the President of tbe Unitad 
State« shall be, and be is hereby, authorized to prescribe such rules a 
regulations at he mey think fit, for carrying into effisct the various provl 
sions of this acr, and of any other act relating to Indian affaire, and tt 
the settlement of the accouuu of the Indian DepartmenL 
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Sso. 18 And be it further enaetedf That all acts, or parts of acu, 
contrary to the provisions of this act, shall be, and the SHUie are hereby 
repealed. [Approved, June SOih, 1834.] 

Regulaiiont eoncemtng tlit payment of Indian Annuities, 

1. All annuities payable by treaty stipulations to any Indian tribe, 
will be hereafter paid by a military officer, to be designated for that 
purpose, under the provisions of the act pissed June 30tb, 1834, entitle!^ 
'* An act to provide for the organization of the Dnpaitment of Indian af- ' 
fairs,** except where, from some local cause or other circumstance, it 
may become necessary to have the payments otherwise made ; in which 
event, special instructions for that purpose will be given by the Secreta- 
ry of War. 

2. The officer designated for the above duty will be advised thereof 
through the proper military office, but the necessary instructions for the 
execution of the duty will be given by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 

3. Drafts for the payment of the annuities will be transmitted to such 
officer, who will procure the necessary funds thereupon, and transport 
them to the place of payment The annuities will be paid in specie, 
except where the Indians are willing to receive b'tnk bills, which, at the 
place of payment, are equivalent to gold and silver. If the Indians fully 
understand the value of such bank billf>, which are equivalent to gold 
and silver at the place of payment, and are willing to receive the same 
(o avoid the expense and risk f^f transportation, bills, under such circum- 
stances, may be paid to them. But the officers making and superintend- 
ing the payment will take care that the Indians fully understand the 
matter, and act according to the dictates of their own judgment. 

4. When it becomes necessary to psty annuities, instructions will be 
given by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs to the proper agent or sub- 
agent, and also to the officer designated to make thn payment. The 
agent or sub-agent will fix upon the time and place, and will advise the 
officer of the same, and such officer will make his arrangements to have 
funds ready at the time and place fixed upon. 

5 The proper agent or sub-agent will take care that the Indians receive 
the necessary information. In order that they may ascemble at the time 
and place designated { for that purpose he is authorized to send messages 
to the tribe, mhI the expense of such messages will be defrayed upon his 
certificate by the officer designated to make the payment. It is presura 
ed, however, that the necessary information may be communicated gene- 
rally, without expense; and in do instance will the expenses for this 
object, for any one agency or sub-agency, be allowed to exceed the sum 
of one hundred dollars, unless a previous representation of the necessity 
thereof be made lo the War Department and approved. 

6. From the situation and circumstances of the various Indian tiibes, 
a uniform rule respecting the issuing of provisions during the payinttot of 
annuities cannot be prescribed. Some of the tribes will require no such 
assistance, while it must be rendered to others. In the instructions issued' 
on the subject of the annuities, the Commissioner of Indian Aflfairs will 
designate those agencies or sub-agencies where it will become necessary 
to provide assistance during the time of payment In all cases, however, 
where the payment is made in the vicinity of a military post, the necea-

before the persons superiotending su^ payment. They will inquire into 
the circumstances, and intefrogate the Indians { and if they are satisfied 
the claim is just, they wilt then malce ai format demand upon the tribe for 
satisfaolion* Ir, thereupon, such tribe agree to make satisfaction, the 
an^unt shall be taken from the annuity due tv such tribe, and paid to 
the person entitled thereto. Triplicate receipts will be taken from the 
person receiving such payment, expressing the nature and circumstances 
thereof; one of which shall be kept by the agent or sub-agent; one shall 
be delivered to a chief of the tribe, and the third shall be transmitted, 
with the annuity receipts, to the office of fndian Affairs. The annuity 
receipt will also express the payment so made-?-tliat is, it will acknow- 
ledge, on the part of the Indians, the receipt of the whole annuity due to 
them; specifying that such part was due to them, and such part to tli» 
person named, on account of the injury before mentioned. 

14 If the Indians refuse to allow such claim, the agent, sub-agent,' 
and military officers attending the payment, will, after making the inqui- 
ries aforesaid, state all the circumstances which may become known to 
them, and Certify the same, together with their opinion, with the docu- 
ments and proofs, to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, for ultimate 
decision. And when it shall be decided that the claimant is entitled 
CO redress, special instructions will be issued to the proper agent or sub* 
agent, and at the next period of paying the annuity the amount will bej 
deducted there/rem, and paid to the proper person. And the Indians 
will be informed that such is the decision of the President upon the case. 
15 Payments of all annuities will be made in public, and in the pre- 
sence of whatever persons may choose to attend ; and triplicate receipt' 
rolls will be prepared, and will be signed by the proper chiefs of the 
tribe. These receipt rolU will be witnessed by two or more respectable 
persons, who may attend the payment, and will be duly certified by the 
persons making and superintending the same; two of these rolls will be 
forwarded for settlement. 

16. The agent or sub-agent will reduce to writing the substance of nil 
the speeches made by the Indians who may be present, and transmit fair] 
copies of the same to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. These 
speeches will be certified by the military officers. 

17. The aboveroentioned law provides that no allowance will be made 
to any military officer for his services, except for his actual travelling 
expenses. The expenses of transporting the annuity, including a rea- 
sonable compensation to a confidential person, to aid in the transporta- 
Ition, where the amount is large, will be paid upon the production of 
proper vouchers, and the certificate of the officer makings the expenditure. 
Where, from exposed situations, or from the magnitude of ihe sum, it 
may become necessary to provide for the greater security of the funds, 
instructions will1)cf issued (torn the Adjutant General's Office to the res- 
pective commanding officers to furnish such a guard as may be required. 

It is intended to designate the officers at each station, doing the duty 
of qnartermaster or commissary, to disburse the funds herein referred to. 
And, as a general rule, the commanding officer of the post will be up- 
pointed to aid in superintending the payment. Necessary exceptions 
iron these rules, when they occur, will be provided for. 

18 It will be the duty of the agent or sub*agent, and m ilitary officers 
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attendiai^ these payments, to explaiu fully to the Iixiiaui the provisions 
of the I6th and 17th sections of the ahoTementioned act, which pre- 
scribe the mode of redress, as well for white persons as Indians, 
wf^ injuries are committed by one upon the other. And the Indians 
willy at such times, bi enjoined to restrain their own people from com- 
mitting injarief, not only as the oflfender is liable to puniti)m«nt, but be- 
cause the amount will be deckicted from the annuity due to the tribe ; and 
they wtU also be informed that the law raiikes adequate provision for their 
tompensation when they are Injured by citisens of the United States; 
but if they ende «vor to procure redress by violent means, they become 
aot only liable to punishment, but forfeit all their claims to compensation. 
19 The twelfth section of the above named act having provided that 
when any Indian tribe requests ity the annuity due to such tribe may be 
paid in goods, it will be the duty of the agent or sub-agent, while at- 
tending any annuity payment, to communicate this information to the 
Indians, and to inquire of them whether they desire their next annuity 
to be paid in money or in goods* Their answer will be signed by the 
chiefs, certified by the agent. or sub-agent, and transmitted to the <7om- 
missioner of Indian Aflfairs; and the Indians will be informed that the 
next annuity will be paid in the mode pointed out by them, and arrange- 
ments will accordingly be made therefor. 

20. Where an annuity is payable in goods, either by law, by treaty, 
or at the request of the Indians, such goods will be purchased by con- 
tract, to be based upon proposals previously issued. Such proposals 
will be issued under the direction of the Secretary of War, and by a pet- 
son to be designated by him, and will give at least thirty days' previous 
notice. Such notice will specify the amount required, the time and place 
of delivery, and will describe, as minutely as practicable, the kinds and 
quality of the ? arious articles required. In determining the kind and 
qualify of the articles, regard must be had to the habits and tastes of the 
tribe for whom such articles are designed. Of this, the proper superiO" 
teudent, agent, or sub-agent must judge, unless the Indians themselves 
shall decide the matter. With this view, the subject will be explained 
to them at every annuity payment, and, if they see fit, the various articltt 
in the proportions to be indicated by them, will be purchased accordingly 
for the next payment. The mode of determining the quantity will be •• 
follows: if, for instance, the annuity due to the tribe be ten thousand 
dollars, the proposals will state. that such a portion of that amount, say 
two thousand dollars, will be for blankets — such a portion, say two 
I thousand dollars, for strouds — such a portion, say one thousand doll arty 
for calicoes — such a portion, say five hundred dollars, for powder — such 
a portion, say five hundred dollars, for tobacco — and so on ; designating 
the proportional part which shall be assigned to each particular object. 
The goods will be transported to the place of delivery at the sole expen^• 
of the contractor, and kept there at his risk until delivered by the proper 
officers to the Indians. In all cases, patterns of blankets, strouds, and 
such other articles as cannot be described with sufficient precision, will be 
deposited at some convenient place for inspection, and the articles to be fur- 
nished will be in conformity therewith. If they are not in such conformi- 
ty, they will be liable to the proceeding subsequently described herein. 
21* The agent, op sub-agent and military officers attending the paj- 
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meot will particularly examine all the articles, and will take -care that 
they are of the proper quality, so that full justice shall be done to the In- 
dians. In case the goods are oot upon the spot, it shaH be referred to 
th«m whether they will receive the money, or wait till the goods can be 
procured, either at that or the succeeding season. If they choose to re- 
ceive the money, it shall be immediately procured, and paid to them on 
the principle before described. It they prefer the goods, surh goods shall 
be procured by a new contract, the same season if practicable^ but if 
there is not time then, it shall be done at the ne&t season. But if the 
goods are ready for delivery, and are found defective in quality, then the 
Indians shall also be called upon to decide whether they will rect^ive such ^ . 
articles as are found defective, or whether they wish th** payment to b9^f^/ - 
made as is provided in this article. If they prefer the latter, the pro* 
ceedings above described will take place; but if they agree to accept 
the defective articles at such a price as the agent or sub agent and mili- 
tary officer may fix, then such persons will ascertain the difference in 
value between the articles so delivered, and those required to be deliver- 
ed, and shall deduct double the amount thereof from the sum to be paid 
to the contractor, and pay the tame to the Indians. But if the agent or 
sub-agent and military officer are satisfied that the quality of the articles 
is such that it would not be proper for the Indians, under any circum- 
stances, to receive them, then they will explain the matter without refer • 
ring the question to the Indians, and will proceed in other respects as be- 
fore described. 

22. Forms of notices for proposals for goods, and for contracts for the 
same, will be prepared and transmitted by the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs. Every contractor will be required to give bond in twice the 
amount to be furnished, with at least three sufficient securities, whose 
solvency and respectability shall be known to the officer making the con- 
tract, or to respectable persons known to him. 

23 Goods for the Indians will be delivered in the same manner as is 
provided in the delivery of specie. They will be divided into separate 
shares, or be handed over in bulk, as the Indians may choose The con- 
tracts will be transmitted to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, with the 
receipt rolls of the Indians as vouchers foi^ the settlement of the accounts. 
No portion of the rnoney will be paid until after the goods are actually 
received by the Indians. 

24. In order to preserve the proper authority of the agent or sub- agent 
with the lodianSy the agent or sub-agent will be the organ of communica- 
tion at all annuity payments.

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MILITAKY ACADEMY.* 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF VISITERS. 

WssT Poivr, N. Y., June 17, 18341 
To the Secretary of War: 

Sir : In complinnce with your request, the undersignrd have attended, 
felt a Board of Vieiterc, during the genera J examination at the United 
States* Military Academy, jusi concluded, and have ** directed their in- 
quiries to a full and free investigation in regard to the couise of instruc- 
tion, both military and scientific, and to the internal police, discipline, 
and fiscal concerns of the institution." That these several objects of in- 
quiry mit;hl be attended to as thoroughly and successfully as possible, 
the board, at its organization, referred them to separate committees, who 
have presented full reports with regard to them, accompanied by some 
suggestions for the improvement of the institution- Copies of these re- 
ports are forwarded to you ; and the board take the liberty of referring 
you to them for details, >a bile they confine their joint report to a general 
and brief view of the present condition of the academy. 

The fidelity of the professors, and the assiduity and proficiency of their 
pupils, were tested by an examination on the several subjects, extending 
over eleven days, and continued each day for eight hours. 

The sciences not strictly profi-ssional, included in these examinations, 
were mathematics, taught here from the elements of aritlimetir, to the 
profound theorems of the integral calculus ; natural philosophy, including 
mechanics and astronomy ; chemistry, in connexion with mineralogy and 
geology '; and, lastly, rhetoric, and nsoral and political science. 

The subjects of professional study are, civil and military engineering, 
and infantry and artillery tactics ; witb the last of which are connected 
ballistics and pyrotechny. 

A part of the fiist two years is devoted to the study of the French lan- 
guage, with which a competent acquaintance is required of the cadets. 

Lastly, great attention is very properly paid, in this academy, to the 
art of drawing, the practical applications of which are so frequent and 
important in the military profession. 

These subjects, combined, certainly constitute an excellent prepara- 
tory education for officers of the army, and the examinations proved 
that they were faithfully and skilfiilly taught. Marked inequalities were, 
indeed, observed in the proficiency of the cadets, and delects remain to 
be corrected lu the organization of some of the departments ; but siill the 
exhibition was, on the whole, highly satisfactory and gratifying. 

Frequent opportunities were piesented to the board of witnessing the 
practical skill of the corps in infantry and artillery exercises ; and their 
fine and soldierlike appearance in the ranks, and the accuracy with 
which th«|r executed their various evolutionf, proved that this essential 
part of the duties of a military academy was sedulously attended to by 
both officers and cadets. 

The discipline of the institution was carefully examined in its various 
bearings, and the board have reason to think that it is in an excellent 
state. The laws seem to be executed with a stern regard to the good of 
the service, yet with kind and paternal feelings ; and the officers and pro- 
fessors are believed to be generally both beloved and respected. 
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The iuteinal police of the instituiioD w«a found to be carefully at- 
tended to. The roooia in the barracks, occupied by the cadets, eibibit 
a gratifying appearance of Mafvess and order, whiles at the same time, 
they give rise Co regret oo arcount of the inadequate accoromodatioo 
whicli they offer. The mess table is well supplied with pin in, but good 
and ^wholesome food. Iir' the event of sickness, whicli the board arf( 
happy to find hat been lately of rare occurrence, suitable and eoonforta- 
ble accommodatf<yEi8 are provided at the hospital, with the best medical 
attend a nee. 

The board directed an inquiry to be instituted, with as much minute- 
ness as circumstMnces would admit, into the fi9cal concerns of the instV- 
tuti'>n. The result, which will be found fully detailed in one of the re 
ports sent herewith, is, that the accounts are kf pt in a Correct and satis- 
factory manner ; that the expenditures are made in accordance with the 
appropriations; and that a proper attention repaid to economy in the 
expenses of every kind. To prevont extravagance in the cadeta, there 
is a regulation which prohibits to them the possession of money, or the 
use of it, or expenditure of it, except with the consent of the superinten- 
dent, who stands, with regasdto them, in the place of a parent, and who, 
it IS believed, exercises bis authority with enlightened discretion. 

The whole inveatltations of the board lead the|| to the conclusion that 
the Military Academy is the most valunble and essential part of the army 
est-fbUhhrnaiit^iiif ihe..Uoited States ; that, at a cost so low as not to ex- 
ceed that ofm second rate man-of-war, it prepares, and can spread over 
the whole country, officers instructed, and capable of giving instruction, 
in the military art ; and thus, without the danger ariaiog to liberty from 
large standing armies in time of peace, enables the government to fulfil 
the liuty which the constitution so solemnly enjoins, of ** providing for 
the common defence ;*' and, lastly, that if our youug citixens were can 
missieiMd in the army as lit.ut«nants, in the first instance, as they must 
be if this iustitutinn be abolished, they could not obtain, in four years, 
even the same military knowledge as the cadets, while their probation 
^ and education would be far more expensive to the country.

tion is, that the War D(>pnrtment may be correctly informed of the con- 
diiion and management of all the concerns of th** academy ; It i% there 
fore, desired, in conjunrtion with the other members of the boardt ^^^^ 
ynur inquiries mny be directed to a full and irri>e inyestigiition in rcg»«id 
to the course of instruction, both military and scientific { to the internal 
police, di«ciprtne, and fiscal concerns of the institutions for which pur- 
pose every facility will be affordeil by the Superintendent The result of 
your observations, with any suggestions for the improvement of the aca- 
demy. Will be communicated to this dep'trtmeut'^ — feels it to be his fluty 
without an utter abanf^oomHiit of opinions long since formed, aud delibe- 
rately entertained and expiessed for years, but with great deference to 
the opinions of other members of the board, to dissent for some of the 
views coutained in the general report which has been submitted by ihe 
Military Committee. 

Deeming it unnecessary to inquire whether a military academy is ne- 
cessary and proper for the existence or support of a free repubiiran go» 
vernment, where eveiy citizen will be, at all times, leady to stanil forth 
in defence of the liberty and independence of his country, rhe undersigned 
will proceed simply tQ make a few observatiuuN, which, he thinks, may 
justly be presented, with regard to the administratioo, and at suggestions 
for the improvement of this establishment. 

By reference to the hi&tory of the military school at Weft Point, it is 
worthy of remark that, in the early usage of the government of the insti- 
tution, the pupils were selected mostly from the indigent sons of that 
class of revolutionary worthies who had shed their blood in defence of 
our national rights and independence. It would seem, then, that this in- 
stitution was prinripally dedigned, by its founders, for the education of 
indigent and meritortous young men. A list of those, however, who have 
been admitted as cadets, shows, conclusively, that a large proportion of 
them have been drawn from the rich, the influential, and the wealty 
classes of the community ; and this, doubtless, may be attributed to the 
power of nomination and selection being lodged in the hands of Senators 
and Representatives. 

That such a mode of recommendation and selection is every way ob- 
jectionable and unjukt, there certainly can be hut one opinion among men 
of candid and impartial minds ; to say nothing of the bad policy of edu- 
cating and rearing up, either for the army or for the wallis of civil life, 
the sons and relatives of the rich and powerful at the public expense* 

An histTrution, supported by the funis of the naticmnl government, 
which closes its doors to any class of merit, however friendless and indi. 
(ient, seems to tlie undersigned to be unequal and p^trtial in its nperitious, 
inconsistent with the spirit and genius of our liberal institutions, anti-re- 
publican in its tendency, and should not be tolerated. 

An«>ther and most important objection is the excl'Uive privilege to which 
its graduates are entitled, of being promoted to stations in the ermy, 
while other individuals in society, who have not had the advnntages (free 
of expense) of instruction at this Military Academy, though their talents 
and qualifications may be sufficient, and in every way eqoal to those of 
the cadets, aie entirely excluded.

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The undersigned has thus hiiefly and candidly sketched some of the 
objeetions which, it seems to him, must occur to the mliMl of every one to 
the administration of this establishment. Nor is he tlilfalar in these 
views. The people of the Suteof Ohio, of which be has long been an 
liumble citisen, have been led to examine ii«to the merits oi this iustitu 
tion, and have, unless be is greatly, deceived, very diiiinctly declared 
their opinions, not only through their legislative body, but by an expres- 
sion of public meetings of intelligent and re»prctable citiiens, against the 
expediency^* well as constitutionality of thi» seminary, 

It is not the province of the undersigned to suggest the remedy : tbai 
rests with the Congress of the United States, and not with the Board of 
Visiters. But he l>elieves that uotbtof, iUpreuntt can have a tenHenry 
to allay the well-grounded objections and prejudices agHinst this esia- 
blisbmeut, until merit and talents, aud not the influence of wealth, ur of 
personal or of poiitical/arort/um, shall be the lefts of admission.

T%€ Commitlee on FUcal Coneemt report : 

That, in the discbarge ol the duties assigned to the m, they have eX' 
amiued, with as much minuteness as circumstances would admit, the ac- 
counts of the institution, and they take pleasure in saying that the result 
of their investigations has been highly satisfactory 

The committee directed their attention to three points Involved in the 
resolution under which they were app<iinted 1st. To inspect the ac 
counts if the institution, so far as to see that they are kept in a correct 
and satisfactory manner. 2d. That the expendituies are Oiade in accord- 
ance with the appropriations. 3d. That attention is paid to economy in 
the expenses of every kind. 

Heretofore, two separate appropriations under different beads, for the 
support of the Military Academy, have been made by Congress. Tlie oim 
is embraced under the item '* for the pay of the army, and subsistence of '. 
oflScers,** for which the appropriation is general, and does not discrimi- 
nate the amount appropriated for the pay and subsistence of the cadets 
from the pay and subsistence of the residue of the army, but the whole is 
included in one general item. This fund Vs disbursed by the paymaster 
stationed at West Point, who by ** the regulations,^^ is ** treasurer of the 
cadets.** The amount of this fund annually expended, including the pay 
of the professors, has been estimated at $9o,566 62 cents, aud this may 
be safely considered a fair estimate of the annual expense of the institu- 
tion for this branch of expenditure. 

The other appropriation for the support of the institution is made for 
the Military Academy, and is specifically appropriated to the different 
objects of expenditure connected with the instiiution These are, usually, 
for fuel, forngp, stationery, priming, transportation, and postage, for 
repairs, improvements, and expenses of buildings, &c., for the pay of 
adjutant and quartermasters* clerks, for increase and exj^nses of the 
library, for philosophical apparatus, for models frr the department of 
engineering, lor models for the drawing department, rapairs of instru- 
ments for the mathematical department, apparatus and contingencies for 
the department of chemistry, miscellaneous items, and incidental expent- 
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es of the academy, and for defraying the expense of the Board of Visit- 
ers at West Point. . ^ . 

The annual amount approprinted under this head, for four years, tier* 
minatiog with the year 1833, has varied from ^23,439 to ^,765 per 
annum, the latter sum inchiding an appropriation of ^ 16,000 for the 
erection of a chapel and a building for military exercises, which, being 
inadequate to these objects, remains unexpended. 

Your committee investigated the accounts of the treasurer and of the 
quartermaster, which are kept in a correct and satisfactory manner, ex- 
hibiting in a tabular form the entire^expenditure for a givint; period, ar- 
ranged under appropriate heads, each Item of which is supported by a 
voucher, without which the accMints would not be passed by the ac- 
couutmg department. 

The expenditures are made in strict accordance with the appropria- 
tion", and the entire fi«<ca1 arrangements of the institution challenge the 
uuqualifii*d approbation of the most rigid scrutiny. 

The third branch of investigation referred to your committee is one of 
unusual importance. It presents the inquiry ^'whether prop(*r attention 
is paid to economy in the expenses of every Icind** <^ the institution. It 
involves the personal expenses of the cadet, and the*]general expenditures 
of the academy. 

The regulations which prohibit to the cadet the possession or use of 
money, or the expenditure of it, except with the consent of the 8up4*ria 
tendent, who leplefied^ A)co parentis, ptid exercises this important power 
with enlightened discretion, cannot be too highly commended, or too 
scrupulously adhered to. 

The pay and subsistence of the cadet is j(l6 per month, and two ra- 
tions, equal to $12^ making tog^^ther $28. To carry into effect the impor- 
tant regulation referred to, each cadet provides a checlK booli, which is 
ruled and arranged in tabular form, so as to exhibit in one view the ex 
penditures of each period of two months, at the head of which are placed 
those charges which are regular, fixed, and always uniform. When the 
cadet wishes to obtain any article, he must apply to the superintendent, 
who, if he consent, indicates it by writing in the opposite column, upon 
which the article is furnished to the cadet, and the charge is entered by 
the person furnishing it in another column. The entries in this check- 
book are conntantly exhibited to the superintendent, and are the vouchers 
upon which the treasurer pays to the persons who furnish the cadets, the 
amounts which may be due to them. 

It is manifest, that while this mode of keeping the accounts is perfectly 
simple, and readily understood^, it is admirably calculated to secure the 
cadet from all imposition, and conduces to the strictest economy in his 
expenses, since he it constantly reminded, by a reference to his check- 
bonk, of the extent of his income, and the objects to which prudence re- 
quires he should appropriate it ; and besides this, it gives to the cade^the 
habit of keeping accounts of his expenses, so essential to secure a high 
character ia the profession for which he is destined, or in the discharge of 
the various honorable employments in civil life, for which he is so well 
fitted by the education he receives at the Military Academy. 

This habit of economy, which so much depends upon a habitual atten- 
tion to accounts, teaches that piudence in affairs without which all other

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the greatest prudence in the expenditure of money, admits an expendi- 
ture fully sufficient to carry into effect the great design of mailing this 
institution worthy of the age, and worthy of the country, upon which 
it is calculated, if properly regulated, to confer so many benefits. 

By reference to ** the regulations,*' it will be asceitained that each 
cadet, upon entering the institution, is required to furnish himself with 
certain articles of furniture and clothing, necessary for his comfort and 
health. The amount which he is thus required to expend up^n entering 
the institution, is about $75. Your committee have ascertained that 
very many cadets do not bring with them, when they come to the institu- 
tion, money for this purpose. In such case the cadet is forced to contract 
debts in anticipation of his pay, to an amount which must occasion him 
much embarrassment and difficulty ; and, besides, should be be so un- 
fortunate as not to pass at the January examination, he is without the 
means of returning to his place of residence. 

It is much to be regretted that parents and gdardians should not more 
generally attend* tb this. Your committed think it right to bring the sub- 
ject tti the \^ieW of the boaird, so that it may, if the board should consider 
it prdper, be made the fouhdation of a recommendation to the War 
Department, that each parent or guardian of a cadet, who is previously 
appointed, should be informed of the importance of sending, for his son 
or ward, to the Superintendent, a fiiim suffibieut to meet the expenditure 
referred to. Perhaps it would be always best to send this money direct- 
ly to the Superintendent, so as to avoid any improvidence on the part of 
the cadet. 

Among the incjuiries which engaged the attention of the committee, 
were the personal expenses of the cadets, with a view to consider whether 
some reduction in them could not be effected. The committee were satis- 
fied that the amount uow appropriated for the pay and subsistence of 
the cadet is barely sufficient to maintain him. There is no item of ex-, 
pense incurred by the cadet, in which it appears a reduction could be 
made, unless it should be in the item of board, which is charged to the 
cadet at ^10 per month. Comparing this with the expense of boarding 
in other literary and scientific institutions in our country, the committee 
have been induced to suggest the inquiry whether the charge for board 
might not be reduced without injustice to any one.

An Act to increase and regulate the pay of the Surgeons and Attitlant 

Surgeons of the armjf 

[Sec. 1.] Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled* That from arid afiep 
the passine of this act, no person shall receive the appointment of assist- 
ant surgeon in the army of the United States, unless he shall have been 
examined and approved by an army medical board, to consist of not less 
than three surgeons or assistant surgeons, who shall be designated for 
that purpose by the Secretary of Wari and no person shall receive the 
appointment of surgeon in the army of tlie United States, unless he shall 
have served at least five years as as an assistant surgeon, and unless 
also, he shall have been examined by an army medical board, constitut- 
ed as aforesaid.

of a firbt lieutenant) and that said askifctant surgeons shall be entitled 
to receive the same allowance for forage as they are at present entitled to. 

3. -^nd be Ufurlher enaetedj That every surgeon jttid assititrfot 
surgeon, who shall have served faithfully ten yearb in these gradet^, res- 
pectively, shall be entitle') to receive an increase of rationi), per day,

Jin Act to provide for the payment of elaimM^ for property /o*/, captured, 
or destroy ed, tfy the enemy ^ while in the mdtlary terviee of the United 
atateif during the late war with the Indtant on the Jrontiers of lilmois 
and Michigan Territory, 

[Skc. I] Be it enacted by the Senate and Uouee of Representatives of 
the United States of Amenea in Congress auembled. That any officer, 
field or 8tBff,,voluiiteer, ranger, cavalry, or other persons engaged in ibe 
service of the United States in the late campaigns against the Indians 
on the frontiers of Illinois, and Michigan Territory, who have sustained 
damage without any fault or negligeace on their part, respectively, by 
the loss of a horse, or necessary equipage in battle, or by the loss of a 
horse that was wounded in battle, and afterwards died of said wound 
while in the service, or who has sustained damage by the reason of the 
losb of any horse which, in consequence of the United States failing to 
supply sufficient lorage, while enguged in said seivice, died, or was una- 
voidably abandoned and lost, or who has i^ustained damage by reason of 
the loss of any horse, because the ridei was dismounted aud separated from 
his horse, and or.iered to do military duty on foot at a station detached 
from his horse, or for the loss of necessary equipage, in consequence of 
the loss of his horse a 9 aforesaid, shall be allowed and paid the value 
thereof: Prorided, That if any payment shall have been made to any 
officer, soldier or other person as aforesaid, lo« the use and risk, or for 
forage after the death or abaudonment of said horse, said amount 
shall be deducted from the value thereof, unless said officer or soldier 
or other person shall have satisfied the paymaster at the time he 
made the payment, or shail hereafter shew by proof, that he was remount- 
ed, in which case the deduction shall only extend to the time such officer, 
soldier, or other person, secved on foot: And provided^ also. That if any 
payment shall have been made, to any officer oi soldier on account of 
clothing, Such payment shall be deducted from the value of his horse and 
accoutrements. «^R<J /^roTM/ec/, /lirMer, That no claim shall be allowed 
under the provisions of this section until the best evidence which the 
nature of the case will admit of, shall be produced before the accounting 
officer shewing the number of horses lost, in manner aforesaid, the time 
when lost, and the name of the owner. 

Sec 2. And be ii further er^tedy That any person who, in the In- 
dian wars aforesaid, has acted in the military service of the United 
Statics as a volunteer or draughted militiaman, and who has. furnished 
hiroseH with arms aud military accoutremenU, and has sustained damage 
by the capture, or destruction of the same, without any fault or negU- 
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geoce ou bis part, or who hM lost the same by reason of his being 
wounded iu the service, shall b^ allowed and paid the value thereof. 

SECr 3 And be tt further enacted^ That in all instances where any 
minor has been engaged iu the military service as aforesaid, during the 
Indian wars as aforesaid, and was provided with a horse or equip- 
ments, or with military accoutrements by hrs parent or guardian, and h<is 
bince deceased, without paying for isaid property, and the same whs lost, 
captured, destroyed or abandoned, in the manner before mentioned, said 
parent or guardian shall be allowed pay therefor, on making ^atistat^tury 
proof as in other cases, and the further proof, that he is entitled thereto 
by having furnished the S'lme. 

Ssc. 4 And he U further enacted. That the Third Auditor of the 
Tieagury shall adjudicate and decide such claitnf: as may be presented 
against the United States, under the piovisions of this act : Proptc/e.Y, 
That every claim which exceeds the sum of two hundred dnllqr(>, instead 
of dfci'iing the Si^.me, the said Third Auditor shall report the whole of 
the proof to Congit^ss at its next session after taking and closing sur.h 
proof; and he t-hall have power by constituting a commission or other- 
wise, to take testimony in any case where he shall think the interest of 
the United States require further testimony to be taken. 

SiSG. 5. And be il further enacted^ That any sum of money to any 
amount not exceeding two hundred dollars so allowed by said Third Audi- 
tor shall be paid by tlie Secretary of the Treasury, out of any money in the 
Treasury not •tberwise appropriated. [Approved, June 30, 1834.]

3. And be it further resolved. That the President of the United States 
be requested to address, together with a^copy of the above resolutions, a 
let.er to George Washington Lafayette, and the other mrmbersof his 
family, assuring them of the condolence of this whole Mation in their 
irreparable bereavement. 

4. And be U further resolved. That the members of the two Houses of 
Congress will wear a badge of mourning for thirty days, and that it be 
recommended to the People of the United States to wear a similar badge 
for the same period. 

5. And be itfutther resolved, That the Halls of the Houses be dressed 
in mourning for the residue of the session. 

6 Arui be it further resolved, That John Quincy Adam»» be requested 
to deliver an oration on the life and character of Gen. Lafayette, before 
the two Houses of Congreat at the next session. [Approved, June 26, 18 J4

THE NAVY. 

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. • 

Natt Dbpartmbvt, JVorem^er 29, 1834. 
To the Pteeident of ihe UnUed Hiatet : 

Sir, lolayiog before you, at this time, a succinct view of the condition 
ot our nevyi and its operations durio4 tlie past yenr, it afforcU me great, 
ple«fture to state that its gradual increase and improvement are such as 
miglit lisve been anticipated from tb« ample means for that purpose which 
have been afforded by the liberal policy of Congress. 

M\ the services required of our navdl force have been promptly perform- 
ed ; our commerce has been protected in the remote as well as the neigh- 
boring seafj our national character has been sustained at home and 
abruMd, whiie a large poition of our naval oficets, teamen, and marines, 
have been kept in active service, under a strict ditcipline, calculated to 
fit them for all the duties which may be required of them, whether in de- 
fending our property on the ocean from pirates or open enemies, our 
snores from hostile aggression, or our flag from insult. 

An inspection of our navy yards at Portsmouth, Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, and Norfolk, made in August and September 
last, in company with the Commissioneis of the Nary Board, has afford- 
ed me the most satisfactory evidence of our means, in a short time, of 
increasing our navy to ally extent the eiigencies of our country may re- 
quire 

The officers in charge of those stations perform their datiet with great 
ability and seal ; the building and repairing of our ships are conducted 
with despatch and economy ; and the ample materials on hand for naval 
purposes are preserved with the greatest care, and by all the oMans 
which science and experience can suggest to prevent decay 

Our naval force consists of six ships of the line, and seven frigates now 
building, for the completion of which additional appropriations to the 
amount of $1,527,640 will be required— of five ships of the line, two 
frigates, and six sloops of war in ordinary, requiring repairs which will 
cost $$1,362,000, in addition to the materials on hand for that purpose; 
and of on« ship of the line, four frigates, eight sloops of war, and six 
schooners in commission i in all, twelve ships of the line« thirteen frigates, 
fourteen sloops of war, and six schooners. Besides which, the fiames of 
ships procured, or under contract, for the gradual increase of the nav^, 
and other materials on hand or under contiact for that purpose^ will af- 
ford the means of bringing into the service, as soon as it can probably be 
required, an additional force of five ships of the line, eleven frigates^ 
seven sloops of war, and two schooners, the building of which may be im- 
mediately commenced on launching our vessels now upon the stocks. 

Our vessels in commission during the past year have been employed, 
as heretofore, in protecting our commerce in the Mediterranean, in the 
West Indies, on the coast of Braxil, and in the Pacific Ocean. 

The ship of the line Delaware, the frigates United States and Coti. 
stellation, the sloop of war John Adams, and the schooner Shark, have 
been thus employed in the Mediterranean ; and the frigate Potomac, 
after her return from the Pacific and Indian Oceans, was rep«ire«1, and 
sailed on the 20th of last mouth to join the Mediterranean squddron/ 
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from which the frigate Conitellation bad been ordered to return. This 
frigate arrived at Norfolk on the 20th instant. The tloop of war John 
Adams returned to the United States in February from the Mediterra* 
nean« and sailed again for that station in Augu*t last, after receiving ue- 
llpssary repairs. 

On the West India station, the sloops of war Vandalia, St. Lauis, and 
Falmouth, and the schooners Grampus and Exp«-riment have been em- 
ployed. The St. Louis returned to Norfulk in July last, where she has 
been repaired, and from whence she sailed on the 14th instant to reatime 
her station in the West Indies. The Vandalia returned in August last 
to N^orfolk, where she is undergoing considerable repairs, which, it is be- 
lieved, will be completed early next month, when she will return to the 
West India squadron. 

The sloops of war Natchez, Ontario, Erie, Lexington, and Peacock, 
and the schooners Enterprise and Boxer, composed our squadron on the 
coast of Brazil. The Erie did not sail for this staiion until August last. 
The Lexington returned to the United States in April, and the Peacock 
in May last. The Enterprise returned in April, and sailed again for the 
Brazilian station in July last, in which month the Boxer returned to the 
United States, and, after being repaired, sailed for the Pacific. The 
Peacock is now undergoing considerable repairs, and is expected to be 
ready for sea early in February next. 

For our station in the Pacific, the frigate Brandywine sailed on the 2d 
of June last, toco-operate with the sloops of war Fairfield and Vincenoes, 
and the schooner Dolphin, and with the Boxer, now on her way to that 
station, from which the Falmouth returned on the 1st of February, and, 
after having been repaired, sailed for the West India station, in March 
last. 

Our naval force, consisting of commission and warrant officers, petty 
officers, seamen, ordinary seamen, landsmen, and boys, amounts to 6,072{ 
and our marine corps, under its new organization, will consist of com 
missioned officers, nno'Commissioned officers, musicians,. and privates, IQ 
the number of 1,283 ; making a total of 7,355. 

The dry docks at Boston and Norfolk have fully answered the most 
sanguine expectations that were formed of their usefulness. They are 
now deemed indispensable to a speedy and economical repair of our large 
vessels. But the two already finished are not sufficient for the purposes 
of our navy. An additional dry dock, at some intermediate point be- 
tween Boston and Norfolk, would greatly promote the purposes for which 
our navy is established and maintained. As a site for such additional 
dry dock, the harbor of New York presents greater advantages th««n are 
to be found in any other situation ; among which may be enumerated 
the great commerce of the place, the facilities which the city of New York 
affords for recruiting seamen, and for procuring all materials, as well as 
for employing skilful mechanics and laborers necessary for repairing ves- 
sels. 

The experience acquired in making the two dry docks already finished 
cannot fail to be of great advantage in the construction of a third. 

I would respectfully repeat a recommendation of my predecessor, that 
authority be given to construct two or three steam batteries, as tHe means 
of testing the application of steam to the purposes of national defence. 
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It cMn haHly b« HoubteH that tb» power of steam is soon to produce 
•• Kreat a reTolution in the defence of rivers, bays, roasts, and harbors^ 
•» it bas already done in the rommerce, intercourse, and business of all 
classes of men in Europe as well as Ameiica. This subjf*ct has already 
attrarted the attetitinn of the maritime Powers of Europe ; and our honor 
as well as safety requires that no nation, whose fleets may come in con- 
flict with ours, should be in advance of us iji the science and a )plicatioQ 
of this power, upon which the success of our future wars with them may 
depend. 

Should the power 6f steam, as a means of defence, produce all the 
effects that mnj be justly anticipated, it will diminish, in some iustances, 
the necfssity of permanent fortifications on our coasts, by substituting 
those which may be moved from place to place as they may be wanted, 
and in our own waters become the formidable engtnes of attack as well ds 
defence. The bevvy and cumbious steam vessels and bntterie^, with 
their necessary apparutut and supplies, which may be brought into action 
with the most powerful effect by a nation near its own shores and harbors 
cannot be tranitported over distant seas find oceans for the purpose of 
attacl(>ng its enemies. Should, therefore, the application of steam become 
a part of the 8y«tem of maritime war, it is a consolation to reflect that 
it will greatly dimmitih the frequency as well as horrors of such war, inas- 
much us it will hold out much greater advantages to the defending than 
to the attacking party, and take from the aggressor in a great degree bis 
hope of surress, and, of course, M» motive for action. 

I can add nothin;; to what hat been frequently urged in favor of a 
peace e8tabli.-<hment for our navy ; but mu8t be permitted to state what 
has often before been stated, that the compensation of the commanders of 
our ships on foreign stations is altogether Inadequate to an honorable dis- 
charge* of their duties. They are compelled to incur expenses bnyond the 
amount of their pay ^nd rations, or ilecline to receive and return civilities 
uniformly offered to them on vuch stations, and upon which our friendly 
relations with forfign nations may, in some degree, depend. 

7'he course pursued by our officers, under such circumstances, bas 
been such as national as well as professional pride bas dictated ; and, 
of course, they frequently return from their tours of service deeply in 
debt ; one evil consequence of which is, that it adds to the inducements 
of our officers to prefer service on our home stations to service at sea ; 
whereas the pecuniary consideration should always be in favor of the sea 
service. 

Much inconvenience frequently arises from a want of power to make 
transfers of materials purchased for the navy, under certain appropria- 
tions, to the purposes of other appropriations, under which they are more 
immediately wanted. A power to make such transfers, guarded by limi- 
talions similar to those imposed upon the power of making transfers of 
monev from certain appropriations to others, would save much time and 
expense in the building and repairing of our ships. 

Under the act of the 30th of June last, for the better organization of 
the United States marine corps, the appointments of officers authorized 
by the same have been made ; and the additional number of privates 
required will be recruited with all convenient despatch. 

So much of the military regulations, for the discipline of the marine 
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rorpsy as were in force at the passing of ~the act, and not inconslst* m 
with the same, will continue in foice until superseded by regulation 
which shall be presciioed in conformity with the provi>ions of the eighth 
section of that act. 

It is believed thai the discipline and harmony of the officers and m«*n 
of the havy proper, and of the marine corps, will be promoted b\ 
placing the marine barracks without the bounds of the different navy 
yards with which they may be connected. * This arrani^ement v oujd 
create but little additional expense to the government. The marine bar- 
racks at Portsmouth, should it be thought propter to retain ihem as ^urh. 
are at a sufficient distance, and might be easily separated from that part 
of the navy y-itd in which ships are built and repaired, and in which are 
placed the workshops and stores of that station. 

The marine barracks at Boston are within the bounds of the navy 
yard, but so decayed and dilapidated as not to he worth rfpairing, and 
they occupy a space designated for another purpose in the yard. A situ 
ation for barracks, sufficiently near the yard, it is said, can be procuied 
upon reasonable terms. 

The marine barracks at the navy yaid at New York were condemneri 
iu 1826, as unworthy of repair. The officers attached to this station 
have been allowed house rent in lieu of quarters. An appropriation of 
^SOiOOO has been made for the erection nf marine barracks at that sta- 
tion, and ^6,000 for the purchase of a site for the same: but, as yet, 
the site has not been purchased, nor st le< ted. 

Ai Philadelphia the barracks are within the navy yard, but unfit foi 
use as such. It will be necessary to construct new barracks at that 
station. 

At Washington, the barracks are not within the bounds of the navy 
yard. 

At Norfolk the barracks are within the bounds of the navy yard, but 
inadequate to the accommodation of tbe force required there. Besides, 
they aie much out of repair; and the commanding officer has been neces- 
•arily allowed house rent in Umi of quarters. 

At Pensacola, no permanent marine barracks have been prepared. 
Tbe officers have been allowed house rent, and the men have occupied 
temporary buildings. It is proper here to observe that the plans of the 
navy yards, prepared and approved under the act for the gradual improve- 
ment of the navy, make no provision for barracks within the navy yards, 
except at Portsmouth. 

Under the first section of the act concerning naval pensions and the 
nav} pension fund, passed the 30th of June last, fourteen pensions to 
widows h«tve been renewed, and thirty-seven original pensions have been 
granted, in pursuance of the provisions of that act These constitute a 
heavy charge upon that fund, and requiie for their payment, annually, 
the 8um of $16,062. 

Under the second section of that act, the sum of $141,303 80 has been 
reimbursed to the fund for the cost of the stock of the Bank of Columbia, 
beretof'^re purchased by the commissioners of the fund, with interest 

I thereon from the period at which said bank ceased to pay interest to the 
lime of reimbursement One hundred and forty-one thousand three hun- 
dred dollars of the amount has been vested in the stock of the Bank of 
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the Uoit«*d StHten, as authoiised hy thn act of CoogreM of the 10th July, 
1832 Thp fcttftp of thU fund will appear by Hocumeott aniirxeri. 

Thf* iiiin>ber vf invalid p«*D»iooer» Is two bundled aud*«igbty 9trtm. 
Should all of them claim, whirh i& improbdble, the amount rV^ired for 
their annual payment will be ^23,321. m 

The number of widow peneinneis, including thoi>» under the attnf the 
30th of June la>t, ih on- hundred and Dioe ; and the amount required 
for theti Hnnu«il pnyment is 224,0?3 — mailing the auuual chaige, ac- 
rorrling to the pieftent pensii>n mil, j|^i7,254. 

Frcm tne hcci unt of t>tock9, hereunto annexed, it fdll appear that the 
income of the fund arising from those stocks, and others to be puichfine^ 
by exress of money on band, i»ill be about <^70,000 per annum. It ig 
believed, therefore, that the fund will be 8u£firientf»r all the ascertained 
claius up'^n it, under existing laws; and the surplus ol next year, which 
may he estimated at from fifteen to twenty thousand dollarf:, will, it is 
presumed, be enough to meet the ordinary increase of pensions for seve- 
ral years. 

Of the privateer pension fund, the act of CongreM of the 19th of June 
last, revived five years* pensions to widows ol officers, seamen, and ma- 
rines, slain or lost on board ol private armed vessels. 

In twenty eight cases brought to the notice of this department under 
this art, more than fire yf>ars had elapsed from the date when their for- 
mer pencions expired They being 6U»tained by satisfactoiy proof, were 
settled in the office of the Fourth Auditor, and the accounts certified by 
the Second C omptroller of the Treasuiy. The amount to pay these ac- 
counts was 2 15,480. Under the act, twenty six pensions were renewed; 
of which, one expired on the 10th day of October last, and one on the 
28th instnnt. One will expire on the 4th of March, four on the 1st of 
F< bruary, and niueteen on the 1st of January, in the year 1835 The 
payments on these, to the Ist of July last, amounted to ^11,995 20; and 
the sum required, to complete five years' pension to each, will be 
$1,320 80 

III a^^^ition to the above, there are thirty-four invalid pensioners 
on th< roll, and the sum necessary to pay them will be $3,016 00 per 
annum. 

It will be seen in the annexed statement that the amount in the Trea- 
sury on the 1st instant, to the credit of the fund, was 2 1,261 46 
Stock owned by the lund ..... 15,567 06 



Total, - $$16,828 51 

After paying the claims that have as yet been preferred under the act 
of the 19th June last, and it is believed that but few additional claima 
under the act run now be brought forward, it is estimated that the fund 
will be sufficient to pay, for four or five years, all the invalid pensions 
now chargeable to it. 

From the statement annexed, it will appear that the amount to the 
credit of the navy hospital fund, on the first instant, was j^35,559 04. 
The increase of the fond arising from deductions in th^ settlement of 
accounts in the Fourth Auditor^s office will be nearly ^16,000 per annum 
The expenditures for several years will probably not exceci j^l3,000per 
annum. This will leave balances not wanted for current expenses. The 
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propriety of authorizing by law, the inTestment of such balances io some 
well secured, productive stock, is respectfully suggested. ' 

By the statement hereunto annexed, it appears that, of the appropria- 
tions heretofore made for the suppression of the slave trade, there remains 
«n the Tceasury a balance of $14,213 91. It is not believed that any 
further appropriation for this purpose is necessary at this time. 

It will be perceived, by the estimates, that nothijig is asked on account 
of the cootuagent expenses of the Secretary's office of this department. 
A proper degree of economy has rendered any appropriation for those 
expenses for the ensuing year unnecesssary. This circumstance affords 
me an apology for stating that some of the officers connected with this 
department do not receive an adequate compeusation lor their ser- 
vices. 

The chief clerk of the Commissioners of the Navy Board, and the war- 
rant clerk, and the clerk ke* ping the register of correspondence of this 
department, perform arduous duties, which require talent and experience* 
Their salaries, respectively, are less than are paid in other departments 
for services of no greater didiculty and responsibility than theirs, and 
are inadequate to the derent support of themselves and f imilies. 
I An estimate for an increase of <^10<) to the salary of the first, so as to 
make it ^{1,700 per annum, and of $400 f u^e latter, so as to m<tke them 
^1 400 to each, is respectfully submitted. 

The salaries of the chief clerks of the commandants of the navy 
yards at Boston, New York, Washington, and Norfolk, aie evidf^ntly 
below what may be considered a fair compensation for their services. 
I therefore solicit a small iocrea:<e of $150 to their salaries respectively, 
so as to make them J^QOO each} as stated -m the estimates. 

The superintendent of the southw<*8t Executive building receives at 
present but ^250, and the two watchmi'sn for the s»me but ^300 each, 
per annum. It is respectfully recommended that an increaee of $250 
be made to the salary of the superintendent, and of ^'200 to the salaries 
of each of the watchmen. 

In the report of my predecessor, of the 30th of November last, an esti-, 
mate of the expense of purchasing and maintaining a lithographic preM 
was submitted, as a means of procuring charts and blank forms for this 
depaament, a« well as for the several navy yards and vessels in commis- 
sioD, as also for the purpose of multiplying copies of drawings connected 
with the survey of the coast. As, in my opinion, the employment of 
such a press would be a saving of time and money, in the dutiHs now 
performed by cleiks and draughtsmen in this department^ and the branches 
of service connected with it, I respectfully renew the application for the 
necessary appropriatioa for this press; and annex hereto copies of the 
letters of the Commissioners of the Navy Board,^ and of Lieutenant 
Charles Wilkes, jr., heretofore laid before Congress, in favor of this 
application. 

The charge of the coast survey, now under the superinrendence of Mr. 
Hassler, W'ts* on the 11th day of March last, transferred from the Trea- 
sury to the Navy Department, to which it was thought more properly 
to belong. 

I have found this atraiigement very onerous, as it imposed upon me 
new duties, which could not be performed without a careful exami-

■ketches. a ocoropanying tlie same, herewith tranemitted, ahow the pro- 
gress already made in this work under the law of 183^ and its connex- 
ion with the progress made in the same io tlie year 1S17* 

The situation of the bd>e line on the south aide of Long Island has 
been most fortunately selected. As any error in this line would bf* at- 
tended with corresponding eirors in the whole work depending «pon the 
samoi the utmost care has been taken to have it measared with the great- 
est possible accuracy. 

From what has been done in this survey we may reasonably hope that 
this important work will advance with all the aid which acience, skill, 
and industry, can give it, and in a manner as bortorable te the government 
under whose auspices it was begun, and has been continued, as it will 
be useful lo the present and to future ages. 

The information wanted for accurate and detjiiled estimates of the 
necessary appropriations for the continuance of tlie coast survey cannot 
easily be obtained until further experience shall enable the oficers en* 
gaged in it to introduce more system in the detail of datiea and expendi- 
tures in their work than they have heretofore been able to do. 

The sum of thirty thousand dollars was appropriatlM lor this purpose 
the past year, and it is believed that an equal sum wlH be wanted for 
the ensuing year, as stated in the estimates. 

Under the act of the 30th of June last, ** authorising the Secretary of 
the Navy to make ^i^periroenta for the safety of the steam engine,*' pre 
perations have been made for testing certain proposed improvements in 
gteani boilers; but no such experimenu have been exhibited or commu 
ilea ted to tbia department, that could prcperly form the subject of a 
report. 

Since the last annual report from thia department, the Legislatmre «f 
Pennsylvania have, by their act of the 10th day of April last, ceded to 
the United States the Jurisdiction over the territory now In their posses- 
sion in the county of Philadelphia, and occupied for the purpose of a na- 
val asylum for sick and disabled seamen, so long iis the same shall be 
used by the government of the United States for that purpose, with 
reservation of the right to lay out a certain street, called Sutherlaad 
avenue, through the western part of said ceded territory ; and with ' 
proviso that all process, civil and criminal, of the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvanfa shall extend into, and be effected within, such ter» 
ritory.

Under the provisions of the acts, the ships of the line Columbus, North 
Carolina» and Delaware, were built and equipped for service some years 
since.

The frigates Brandywine, and Potomac, have been equipped and em- 
ployed. 

Five ships of the line and seven frigates remain upon the stocks in the 
different yards, all under tight houses, and in a good state of preserva 
tion They are so far advanced that they may be equipped as soon as 
crews could be collected for them. There are also many valuable ma- 
terials on hand at the several yards, belonging to this appropriation, 
preparatory to the completion and equipment of the vessels ; but the 
amount remaining in the Treasury, $1^6,613 19. would be insufficient 
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to supply the probabU deficiencyy at stated in a letter from the board to

The one at Cbarlestown was transferred from the charge of the con- 
structing engineer, to that of the commandant of the yard, on the 9th 
September, 1833, and the total cost was )S677,089 78. 

That at Gosport, Virginia, was transfened to the chatgpe of the com 
mandant of that yard on the 15th of March, 1834, and the cost to that 
time bad been {962, 459 19. Some parts of iu dependencies were not 
then fully completed $ and there ha« been since expended the sum of 
$11,897 50, which makes the total cost to the Ist of October, 1834, 
equal to 2974,356 69 

Five buildings for the protection of materials have been built and paid 
for from this appropriation* at a cost of $136,128 34 ; and some other 
expenditores for similar purposes have also been made at New York and 
Philadelphia at a further expense of about £7,380, making a total for 
building and preserving materials of about $143,508 84. 

Attention has also been given to the selection of public lands, and to 
other measures for the preservation and cultivation of live oak trees* and 
an expense has been incurred amounting to about $66,983 84 in the 
whole; ^at this soi^jecc has been so recently placed under the immediate 
charge of'the board, that they are unable to present any detailed state- 
ment upon it. 

Offers have been recently accepted, and contracts will be soon mad 
for the white oak and yellow pine timber which is required to complete 
the hulls of all the vessels for which frames are provided, and for the 
iron and copper which will be necessary for th^ same purpose. 

It is intended to make early arrangements for procuring materials for 
the steam vessels authorized by the act, the board having hitherto delay- 
ed action apon this subject for the purpose of obtaining information on 
some Important points. 

The amounts which have been appropriated, and which are available 
to the close of the present year, are ^4,000,000, and of this sum there re« 
mained in the Treasury and in the bands of the navy agents on the 1st of 
October, 1834, the sum of $1,^78,995 70. 

The contracts about to be entered into for timber, iron, and copper, 
will amount to abmit £745,500 ; the amounts required to meet existing 
contracts to about £97,500 ; leaving, of the amount already appropriately 
about $435,995 for the steam vessels, and for the purchase ol other ma- 
terials, and their preservation.

ACTS IN RELATION TO THE NAVY AND MARINE CORPS. 

An act for the better organization of the United States **mar%ne eorpe^V 

[S«c. i] Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Representaiives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembtedt That from and after 
the passage of this ac^ the marine corps shall consiht ol the following 
officers, non-commissioned officers, musicians and privates, vis. one colo- 
nel commandant, one lieutenant colonel, four majors, thirteen captains, 
twenty, first lieutenants, twenty, second lieutenants, one adjutant and 
inspector, one paymaster, one quartermaster, one assistant quartermas 
ter* one bergeaut major, one quartermaster sergeant, one drum major, one 
fife major, eighty sergeants, eighty corporals, thirty drummers, thirty 
fifers, aud one thousand privates. 

8bc. 2 ^nd be it further enacted^ That the said corps shall, at all 
times, be subject to, and under the laws and regulations which are, or 
m»y hereafter be, established for the better government of the navy, ex 
cept when detached for service with the army by order of the President 
of the United States. 

Ssc. 3. And be it further enacted^ That the officers, non-commission- 
ed officers, musicians and privates, shall take the oath prescribed by law, 
and that all enlistments shall be for the term of four years, during which 
period marines, so enlisted, shall be, aud are hereby* exempt from all 
personal arrest for debt or contract. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted. That the officers of the marine 
corps shall be, in relation to rank, on the same footing as officers of 
similar grades in the army : Provided^ That no officer of the marine 
corps shall exercise command over any navy yard or vessel of the United 
States. 

Ssc. 5. And be it further enacted^ That the officers of the marine 
corps shall be entitled to, and receive the same pay, emoluments, and 
allowances, as are now, or may hereafter be, allowed to officers of simi- 
lar grades in the infantry of the army, except the adjutant and inspector, 
,who shall be entitled to the same pay, emoluments and allowances, as are 
received by the paymaster of sard corps ; and the non-commissioned of- 
ficers, musicians aud privates, shall be entitled to the same pay, rations, 
'tlothing, and allowances, as they now receive.

Such waa the financial condition of the department on the Ist day of 
July last. The amount of this debt has been continually diminishing to 
the preaent time, and it-continues to diminish in an increased ratio. 

Oo the 1st day of July, 1834, the balance of the account with banks 
was $398,616 99, against the department, consisting of loans, ^275,000, 
and oyerchecks to the amount of $123,616 99. In this statement, the 
difference between loans and overchecks is rather nominal than essential. 

Whan overc^iecks are mutually agreed upon to a certain definite 
amount at a standing order, they are called loans; but when they vary 
indefinitely as to time and amount, they are called overcherks. In either 
case they are debts due from tbe department to banks. This amount of 
balance against the department hab been considerably reduced since the 
Ist of July last.

' From the taTingt thus effected, together with the current excess of 
revenue In favor of the department, it may be taiely calculated that, 
without any reliance upon an increase in the gross amount of postages, 
tbe revenues of the department will exceed its expenditures during the 
ensuing calendar year, to the amount of 5270,000. 

From a careful estimate, it may be anticipated, with entire confidenesv 
that, before the doae of tbe year 1835, the whole balance of debt against 
the department will b* extinguished.. No part of this debt was coatracted 
upon the credit of the Treamry, ner upon any other credit or authority, 
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than that of the ftepartmeot ulooe. It was never re^^iMed bj either oi 
the parties in ihe character of a debt of the Government, but a mere ex- 
pedient to anticipate the resourcet of the department^ based upon the 
credit of the resources alone. The means of its liquidation within a 
feaaofiable time were always withio the legal coatrol of the department, 
nd no other means have at auj time been sought or desired by the de- 
pa rtnoent.

Thus it appears that the expenses of the department have n<)t essen- 
tially varied'from the estimate; but the nett revenue arising from post- 
ages has fallen short of the estimate then made more than a hundred 
thousand dollars. This is believed to be, in a very considerable degree, 
attributable to the great increase of free letters. The progressive increase 
of population naturally brings with it an accumulation of business In tl>e 
Executive offices, which tends in some measure to increase thercnrret- 
pondence; and, in addition to this, a law passed in March, 1833^ extend- 
ing to members of Congress the privilege of franking during the wkule re* 
cess. Every other year the session of Congress is protracted to ^AoMb 
greater length than in the alternate year, when a Congress temiiiiales. 
The expenses for the delivery of free letters, at two cents each, have al 
ways amounted to a much greater sum during the year when tlie session 
is protracted, than during the alternate year. To make a fair coiiipari- 
son kMtween the amount of free letters before and after the extefit|ioD ol 
the franking privilege, it ia necessary to take two entire years.

The average postage on these letters, if not free, it is believed, would be

But should the whole amouAtof former appropriationsr current and 
permanent, that will be outstanding on the 1st of January, 1835, and be 
needed to complete the servicft^ai former years, amounting, in allj as 
before shown, to the som of $6^141^10^ 20, be actually called for during 
the year 1835, there would be an apparent deficiency in the Treasury on 
the 1st of January, 1836. It usually happenfi, however, that, of the new 
and the old appropriations, a sum of five or six millions remains uncalled 
for at the commencement of each ^ear : and hence no real defirit is then 
anticipated, nor much, if any, excess after defrayingall the expenditures 
^hen chargeable to the Treasury. 

This estimate of receipts is formed on the supposition that the valbrof 
imports during the ensuing year, and especially of those paying duties,, 
will not diffisr essentially from the average value during the last three 
years. Though our population has within that period probably increased 
pver one million, yet our manufactures and internal trade have probably 
^ncceased nearly in an equal proportion ; and this circumstance, coupled 
with the greater caution and frugnlity practised during the past year, 

(and stili continuing, will, it is believed^ tend to prevent any considerable 
augmentation in the consumption or importation of foreign articles 
The imports during the year ending September 30, 1834, are estimated 
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in value at ^{[1^093,351, being, compared with the preceding year, an 
increase of ^14, 101,541. Those during the three past years have, on 
an average, been about j^l 11,038. 142. 

The exports daring the same year are estimated at £97,318,724, of 
which {74,444,429 were in domestic, and ^22,874,295 in foreign products, 
being, compared with the preceding yehr, an increase of ^6,655.321, of 
which {3,80^399 were in articles of domestic, and {2,852,922 in those 
of toreigii products. The average experts during the last three years 
have been about $91,719,690, of which $69,407,976 are the average in 
articles of domestic products, and $22,31 1,7 14. in those of foreign. 

It will thus bQseen, that the imports of the last year varied in amount 
$12,05^209 from the average of the three past years, and those paying 
duties are believed to have varied much less. It is therefore, in connexion 
with the reasons before named, consiuered safe to infer that the imports 
of the ensuing year may not differ materially from that average Should 
they not so differ, the revenue ttom customs will probably correspond in 
substance with that of the past year, except so far as it may be changed 
by the whole amount of all the importations when compared with the 
above average ; because the classes and value of articles paying duty, 
for aught which is known, will probably be similar, and the rate of duties 
on them will not, by existing laws, be essentially altered till the Slst 
December, 1835. 

The revenue from the sale of public lands has been estimated at half 
a million more than the amount it was estimated for the current year, 
and one million more than the amount for 1833. This estimate would 
have been made still larger, had not the sales of the Chickasaw lands, 
which will probably exceed half a million of doUttrs, been pledged by 
treaty to other purposes, and not to the general revenue of the Govern- 
ment. This large computation is founded on the facts of the progressive 
increase for some time evinced ; the sum actually received during the 
past year ; the great quantity of new and saleable lands coming into 
market ; the enlarged demand for them to satisfy the necessary wants of 
our growing population, and of the emigrants from Europe ; and the high 
prices which theii produce fortunately obtains both at home and abroad. 

The revenue frem bank dividends batf been estimated at somewhat less 
than heretofore, in consequence of the sales of our bank stock, .under the 
act of July 10, 1832, for the investment of the accruing income of the 
navy pension and hospital funds having already amounted to {656,600, 
and on which the Treasury can now receive no dividends applicable to 
general purposes. It might, perhaptK^e advisable to deduct a still further 
sum to meet any contingency like that of the present year, in which the 
United States Bank, without the consent of this department, or the sanc^ 
tion of Congress, and without any forewarning of its intention, seized on 
about $170^41 of the estimated revenue from this source, and has since 
withheld it from the put>lic Treasury.

tr. After applying 10 thi» deparlmanl, and beiog, lo long aa a ye 
p lail Juoa, informed of I la inability to admit, or authorhy to diacbar 
the damagei demanded, it ii remarkable that tha bauk abonld have eo 
tluned to pay dtbt Iha accruing dlfidenda, and sot till after the laitaeaiii 
cloied, aod when any dafir.iaacy in the currant reTenas could not ba pr 
Tilled for, ihoold, withoDi any prior appticat Ion lo Congieaa, bate > 
■ortnd to tbil unuanal pioceadiagi andaouibi to ha*e It* claim ngahMi 
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the United States adjadicated by the Judiciary, when the Uuited States 
mre not amenable to any citisen or corporation, high or low, before the 
judiciary, for the decision of Hoy claim, unless they bav« of their own ac- 
cord, been pleased to resort to that tribunal^ by a^previous action against 
a debtor ; and in which event only is a set-off, nnder certain limitations, 
authorized to be pleaded as either equitable or legal. But here the 
United States had instituted no such action against the bank, and ha't no 
intention or foundation to institute one ; and yet the bank, not in the 
case provided in the charter where dividends might be withheld, but by 
an unfaithful act as an agent, and as a public corporation, towards its 
principal and the community, proceeded to seize their dividends in a case 
entirely different and most questionable, in equity as well as law, and 
refused to fulfil the duty imposed by it«t charter, and by civil and moral 
obligations, of paying over those dividends promptly to the Treasury. 
In the adoption of this reprehensible course, an attempt Is made to force 
the Government either to lose their dividends entirely, or to pay a con* 
troverted claim for damages, which, so far as any of its departments or 
officers have examined it, was found, and pronounced to be, groundle^s ; 
or consent to let the United States be arraigned as a debtor, and com- 
pelled to submit the claim to decision before a branch of their own Go- 
vernment, to which such claims are not ordinarily submitted, and to 
whose decision it could not be referred, in this instanre, but by the pre- 
vious commission, on the part of the bank, of a deliberate violation of its 
obligations. 

The further attempt afppears ta be iMde, in this way, to take from 
Congress and tha- Executive, the constitntiotml power, on their high offi- 
cial responsibilities and deep sense of duty, to nmke or withhold appro 
priations to discrharge ^ll controverted demands against the United States 
and to enable the judiciary, instead of ihem, indirectly and uiiconsiitu 
tionally to make these appropriations, in all caset of citizens or corpora- 
tions who possess doubtful claims, and a re. unscrupulous enough to 
commit, in order to prevent their adjudication b^r Congress, a delibeiate 
attack on the property of the United States, or i deliberate sequestration 
of their acknowledged dues. 

For further and more detailed views on this extraordinary case, a refe- 
rence is made to the whole correspondence and opinions annexed, without 
the discussion of any course which the power and the wisdom of Congress 
are able to select for evincing its opinions on this outrage, whether by 
withdrawing indulgencies from the bank as to the receipt of its notes for 
public dues, or by adopting some other measure on the subject, which the 
nature of the transaction, the rights of the United States, and the consti- 
tutional authority of Congress, may be thought to justify and demand. 
Believing that a similar seizure was not likely to be repeated by the 
bank in 1835, upder the other pretence of satisfying claims for damages, 
in consequence of the removal of the depositee, as set up in its second let- 
ter, this department has estimated the probable revenue the ensuing year 
from this source, at the usual rate of dividends lately made on all our stock 
in the bank, remaining after the sales which have taken place for the in- 
vestment of the navy pension and hospital funds. But should Congress, 
on a full examination of the subject, think otherwise, it may be provident 
to supply some other equivalent for this portion of the estimated receipts. 
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The estimate of rereiniie from misceHaneoofl totircM hat been com- 
puted • little below the actual teceiptf of the f urreut yor, because the 
dividends applicable to general purposes will be on a less amount of 
bank stocit, and the anticipated sales •6{ sucb stock, to meet the further 
wants of the beforem^ntioned furidSy wifl be much reduced. In thia 
explanation of the estimate of the rsceiptip during the coming year^ it it 
hoped that satisfactory reaions have Jieeii itsfigned to sh«*w its|pBneral 
accuracy. This estimate being-one end a-balf millioii larger than that 
of last year, it is more likely to exceed, than, like that, to fall short of 
the actual result That estimate preve^to be less'than the actual receipts, 
probably about 2^,000,000, or- froM eufiome about '$ 1,200,000 « from 
lands nearly $800.000 ; and Clie res)doe f hinfly from larger sales of bank 
stock, as before named, than wis anUcipatfji. As the first deduction of 
10 per cent, from the excess of ^^ulies oq'gopds Imported, and paying over 
20 per cent, ad rahretnt took efEN:t on the 31st of Detembec last, it was 
not practicable Co fik beforehandj with mj^eh ceitainty, the amount of 
the diminution, on account of it, from the revenue of the year, as the 
samer^liie of merchandtsc might not be imported as in any previous year 
which should be selected for a guide in Ibrming the estimates, and the 
particular kinds of merchaoHise ihuslmt)orted, whether free, or payiug 
a duty, might greatly fluctuate* To these uncectainties ia the whole 
value, and in the kinds of gooda Inlpotted, were tn Oe added the circum- 
stances that the systens of aailaelion going into operation was altnost en- 
tirely new in practice, QidHkatlM cash duties substituted for credit, oo 
some article*, temled tafmtitfjr tfjfmnr means of calctilatioo stili more 
Inapplicable and rteuttiij||» t^'rS*^ 

It is hopeH that, as tMSMfiafi^^ear is exposed chiefly to only one of 
these souices of uncertalntji^^iHRfb is the whole value of dutiable goods 
imported, theestimiti made for the Income from customs will not vary es- 
eentially from the amount of receipts which time may prove to be correct. 

In relatioB to the excess of revenue received from lauds over the esti- 
mate made for the year 1834, the amount from that source happened to 
be unprecedented ; and as full returns of the very large sales in Decem- 
ber, 1833, had not then been received, it was entirely unexpected. EiH 
the actual excess this year, though not so large as in the previous one, 
coupled withcircttmstances before, named, has induced the department to 
submit a larger estimate under thisliead thack has heretofore been madf. 

The estimates for the expenditures of the ensuing year have been grad- 
uated and modified by the following circumstances. The actual ex{>en< 
ditures for the year 1833 did not dififer much from the expectations ex- 
pressed concerning^ them in the laat annual report, except that the residue 
of the four and a half per cent, stocks, although diarged to 1833, was 
not, ill fact, all reimbursed, or the money paid to the commissioners of 
loans for that purpose, within that year, but only $13,198 of them were 
redeemed in the residue of 1833. Between the 1st of January and 
MBy, 1834, about j(497,697 more were redeemed, and afterwards the 
sum of $759,271 was advanced to the commissioners of loans to meet the 
balance which was then outstanding. Partly from this cause, therefore, 
reducing the actual expenditure in the fourth quarter of 1833. about a 
million below tbe estimate, and partly from an increase in the revenue 
of nearly ti9o millions beyond ibe estimate o/ that quarter, from causes 
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before enumerated, the iictual avaUable amount in the Treasury on the 
Ist of January, 1834, was greater than the t-stimate — haying been 
$10,302,905, instead of the mtimated sum of $7,983,790. The expen- 
ditur«^8 in 1834, on account of the public debt, thus became incrf ased 
beyond the estimate about $1»256,968. Ancither source of expenditure^ 
Increased riuring the past year beyond the estimate, was th** sum of 
$75#407 for interest on the public debt, which bad before been unclaimed/ 
but v^hich has since been demanded^ and discharged ^ and to meet 
whicbi prubably from adherii^ to the asage of former years, or from anr 
impression it would remain uncalled for^ no money had been specifically 
set aside, nor any charge made, to the expected expenditure of the year* 
Besides these unexpected calls during the present year, the appropria- 
tions in money, by new acts of Congress, and by former permanent acts 
still in force, have been computed to be about )S^l,OOtlfOOO. 

These constituted a new burden, in ad-iition to a balance of public 
debt which remained to be p^id, amounting to about six millions, and a 
bitlanre of old appropriations liable to be cnlled for, amounting to about 
five millions more. The whole appropriatjoiis thus chargeable^ for expen- 
ditures to the year, did not vary much from thirty-one millions of dollars 
in money, besides a number of grants of laod, of considerable extent 
and value, that were voted by Congress. 

Having pievented this explanation of the principal expenditures which 
have been charged to the present yeari and defrayed to the extent 
required, a basi^ has been laid for showiig tbo reasons upon which thia 
department has proceeded to reduce its eallmatet fi>i new appropriations 
for expenditure the ensuing year to the.aztMit of about six and a third 
millions of dollars below those of last yeftr. This is about one and a 
third million less, independent of the aoMHinf then estimated to be 
oeerled towards the discharge of the public debt. 

In that sum of new appropriations, amounting to about Jl21,000,000» 
theie was no permanent charge that has been deemed likely to be much 
lessened for the ensuing year, such as the arming of the mditia, and ibe 
gradual improvement of the navy Nor, in the opinion of this depnrt* 
roent, will the great objects for the expendituie, of a character general 
and somewhat fixed, such as those usually connected with civil and 
foreign purposes, the navy and army, including works classed as internal 
improvements, Indians, and pensions, admit ironiediately of so great 
diminution in number or amonnt as might be desired, and is hereafter 
expected But as large a reduction as practicable, without injury to the 
public interests and a neglect of important duties, has been made in the 
estimated expenditmet for each of them, b ing, in all, after allowing a 
small increase in toiiM» about one and a third million of dollars. 

It is anticipated that, with the valuable improvements of late years in 
steamy and the great advantages in using these improvements for harbor 
and maritime defence, some of the fortifications originally contemplated 
may hereafter be wholly dispensed with, or be built on a different and 
reduced scale ; and though it is thought that oo'y about two millions can, 
the following year, be prudently retrenched fiom the expenditures con* 
nected with fortifications «nd harbors, Indians, and pensions, yet it is 
manifest that very soon the amount required for those ptiblic purpose^ 
must, by the completion of the OMSt necessary defences, by toe extinguish* 
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ni«ol of mott of Um ikilrt ol the IndwDf, aad the removal ol ttet vBiM- 
tuiiata raee b^jrcmrt the Mi»»iMippi« and bj ihe rapid much of deatli 
Hiiioot prMioitrr«t •nd thu drtectioo ol onflwrous Iraud* aatoiig limr 
prolvMfd agenU, becooM atiU more dimioiehed ; and ae our impost duties 
will b» further reduced bj tbr operatioog ol tbi* art o( March, 1833» tlie 
r#riucf ioo both in revenue and in eiiiendituri* for lbe*e great objects triUy 
therefoie, happily aoH coiivenienlijr, for a time, be likely very oear to 
corre»poDd. A more fixed amount for the ordinary peace establisbmeBt 
lof tb^ army, and some ntber evpeuditures connected with the executive, 
legislative, and judiciel drpaitmeou, would, Jike what now exists with 
greater prttcision and uniformity in the expenses of the navy, be a great 
de*ideratum in the permanent adjustment of our revenue system, «tn<l 
would tend, in many important respects, to useful rctrencbmcnt. Ibe 
grHdual increase required in some classes of expenoiture by the gradual 
increase of our population and wealth, and of tho:e public establishments 
which fluctuate with them, such as some p^rts of th*- judiciary, the legis- 
lative, and eaecutive, couM then be acrurat«*ly foreseen aud provided for, 
while any extraordinary and unexpecie'l enlargt-ment in expenses would 
then excite inquiry, aiid, unless resting on clear and extrnordinary 
causes, would jif6t*fy fippo»ilion : when so resting, they would be met by the 
pbblic cheerfully, by means of increased taxes and revenue. Another 
important circumbtauce deserves consideration in explanation of 
the new and contingent item ot 2^«^^'^^^* "^*^ ^''^ added to the 
ettiniHtes for the ensamg year. It has b«'eii ascertained, by careful sciu* 
tiny aud comparison, that much of the g^eat expenditures oi the last four 
years, besides the payment of the debt, has arisen from appropriations 
by Congress to a larger amount, under particular heads, than the general 
estimates for the year submittecl by the Treasury, and from large appro- 
priations to objects not specifically included in any estimates. 

To illusuate this, an abstract of a table of the general estimates, ap 
proprlations, and expenditures during the past two years, and of all these, 
but the expenditures during the pa^t three yeais, has been prepared, and 
is submitted, showing a difference betv^een the estimates and appropria- 
tions, independent of the public debt, in 1832, of between five aoo six mil* 
lions; in 1833, of nearly five millions; and in 1834, of about three millions. 

The largest portion of this great increase, amounting, in tbe first two 
years, froth one fourth to one third of the whole appropriations, it will 
be seen, is under tbe civil and miscellaneous heads, and under items 
classed with tbe military establishment, such as harbors improved, pen- 
•ionn, &c. For the information of the public, oua comparison deemed 
so very important, it is proposed to publish the detailed table from which 
this is compiled, aad a similar one heiealter, appended to the annual 
exhibit of receipts and expenditures. Should this practice of making 
appropriations, so greatly exceeding the estimates, be continued by 
Congress, it will not only prevent much reduction, paiticularly under 
the miscellaneous head, but if will be necessary to provide for tbe con- 
sequences of it by ao«uKmented revenue proportionate to these demands, 
or by a larger regular surplus In the 'iVeasury to meetauch unexiiected 
increaaes of appropriations. It must be manifest that it is not in the pow- 
er of this department to foresee and ccmipute these, increases with any 
degree of accuracy, as, with the exception of some subsequent estimates 
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^bmitted after the aflniial ooes, they depend almost whuify, id their 
inception, on the pleasure and discretion ot* Congress ; and as they con- 
sist chiefly of miscellaneous public objects, and private grants for almost 
numberless causes, they may vary greatly in difierent years, fiut it 
might be unfaithfulness in the undersigned towards both Congress and the 
public, since the extent of the influence of this excess on the expend )• 
tures, though always something, has been ascertained to be very large 
during the last three years, not to bring it distinctly to their notice, and 
not to submit a contingent item in the estimates for the purpose of cnv*irr 
ing it. Whettier that which the department has now off. re.t, reduceH, as 
it is. nearly one halt from the average of the actual excesses during the 
three past years, will prove correct or not, and whether the diminished 
estimates under some other heads will correspond or not with iht* actual 
amount of appropriations that may be m^de, and with our anticipHted 
means to meet them, will depend much on the caution and policy Con- 
gress may deem proper to use in restiiciing approptiAtiout> more nearly 
within tile estimates presented. On the presumptimi thnt they may be 
more restricted than heretofore, only the addition beforementioned has, 
on this account, been made to the whole estimated expenditures for the 
ensuing; year. 

A reduction so much lower than the late actual average excesses, is 
supposed to be justified, ftoitn two teading considerations. One of them 
is the circumstance that, dur4ng a short session of Congress, whkh nav 
occurs, fewer bills of a miscellaneous eharactar can generally be well 
examined and passed, than during a long aftseion. Another is, that as 
our revenue diminishes, it is probably tbat'lflyvNlsr rigilence will be exer 
cised by all in the allowance of very a^Hsie^Ntod almost obsolete private 
claims, or of claims very doubtful in charactar as to either facts or prm- 
|ciples, and in mailing further appropriations to some objects of public 
importance, whicb have already received liberal attention, and which, 
from their nature, must be expected to diminish rather than increase in 
their demands on the public Treasury. Thus, in regard to light houseS| 
customhouses, marine hospitals, &c., rot to enumerate various objecw 
connected with internal improveme't and public expenditure within the 
District of Columbia, it is manifest that the sums appropriated for some 
years past, can be safely and judiciously diminished io several respects, 
and in others' almost entirely discontimiad. 

It this be done, as it doubtless will be, with discrimination and judg 
ment, though some new objects will have to be added, and increases in 
some old ones computed, yet it Is probable that the saving in expense to 
the public will not only be considerable, but, at the same time, no object 
of a really commercial character, and of national magnitude, need t>e 
neglected, nor any power exercised and treasure expended in those doubt- 
ful cases of constitutional right in the General Government, which tend 
to alienate bretheren ol the same political family, and to perpetuate ex- 
citements unfavorable to useful legislation, and, in some degree, danger- 
ous to our Union. It has been further eoosillered, in the estimates aad 
reductions for the ensuing year, that our whole expenditure on account 
of the public debt has, In one sense, ceased, either by completing the 
payment of it, or by4i deposite of money with the commissioner of loans, 
or a readiness of it fti t^e Treasoryi sufficient to pay all which renaint 
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wbeMver Um boldcrt c lii M i to t«c«ivo It. Bat* thovfh all the prioe^al 
ttod i0t*r«tt ■•cewmry tor iliwobi«ct will, belofc tbm jear jekMtty hav» 
bMB placed |0 the bank aod in Dt ancbat, at coanDiationar of laana, yet 
the pracUca la to raqaira tlic Iniaratty If not called for aaaaonablj* to be, 
after a cartaln period, returned to tbe Treasury, and tbe principal oaly 
to be retained by tho bank till otberwite directed by tbe commbalonara 
of tbe sinking fund* or by Coogreas. The uncUlaied interest, after bar- 
ing been once onid o«it of the Treasury and returned, does not, at tbta 
time, exceed y^61,938. or the oKmey ready there ff>r itt discharge, after 
meeting all tbe outstanding current appropf ietions. Under this practice, 
It will be seen that its payment must constitute some annual chariee on 
the Treatury till tbe whole b actually adjusted t aod, ronspquently, 
{50,000 for that purpose bare bean Included in the estimsted expend i* 
ture of the ensuing year. Tbis will probably be nearly all the demands 
of any kind for tbe public debt, in any form, which will then be made on 
the Treasury, or the sinking fund The rest of the sinking fund, if not 
abolished by Congress, could hereafter be applied to general purposes. 

lu substantial conformity to tbe proposition made last year by this 
department, it would now seem still more imperatiye on Congress to pro- 
vide that the money, whether principal or interest, drawn from the Trea- 
sury, and placed in the bank and its branches, as commissioners of loans, 
and which shall not be called for by the pubKc creditors before rhe rlosi^ 
of tbe ensuing year, should be repaid into tbe Treasury, and held, under 
notice to creditors to rrc«hre It there ; that, thereafter, the office of com- 
missioner of loans be abolished, the duties of the commissioners of tbe 
sinking fund, and the pr<a rl iiops as to the fund itself suspended, and such 
power dcTolTod on this depavttnent, as ma} be necessary to a settlement 
of that part of tba debt which may not then have been demanded, and 
as the bank charter soon thereafter expires, to provide, further, that the 
books and other papers connected with the public debt should be returned 
and deposited here, to enable the Treasury to guard against mistakes and 
frauds. Tbe whole airiount unclaimed, In possession of tbe bank, on 
account of the public debt, has been reduced to $282^9, and tbouj[:h 
about to ha augmented by the traobfer of a sufficient sum to meet the 
whole residue of the outstanding debt, it will probably not remain much 
larger at tba close of the enfuing year. 

With a little legislation of this kind, every thing will be done by Con- 
gress which is deemed necessary to close up, it is hoped forever, all the 
once large public debt of these United States. By tbe payment of tbe whole 
of it, with punctuality and fidelity, it is gratifying to reflect that our pub* 
lie credit as a naticm has been raised to a high standing, and a large 
stock of confidence acquired from others, which, in such future exigen- 
cies as are likely to happen, sooner or later, in all countries, will aid us to 
procure ample and seasonable loans, without ruinous discounts or delays. 

In pursuing this honorable course, the Government of the Union has 
not only shown good faith abroad to its foreign friends and allies, those 
who lent assistance when most needed, but it has redeemed, whether at 
home or abroad, the entire debt of both toe revolution and the late war $ 
paid the purchase .money for Florida and Louisiana ; and, with a most 
scrupulous sense of moral as well as political obligation, administered, 
|ln various wayr* to tbe waotS| and atoned for many of the losses, of 
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those who perilled life and fortune iu the struggle for independence, in 
which our public debt had its sacred origin. It is an additional source o 
gratification that this has been effected without imposing heavy burdensj 
•n the peoplff, or leaving their Treasury empty, trade languishing, and 
industry paralyzed ; but, on the contrary, with almost every great inteiest 
of society flouritihing, with taxes reduced, a surplus of money on hand, 
valuable stocks and extensive lands still owned by the Government, and 
with such various other financial resources at command, as to give to our 
country in this respect a very enviable superiority. 

When it is considered that this has been effi*cted by a young, and, at 
first, not very numerous people, within about half a century, and who, 
during the same period, have provided such other and ample means to 
sustain their useful systems ot Goverumeut, an.1 to build up great and 
prosperous eommunities, we may well be proud of the illustration our 
country affords of the financial ability of free institutions, and of the 
high destinies in various resperts, not appropriately noticeable on this 
orcasion, but which may await our preservation of these institutions in 
their original vigor, purity, and republican simulicity. 

Pronri the views before taken of the probable wants during the ensu- 
ing year for expenditures, and of the probable receipts tn meet tnem, it 
has been stated that on the Ist of January, 1836, it was estimated that 
there will remain a surplus of available funds of about /^5,90O,690 82. This 
result has been attained by consideriog the unavailable portion of our 
funds tbf^n and now on hand at the reriuced sum of only about j!^l,150,000| 
in^tejAd of j^l. 400,000, as heretoft>re reported. But it may be desirable 
to Congress to know that there is 4 prospect,^duriQg the ensuing year, of 
collecting some further portion o^ these funds. This will be accomplish- 
ed, it is anticipated, by the appointment of soma more active agents, by 
nnw compromises, and by more rigorous requirements in collections where 
property exists, so as to reduce further the whole amount from ^50,000 
to ^100,000; and if this hope be realized, the above named available 
balance will, to that extent, be increased. A minute analysis and exam- 
ination of these unavailable funds have recently been completed, and 
will be submitted in the supplemental leports soon to be laid before 
Congress, on the present mode of keeping and disbursing the public 
revenue. But, on the other hand, enlarged somewhat as this balance 
may happen to be from any causes, it should be remembered that, on the 
31st day of December, 1835, another reduction of ten percent, must, by 
the existing laws, be made from a part of the present tariff; and if the 
surplus in the Treasury, by a year from next January, should prove to 
be iQcrea«:ed to two millions, it could not with safety be regarded as too 
great for meeting, with a reduced rate of imposts on importations, the 
probable wants of 1836. At all events, such is the uncertainty on that 
subject, at this distance of time, that thougn something unuNual iu the 
latter part of 1836, may, in tbe way of final dividends on our portion of 
the capital of the bank stock, be received, yet it is not now possible to 
foresee tbe contingencies th tt may check either the present large impor- 
tations of merchandise, or Urge sales of land, and consequently reduce twe 
revenue derived from them; or that may require an increase in our army 
or navy expenditures, arising from those unfortunate collisions to which 
all nations are liable that feel disposed t(i sustain the faith of treaties. 
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vindicate Iheir public rights, SDd protect eScleDtly their commerce and 
citisent. No further reduction of the tarifl^ until that already provided 
for at the close of the ensuing yeart would, therefore seem to be prudent 

The reduction or increase of the tariff is now referred to with a view 
to revenue alone, and not with a view to questions so much agitated 
heretofore, of protection, coantervailiog regulations, and the proper 
national poltry to be pursued as to tht? imported luxuries and aecesaariet 
of life. On those points. It is considered far better for the real manufac*^ ■ 
tureis themselves, not engaged in mere speculative investments, as well 
as for commerce, agriculture* and the revenue, that a policy should be 
selected, not unjust to either great interest or either great section of the 
Union, and, when once established, that frequent changes should be 
avoided, and the occasional Increase or reduction of revenue, which may 
sometimes become proper for finaocial purposes, should be connected 
with articles wholly detached from the question of protection to mtinu- 
factures. The tariff as to these troublesome points, is regarded as now 
adjusted by the act of March, 1833, till the year 1842, eicept in respect 
to such new regulations as may be required from time to time for the due 
enforcement of the spirit of that act« or such other changes as new 
occurrences may satisfy the gieat mass of the community are rendered 
proper for earlier modifications, without a departure from the spirit of 
the compromise then intended among the friends of free trade and of 
high protection. 

A separate report on certain subjects relating to the due enforcement 
of the present tariff being in preparation, only one of them will now be 
adverted to. It is the evasion of the present duty on silks from beyond 
the Cape of Good Hope, by their being first landed, and occasionally 
recolored or restamped in Europe before imported into this country. In 
this wsy, and by the present discrimination in favor of European sillts, 
Ibe revenue loses a very large amount. As some illustration of the loss 
by such discriminations, the recent one in favor of French Rilks alone 
amounted to over gSOO.OOO a year, and that now in favor of French 
wines amounts to nearly $200,000 more, making a loss of over half a 
million a year on the^e two articles with only one nation. But while on 
the other points, independent of the spirit of the compromise of 1833, legis- 
lation may be regarded as still fairly open ; it certainly ought not to be 
attempted on so delicate and 'difiicult a subject, unless imperative cases 
for it shall occur, whether combined or not with any increase or reduoion 
of the tariff that may become necessary, as a mere question of revenue, 
by the actual condition of oar receipts and expenditures. So far from 
any increase being necessary at present, or prospectively, the balance 
now on hand in the Treasury, and the accruing revenue under ezisiing 
laws, will, in the opinion of the department, prove amply sufficient to 
answer all ordinary demands, and, united with our other resources, to 
answer any unexpected demands of no very extraordinary amount. 

Ah appears b> the docuinents annexed, the Government has about 
$6,343,400 subject to general use, invested in the United Statfs Bank 
.Stock, and the sum of £1,882,500 invested in different canal stoj^ks ; and 
the proceeds of the sales of which, if authorized in any unexpected 
deficiency, would, in most cases, prove amply sufficient witnout any 
resort to an increased tariff. 
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On the contrary, ueitner of the available balances evtimated to be on 
band in 1835 or 1836, alter deducting what will be wanted lor outstand- 
ing appropriations, can probably exceed -a million. Should the burplus, 
without that deduction, prove to be about six millions, as estimated, the 
undersigned respectfully submits that it will require no legislation, at 
that amount has been about the usual average balance retained on hand 
for many years— a balance that has furnished great facilities in nieeting 
all claims, even at the remotest points, with punctuality and good faith ; 
aflforded much stability and elevation to our public credit, by providing 
seasonably the means for a punctilious fulfilment of contracts ; and 
yielded so great security against sudden evils of every kind in tknanclal 
affairs as to render one of near that amount provident and economical; 
and especially so at this moment, when any surplus v hich may exist, 
will accrue under a permanent compromibe of the tariff, that contains 
within itself a provision to reduce «tiU further the duties, and undoubt- 
edly the whole amount of our revenue, alter the close of the coming year. 

It is a source of sincere congratulation, that, from the general pros* 
perity of our commerce, and from the peace, industry, and abundance 
which so widely prevail over our fortunate country under its admirable 
institutions, researches are obliged to be directed rather to the due reduc- 
tion or disposition of any occasional surplus that may happen to exist 
in the Treasury, than to obtain sufficient for public purposes by taxation 
and other burdens. But, under our altered system as to duties and the 
public debt, it will be prudent to calculate that deficiencies as well at 
surpluses may happen oftener than formerly. In the opinion of the 
undersigned, however, neither can be soon anticipated so as to require 
immediate legislation. But should Congress think differently, no harm 
could arise from vesting a power in the Treasury Department, in case of 
an unexpected deficiency occurring in the revenue from any cause what- 
ever, to sell kuch portions of our public stocks as may be necessary to 
supply the public wants growing out of actual appropriations. In a 
contingency of that kind, against which, in the present system ot our 
revenue, and without a large ordinary »urplus^ to be applied as it can 
be spared or not for the payment of a public debt, in the manner here- 
tofore practised, it is difficult to guard effectually against not only the 
occurrence of a deficiency, but its usual evils, a^delay, if not great embar- 
rassment and injury to public creditors, and tf^violatiooof our plighted faith. 

At the same time, it might be expedient to provide, that, whenever the 
collections of the revenue permanently authorized, should prove tu be in 
an excess not immediately needed or useful as a proper surplus in the 
Treasury, the department should either obtain interest for it of the banks 
where the largest amounts are long deposited, or invest it temporarily in 
some safe stocks till needed, or till the tariff is again changed. This 
would probably secure a due interest on it, wbile retained, instead of the 
present and past modes of obtaining interest on any occasional surplus, 
by applying it, in discharge of the public debt, and which mode, since 
the payment of the latter, can no longer be pursued. 

Should facts occur which appear to require legislation, such an 
arrangement, like a regulator in some large or complicated machinery, 
remedying any occasional irregularities, might operate more beneficially, 
as to any considerable excess or deficiency, than yearly changes of the 
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tariff* made to meet yearly Tibratioos in our revenuot or to meet yearly 
reductiuos or augmentations in our expenditures. 

This subject of interest from the deposite banks, ai some rate, and 
under some circumstances, was adverted to in a reptjrt by a committee in 
one House of Congress the last sessioUf and would at this time be more 
fully eiamined,iu connexion with that report, and the nubsequent Intima* 
tion of the United States Bank of its claim for damages on account of 
the late removal of the deposites^tconnected, it is apprehended, with the 
idea of a profit or interest derived from them, were it supposed that either 
po>nt could, in the present coiidiiioo of things, be considered of any prac- 
tical important e. But tlie bfilance of money at present on hand, ac be 
fore remarked, is merely the usual aud convenient h mount for current 
fiscal operations, and most of it it liablei at any moment, to be with- 
drawn to meet existing appropciations. 

While the intimation of the bank, resting, as it probably must, on an 
impression that the bonut was paid instead of interest on the public de- 
posites, is not believed to ba supported by the language or i^piiit of the 
charter, which required the bonus **for the exclusive privileges and bene- 
fits confeired by this act on the bank," and which excltatve favors, 
whether termed pririleget or btneJUt^ consisted principally in the sole 
right of banking for twenty years, and for which alone Mr. Madison, in 
bis veto of 1815, and Mr. Dallas, in his letter of December 24, 1815, 
thought that a bonus should be paid to the Government ; the latter fur- 
ther observed, that, *' independent of the bonus here proposed to be 
exacted, there are undoubtedly iD«iny public advantages to be drawn 
from the establishment of a national bank, but they are generally of an 
incidental kind, and, as in the case of deposites and distribution of the 
revenue, may be regarded in the light of equivalents, not for the monopo- 
ly of the charter, but for the reciprocal advantage of a fiscal connexion 
with the Government*^' 

If the reasons should ever be presented to this department, in support 
of the late intimation of a demand for damages for the removal of the 
deposites, iu a case where the bonus was claimed and paid on the above 
grounds, and where the right to re.move tlie deposites was expressly re- 
served in the charter to the officer removing them, it will then, probably, 
be in season to enter more fully into this collateral question. Or should 
the balance in the possession of the State banks at any time become much 
larger than the current demands existing against the Treasury, it will, 
If Congress do not earlier think proper to act on it prospectively, not to 
authorize any temporary investment of rt, be then considered necessary 
and proper for this department to examine in what cases* and under 
what circumstances^ on what surpluses, and at what rate, interest could 
equitably be demanded, in addition to the useful duties performed by the 
selected banks in behalf of the Treaiury. 

On these points, however, it U hoped that this department will not be 
understood as recommending that taxes should ever be imposed witti a 
view to permit a large surplus, any more than a deficiency, to occur; but 
hat, when the former unexpectedly and uaiateutionally happens, an in 

me should be realised from it, by interest- or an investment, until, at 

e end of every few years, a thorough revision of the tariff would, in 
pursuit of this policy, be made, and 40 graduated, as during the next 
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•occeeding term to be likely to correct any great irregularities, whether 
excesses or deficiencies, that bad happened during the preceding term, 
and to lead to the sale nnd use of any interest or investments which, in 
the mean time, bad accumulated. 

Those other questions naturally connected with the present deposite 
banks, and, indeed, with our whole eaisting system of finance, so far as 
regards the keeping and disbursing the public money, might here be"' 
appropriately considered. Yet, without any desire to avoid, but rather '^' 
from a wish to submit, tbat full and frank discussion of ibem with thein ' 
acknowledged importance, and the exciting interest in them, demand from' 
the fiscal departitient of the Government, they will be postponed to a| 
separate supplemental report, which will be confined exclusively to theirj 
consideration, and will soon be presented to Congress. 

It appears to the undersigned that a change in the commencement of 
the fiscal year, and of the time at which the annual appropriutions be- 
gin, would be a great impiovement iu the financial operations of the 
Governmeot If the year was to commence after the la&t day of March; 
instead of September, and the annual appropriations begin Irom the same 
dxte, many delays and embarrassments could be avoided, and the infor* 
mation on the condition of the receipts and expenditures of the previous 
year, to be laid before Congress each session, could be much more full 
and accurate. 

Upon trie subject of the new coinage of gold, and the operation of 
the acts of the last session relating to it, and the value and tender 
of foreign coins, this department does not, until further experience is had, 
contemplate offering many recommendations for new legislation A 
particular suggestion, deemed proper, is that the one dollar gold coin, 
originally embraced in the late act, should be autboiixed. If found on 
tria) to be convenient, as small gold coins have been found, some of less 
and some of little larger amount, in Portugal, Russia, Spain, Turkey, 
and Switzerland, it does not seem to comport with the interest and 
welfare of the community to prevent here its coinage and circulation; 
and if not found on trial to be useful, the sagacity of self interest will 
soon lead to the abandonment of its coinag«*, by making no demand for 
it. Thus the community can io no event susttin murb, if any injury, 
from it, while the facilities of the public, by having a coin of either metsl, 
gold or silver, as small as one dollar, may be greatly increased. This 
kind of. legislation, with a view to provide a full supply and variety of 
coin Instead of bills below five and ten doH«/s, is particularly conducive 
to the security of the poor and middling classes, who, as they own but 
little in, and profit but little by, banks, should be subjected to as ^mall 
riftk as practicable by their bills. The wealthy and commercial, for 
whose benefit, chiefly, banks are instituted, will then chiefly use their 
bills, and suffer by them if forged or depreciated; while the laboring 
classes, and men of (»mall means will, by the justice and paternal care of 
th** Goveinment, generally be provided with a currency of hard moiiry, 
not exposed to any risk of failures, and to be used for all dealmgs of such 
an amount as their daily or w^kly wants mny in most cas^s require. 

The new coinage has as y^t been confined principally to the half and 
quarter eagles, and has equalled, in all, about £3,1 14,090, or, in four 
months, more than four times tbjp annual average coinage of gold lor 
many years past. V \ 
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The demand for other coins has alto been promptly met throughout 
the year. To aid in carrying the new law into efficient operation, this 
department, last August, placed in the hand ol the Director of the mint* 
under the act of April 2^ 1792, twenty thousand dollars, and ten thou- 
sand more in Sftptember, as it was needed^ and could be, without iocon* 
venience, spaied from the Treasury- By this course many have been 
enabled at once to realise funds from their deposits of bullion or coin, 
and the mint to continue its opeiations uninterruptedly, and to supply 
promptly, when desired, coins already prepared ^r circulation. 

The strong disposition of Uie public to use the new coinage baa been 
obserred with pleasure ; and the liberal aid of many of the deposite 
banks in assisting to increase its circulation, has proved very useful and 
deserves commendation. As the new coinage conuneaced nearly in the 
middle of the year, and the date, tall next January, could not, by law, 
be altered, so as to distinguish the new from the old coin, such other 
alterations was adoptad by the director of the mint as the law permitted, 
and as were calculated to aid the community in readily discriminating 
between them. After the next year begins, the new date alone will 
enable the public to distinguish the new coins; and such modifications 
only will be made in the former emblems as taste and convenience may, 
in the opinion of the director* and without au omission of any thing 
required by Congress, appear to demand His report, which it is expected 
will coon be received and presented, will probably furnish every further 
particular connected with the concerns of the mint that may be interest* 
ing. But it is considered proper to invite the attention of Congress to a 
change in the law respecting the organisation of the mint establishment, 
so as hereafter to prevent its operations in refining and coining for others 
from being a tax on the Treasury, and any longer swelling the large 
amount of our annual expenditures. This could easily be effected by 
imposing a duty or seignorage of about one per cent, on the prompt 
coinage ot silver, and one fourth per cent, on that of gold ; the present 
coinage of copper now defraying its own expense This would be no 
more burdensome to the persons holding bullion than the delay now allow- 
ed for the recoinage ; and which delay of forty days, [or one half per 
cent, discount if delivered in five day, J and consequent loss of interest, 
could, !»ith 6uch a seignorage, and the advances now authorised from 
the Treasury, be, without inconvenience, reduced to eight or ten days, 
anri the whole establishment be thus sustained by its owu earnings, with- 
out much, if any, increased cost to either individuals or the public* 
But, in such c<«se, if the cost sliould ever be increased to individuals, 
some additional inducement will be held out to pi event either the expor- 
tation or melting of our coin, which have been so great, before the late 
change in the law, as to have left in de|K>eite and circulation, in this 
country, au amount of it not exceeding that struck in two or three out 
of the forty years during which the mint has been in operation. The 
expenses and labors of the mint, equalling, on an average, about $20,000 
a year, or j$800,000 in all, excluding buildings, have thus, except for 
two years, been entirely lost to the country. 

It has been deemed desirable to attempt some improvements in the 
revenue cutter service. With such a view, all its regulations have been 
revised and republished. By those, it has been endeavored to promotei 
the cause of temperance, and thereby to increase the health and efficicAfij- 
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of the crewi, and the saf-ty of the public property and public interests 
in this branch of service, by holding out a similar inHucement to that 
now existing in the navy, to discontinue the use of spirits on ship-board. 
Greater security has been provided for the prompt payment of their wages, 
and for official accountability. It has further been deemed expedient, 
not only to stop any conteniplated increase in the cutters, but to reduce 
the number of them, aud of ihe persons employed In tnis service, as ra 
pidly as the diminished temptation to smuggling will safely permit. 

By several resolutions, appropriations, and acts ol Congress, at the last 
and previous session?, a variety of other subjects, not yet fpported on, has 
been confided to the attention of this deparimeiit, such as the erection ot a 
number of custom-houses ; the building of a bridge over the Potomac river 
in this District; a compromise of the suits penHing against the firm of 
Thomas H. Smith & Son ; an opinion on the validity of some private 
land titles in Missouri ; a report on certain provisions in the taiiffact of 
July 14, 1832; some statements as to the marine hospital money ; a re 
organization of the Treasury Department; and a revision of the subject 
of salaries and feet> to ru^tom- hou^e officers- These have received careful 
attention, and will form the subjects of separate reports to Congress, early 
in the present session. In the report on the last of them, it is coiit«*mplated 
to ofier such suggestions, by way of addition to thi^ rommoniration, as are 
appropriately connected with that inquiry, and as would otherwise have 
been mentioned here in respect to some chnuges deemed suitable in the 
whole amount of compensation to various custom-house officerf^, an'i in 
the number of such officers at various ports, and in relation to other 
changes in the system, which the great alterations in the existing duties 
seem to indicate,- as required for sound economy ani tbe public cunveiii* 
ence. A few remarks concerning hospital money will also be postponed, 
and annexed tn the statement requested in relation to that subject. 

In the preparation of new weights and measures on the authoritygiven 
in the act of 2d of March, 1799, and on the principles set forth in a leport 
from this department, ot June 20, 1B% coupled with the provision on 
this subject in the constitution, some progi ess has been made since the 
date of that report. But the difficulty in procuring the most suitable 
materials from abroad has retarded the compl tion of the work, and the 
present engagements ot the distlnguisherl gentleman specinlly einpl(«yed 
to superintend the business, and which engross most ol his time in a 
survey of the coast, may, with the circumstance before named, pievent 
the final accomplishment of this desirable object another year. But it is 
hoped, that .ben, either at the arsenal in this city, or at the mint, the 
most natural and appropriate place, the new weights ann meaaurea will 
be satisfactorily fiiished, and greater uniformity and accuracy attained 
on a subject in which, both as to revenue aui commerce, it is much 
needefi, and will prove eminently useful to the public 

The survey of the coast before alluded to has, >ince the last annual 
report, been transferred to the charge of the Navy Department, with 
which it seems to be more intimately and appropriately connected. 
With this survey, the situation and utility of our present lighthouses, 
already being 199 in number, kteside8*29 lightboats, and the necessity 
for others from time to time, would seem to be in some degree fitly ast-o- 
ciated. As a measure likely to lead to economy in not extending the 
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establishment of lightlKiuses beyond the reel m ants of the country, and 
in fixing their exact locality, so impcrt«otto the safety of our naTigAtion 
and navy, it is re^pecthllly recommeuded, that in the survey now in 
progress. Congress should requite the latitude and longitudfi^f every 
lighthouse to be carefully ascertained and published t the importance of 
its p<»sition to be inquired into ; and that no new one be hereafter erected 
till a report is made in respect to its public benefits by the two collectors, 
and the commander of the nary yard nearest the proposed site. 

The rebuilding of the Treasury edifice on or near iu former location, 
with the dimensionif of the building enlarged so as to meet the wants of 
the depaiimenty and rendered fire-proof for the security of iti papers, 
seems indispensable to its conveuifut operations, and to tha safety of 
some of the most valuable records connected with the public archives. 

The report from the Commissioner of the Genrral Lund Office is 
annexed. Many of its suggestions are highly important, and some of the 
recommendations, as to changes in this branch ol ihe collection of public 
money, are respectfully though earnestly urged on the consideration of 
' ont^n 88. 

The Indian titles having of late years been more extensively extin- 
guished, the quantity of vdluHble lands brought into market has increased 
in amount, so ac to place in the Treasury over three millions annually, 
uitfteiid oi Hbout one million, as was the case twenty years ago. Within 
the same period the land offices have been augmented iu number from 
•tbnui ei|ilitfen to fifty- three, in actual operation in 1834. 

Tti -ee circumstances have added much to tbebusiues» of that bureau, 
and should clearly lead to a corresponding increase in its clerks, or a 
sepHiation from it of some of its pres<*Qt laboiious dutiesy as the diminu- 
tion in other business in some other bureaus might lead to reduction in 
the number of their clerks to the extent proposed In the plan soon to be 
submitted, on the reorganisation of the Treasury Department. Attempts 
bive been made during the past year, with some success, to siroplily the 
mode of making entries in the Generi*l Lend Office of the sales effected { 
some difficult and long delayed questions of accounts have been decided, 
g: eater local accommodations and facilities furnished to the office, and 
increased convenience and promptitude, as far as practicable with the 
present lorceoftbe bureau, have been introduced iu the ascertainment of 
titles, and in the collection and disbursement of the large amount of 
revenue derived from this source. But new legislation can alone give 
entire relief, in the present condition of its enlarged duties, and at least 
230,000 a year, for ten years, will be required to'be expended in addi- 
tional clerk hire, to dispose of all the writing in arrear, and that may be 
hereafter rendered necessary by the additional sales of land. 

It gives me great pleasure to state that, among more than fifty^ offices 
and one hundred receivers and registers connected witn the present 
system of land sales, amenable to the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
under his control as to their collections, not one, during the last year, 
has proved to be a defaulter, although the money collected and paid over 
has probably exceeded four millions.

June. Previously to this period, the sum of ^'383,545 had been comed, 
so that, of tbe above amount of the gold coinage for the past year, 
$3, 570,725 consist of coins of the new standard. This amount, however, 
is the result of the operations of the mint during only five months of the 

Kear, corresponding to an amount, for a full year, of about eight and a 
alf millions in gold. Within the same period, the coinage of silver 
was regulaily maintained at tbe average rate of the whole yeai, making 
a general result of both gold and silver corresponding to a yearly coinage 
of nearly 2l2,00(M)00. 

The amount of gold in the vaults of the mint on the Ist August was 
$468,500 ; the amount now remaining in the mint uncoined is ^435,000, 
no part of which was deposited earlier than the 9th Peren>ber. T^ej

Tkf^grfatlj increased an^untof the daposlt^jl of gold, under the ratio 
of gold and silver establishad by the act of June S8th, has enabled the 
asaayar to d^tt*rmine the average fineness of tha several classes of gold 
coins above mentioned, with a piacisioo not praviously attainable The 
result indicatas that In the Taluation thereof, in the act maltius them a 
Is^aJ tender, th^y have been estimated above the rates respectively due 
to tfteir actobl ftoeness. Some loss has tbaaaa been incurred on deposites 
at tha asiat, when tbote coins had been takao by the depositor at the legal 
valuation per^dwt, and ibis loss has oce«»>ionally, on large sums, been of 
very sensible amount; the diflference being on the gold coins of Great 
Biitain, Portugal, and Braail, about the ei^th, and on those of France 
•bout the tenth of one per cent. 

Tha gold coins of Great Britain, Portugal, and Braatl, the standard of 
vbleh| by mint regulations, is the same, should be valueti at 94 6-10 
cents per dwt. The value of the gold coins of France may be properly 
estimated at 93 cenu per dwt., and those of Spain, Mexico, and Colom- 
bia, at 89 4-10 cents. 

The gold coins of Spain and the Spanish A merican^States, especially 
pi9 former, will rarely be brought to the mint in large deposites, since 
llie special demand for those coins in commerce gives them a current 
value, by taloi very sensibly beyond the intrinsic value due to their 
jlneness.

Spanish dollars, together with those of the Spanish Amerkaa States 
fMSumerated in the act of the 25th June, via : those of Mexico. Peru, 
Cbll'S nnd Central America, as also those restamped in Braxil, according 
la frequent trials thereof, may be regarded as of the weight and fineness 
contemplated in the act, via. of not less weight than four hundred and 
ftfteen grains, and of not less fineness than teo ounces fifteen penny- 
cpoigbts and twelve grains of pure silver In twelve ounces of standard 
fllver. 

The tendency of the Mexican dollars of the more recent issues to 
deviate from their proper standard, which has been noticed in the repmts 
on foreign coias within the last two years, appears equally conspicuous 
In some of the latest dates. This, however, seems to be almost ex- 
clusively confined to the issues of the Provincial mints, and is not in 
any miiterial degree observable in the coinage executed at the city of 
Mexico. 

' ' The irregularity referred to afierts very sensibly the interest of the 
depositor of those coins at the mint, by rendering a less productive re> 

ftum ; their intrinsic value, however, with rare exceptions, is still equal, 
and slichtly superior, to that ot the dollar of the United States. No

'fficersof the customs, and all three are appointed hy the President and 

Senate. They formerly held their offices for an indefinite period ; but, 

hy an act of 15th May, 1820, their appointment is now lin^ited to four 

years Weighers, G a uj^ers Measurers and Inspector^, •« re appointed by 

the Collector, with the approbation of the principal officer of the Trea- 

Kury Department. F'>r the duties of thece several officers, see the art of 

Congress, of thn 2d of M»rch 1799. Public Aporaisers are autho<~ized by 

an art of the 20lh of April, 1818. Their business is to appriise imp'irt- 

erl goods subjt'Ct to duty ad valorem, wbe-n they a*-e susp-:>rted to have 

been invoiced below the true value. They are appointed by the President 

and Senate, and hold commissions during the pleasure of the President.

roaMera, and from what port or place they last Bailed, whether laden or im 
ballast, whether ships or vessels of the United Staffs, or to what other aa* 
tion beioiiging, and whether they have the necesrari manifest or mauifeHts of 
their cargoes on board, and generally, all snch matters as it may be necessti^ 
r> for ihe collectors, or other officers of the custonts, to be made acquaiuied 
with ; and the officer* of the said cutters shall, likewi«e, eier ute and per- 
form such other duties, for the collection and securtty oC the revenue, as, 
from time to time, )>hali he enjoined and directed by the Secretary of t|M 
Treaftury, ni»t contrary lo law. 

The same a<'t further directs that the cotters and boats, employed in the 
service of the levenue, shall be distinguished from otiier vefsseU by an ensign 
and pennant, with such Miarks thtreon as shall be prescriiied^d directed 
by the Pre8i«ient of the United States,* and, in case any 8hip or vessel, liable 
to seisure or examination, shall not bring to, on being required, or being 
chased by any cutter or boat, having displayed the pennant and ensign pre- 
scribed for vessels in the revenue service, it Aball be Uvful for the (■ap;ain, 
master, or other person having comm-md of such cutter or boat, to fire at or 
into, fiuch vessel which shall not bring to, after such pennant and eUHigo 
shall be hoisted, an<l a gun shall have been Bred by sucn cutter or boa| as a 
signal ; and such ca, tain, muster or other person, a9 aforesaid, and all per- 
sons acting by or under his direction, shall be iiid« mnified from any peualtieS| 
or actions for damages, for so doing; and if any person shall he killed or 
wounded by such firing, aud the captain, master, or other person afor^|aad| 
shall be prosecuted, or arrested therefor, such captain, master or other per- 
son, shall be forthwith admitted to bail. And it any ship, vcrmL or boat, 
not employed in the service of the revenue, shall, within the jurisclirtion of 
the United States, carry or hiHst any pennant or ensign preset ihed for ves- 
sels in the service aforesaid, the master, or commander, of theship or vessel, 
so offending, shallibrfnit and fiay one hundred dollars. 

Tne uniform established todistiiifjuish the officers of the revenue cutter 
service from o hers, is thai prescribed ,by a circular from (he Treasury 
Department, of July 21, 1834, via : 

Captaiii's Dress — Dark grey cloth coat, with rolling eolUr, double 
breasted, lined with black silk ; nine buttons on each lapel, and one on each 
side of thn ctillar ; four buttons on the coffs : four on tie pocket flaps ; one 
on each hip ; two on the middle of the skirt-fold ; and one at the • xtremity of 
each skirt ; a strip of black braid, one inch wide, to be worn around the 
sleeve immediately above the cuff; two plain gold epaulets ; plain cooked 
hat ; small swortl, with black glased leather belt, and ^ilt mo m ting ; black 
silk cravat or stock ; buff vest, siiigle breasted, with nine buttons in fronts 
and four under the porket flaps; grey pantaloons, to have a strip of black 
braid, one inch in breadth, oij the outer seams, extending from the hip to the 
bottom ; short boots, worn under pantaloons ; or shoes, with stockings to 
corietpond with pantaloons, as the officer may elect.

By the act of 6th April, 1802, repealing the internal duties, the Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized to desisnate the Collectors of the Customs who 
are to prepare and issue the certificates to accompany wines, distilled spirits 
and teas, previously prepared and issued by the supervisors of the revenue.

^11 Jtel to stupend the operaliont of certain provitoes o/^'anael lo alter 
and amend the tereral acts tmpoting dutief on i^nporis,'*^ approved the 
fourteenth dajf of July^ eighteen hundred and thirtjf-lvo, 

[Sec. 1 ] Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of RepresenlaHvet i^ 
the United Slates of America in Congress assembled^ Thai the provisoes 
of the tenth and twelfth clauses of the secoud section of the act to slier 
and amend the seveial acts imposing duties on imports, passed July 
fou'teenth, ei^^hteen hundred and thirty-two he, and the same are hereby 
»o«p«nded until the third day of iMarch next. And, in the mean time, 
that the Secretai7 of the Treasury be directed to inquire, whether It be 
tiec«*ssary to except any manufactuied articles from the operation and 
«ffi*rt of those provisoes by reason of the difficulty of ascertaining the 
duties chargeable upon such articles, and that he make report to Con- 
gress, at the commencemsut of the next session. 

[Approved^ Junu dOlhf 1834.] 

Jtn Act concerning the duty on Lead* 

[Sec. I ] Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled^ That the duty of 
three cents a pound on lead in pigs bars, .and sheets, shall be consider- 
ed as extending fo all articles manufactured nf lead, the value of which 
does nitt exceed double that of the raw material of which it is compos- 
ed, excepting lead manufactured into pipes, and old and scrap lead, 
svhich shall pay the same duties as heretofore : Provided^ That nothing 
in this section shall extend to or affect the present duties on red and 
white lead, shot, sui^arof lead, and litharge. 

Sec 3. And be it further enaeted^ That the proyisions of the afore- 
said section shull be subject to the reductions in duties provided for in 
the act entitled ** An act to modify the art of the fourteenth of July, one 
thousand e«ght hundred and thirty-two, and all other acts. Imposing duties 
on imports,^' passed second March, one thousand eight hundred and 
thif ty-three. {Approved, June 20th, 1834 ] 

An Act concerning tonnage duly on Spanish vesseb. 

[Sec. 1.1 Be t/ enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled. That from and after 
the first day of Match next, Spanish vessels coming from the bland of 
Cuba, or Porto Rico, either directly or after touching at any port or 
place, shall pay in the ports of the United States such further tonnage 
duty in addition to the tonnage duty which may be payable under any 
other law as shall be equivalent to the amount of discriminating duty 
that would have been imposed on the cargOKS imported in the said ves- 
sels, respectively, if the same had beenexported from the port of Havana 
in American bottoms. 

Sxc. 2. And be it further enacted. That before any such vessel shall 
be permitted to clear out or depart from a port of the United Siatea, 
with >i cargo which shall be directly or indirectly destined to either of 
the said islands, the said vessel shall pay such further tonnage duty as 
^shall be equivalent to the amount of d\«mvcv\cvaUu^ duty that would be 
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payable for the time being iipr-n the cargo if imported into the port of 
Havana, in an American bottom. 

Sbc 3i Jind be H further etiMtedy That no Spanish vessel »liall be 
allowed to elear out or depart from a port of the United States, with 
any goods, wares, oi merchandise, except upon a desiination to -some 
port or place in the island of Cuba, nr Porto Rico, without giving bond 
wivh approved seem ity, in double the value of the vessel himI cargo, that I 
the said caigo or nny part thereof shall not be landed in either of the 
said islands; which bond t^hall be cancelled on producing of certifiraie 
from an Ameiican consul that the* said cargo has been I mded elsewhere, 
Itona fide and without intention to re-ship itior a port in one of the said 
islands. 

Sec. 4. ^nd be it further enacted^ That the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry be, and he is hereby authorized fiom time lo time to estimnte thf said 
additional tonnage duty, and to give dir*>ctions to the cif&cers of the cus- 
toms of fhe United States, for the collections of such duties so as to 
conform the same to any variation which nxny talie place in the discrimi- 
nating duties fevied on the cargoes of American vessels in the said port 
of Havana. 

Sec. 5. ^nd be it further enacted^ That whenever the President of 
the United States shall' be satisfied, that the diiiciiniinating duties iu 
favor of Spanish bottoms levied upon cargoes of American ve&sels in the 
ports of Cuba and Porto Rico have been abolished, or whenever in his 
opinion a satisfactory arrangement upon the subject of the said duties 
shall have been made between the United States and Spnin, ttie Presi- 
dent is. hereby authorized to declare the same by pmclamation, and 
thereupon this act shall cease to have'any further force or effe' t.

PUBLICATION OF THE LAWS. 

It is made the duty of the Secretary of State, by act of 11th May, 1820, 
to cause all Resolutions and Laws passed by CunA;res8, (expect such as 
are of a private nature,) to be published in a number of newspapers, not 
exceeding one in the District of Columbia, and in not more than three iu 
each State and Territory : all public Treaties are to be published in the 
same manner, except Indian treaties, which are published in one paper 
only* and that within the State or Tenitory to which the |&uhj«ct matter 
of the treaty belongs. For publishing the laws, resolutions, and treaties, 
the Proprietors ol newspapers receive, by the act of 20th April, 1818, 
at the rate of one dollar per page (estimated according to the actof 1B20) 
ol the pamphlet addition, published by the Secretary of State.
